Ito -showed doiith of feeling unusual 
In Japanese. 

"It Is right," he declared, "and llicre- 
fore nui.st he done. It must .succeed if 
it i.s jio.s.siblo of luiinaii aceomiiUsh- 
inont." 

Prino Ito has boon oppo.sod stead- 
fastly to the anne.xation of Korea, and 
this aRainst his friends and advisors. 
Instead ho drew up a proKranimo pro- 
vidiiiK for oquilalilo land lawj, a f;uir 
syKtern of ta.xatlon, the protection of 
life and property, education for e.vory- 
nno, the e.stabllslinient of fair courts of 
Ju.stk'fl and the vilern abolition of cor- 
ruption. The estimated ,co.sl of tlie.?e 
rcfoiiiia to .lapan is $10,000,000 In flvn 
year.s, and Ibis lias been approved. It 
will not beeniiie a tax upon the Kor- 
ean people, bill it is an investment by 
Japane.se. 

Continuing. Prince Ito said; "Some 
peoi)lc in Japan believe It Is a mistake 
not to annex Korea, but I am certain 
that annexation is mcrel.v a crudfl and 
cniol means of securing the desired 
friendship -and assistance gf Koreti.ln 
order to build. up- the two.' ^counttHcs, 
whoso ■ interests arc nuitiial. Annex- 
ation Is no part of Ibo ein|)oror's idan 
unles.s It .should provn qaiti^. unavoid- 
able. Annexation would moan tli<^ lows 
of Kolf-re.spcct by tbe Kore.ans; it 
v,-oul(l lie too violent a roinodv. Tin- 
nias.«o.s of Koreans !ia\-o be(.>n siifferer.s 
from eorrupt misKOVernmoiit, r,olitleal 
i.ifri.qu,:, and oppression nS: Uio agri- 
eultiiral population until thov have be- 
eonio a menace to Japan, and until all 
de\eloi)inent In the country has been 
hindered. 

"I have no rea.son not to take my 
as.soeiale.s, and the public into my 
eonlldenco. I have no desire for 
seerecy. The ten million people of 
Korea will more quickly , become 
friend.s of .Japan If they are acquaint- 
ed with the fact that my programme 
is directed entirel.v to the relief and 
assistance of the poorer clas.se.s by 
means of good land laws, c(|ullablo 
luxation, education juid j'nslleo. I 
want tho missionaries of America and 
Kngland to know that I am anxious 
to help thom. We are all working for 
a common object, namely, the building 
up of civilization.' But tlie mission- 
aries should not mix into politics. Let 
them attend to their work, and I wiii 
conlino iny energies to •mine. It is 
certain, however, that each can help 
the otiier. AVliat niatlers the color of 
skin or religious belief, if we are 
working together for the good of lin- 
manity?" 

"People may hamper u.s, but they 
will not prevent the .Tttalnnient of 
our purpose. Wo axo going ahead in 
Korea in spite of opposition from an.v 
country. I concur with the lale John 
Ilay the great American statesman, 
who said tliat in diplomacy, as with 
inflividnals, honesly is Ihc best pol- 
icy. 

"It. is true that the Koreans thotn- 
solvcH may prevent the aeenmplish- 
ment of our jiurposo to give them 
fiyslem of government and an arin.y 
of tlieir own,' but the iicijile of Korea 
and the eiitiro world must niKlor.slaiuI 
once for all that the political suprem- 
acy of .laiian in Korea is to be tirnijy 
established. We are not asking ad- 
vice from any one regarding the pol- 
icy. U' the people of Korea rpfusc to 
accept this fair and friendl.v a.^slst- 
ance llie.v 'vill, by (heir own act, write 
■innexation into history, for as a na- 
■Ann divided in sentiment from J.ijian 
Korea cannot .staiiil."

Tlio clamor for tho ahrog.i tlon of 
the troa(.\- ^vitll Japan is un\v;iiran(ed. 
If it were cfaiqilied with we do not 
see that- it .would •alterr . tho .'.case re-, 
spectlng Japariege Immigration}, one 
lota. Of course, in t^iich .a.B event It 
might bo clainieti that aritl-Japanese 
legislation would not be In violation 
of tho treaty rights of the Japanese, 
but if any man runs away with the 
Idea that the reason, w-hy tlie imoiile 
of .r.-qiaii claim to have similar rights 
in Canada to what otbor iieople lun'e. 
is the fact thai tlie Domhilnii iiailia- 
anont ratified the treaty, he Is under a 
very great misapprehension. The Japan- 
ese government believes that Japanese 
people have .iiisl as good right to go 
for, lawful pui'ijoses to any ])art of ilie 
world, as Kngllshmen, I'^renchmen or 
any one else. We may just as well 
lot that Idea soak down Into our 
minds, for whatiWe have to deal with 
ill respect lo Orlentar Imniigr.ition, so 
far as .T,'ipan is coneorned, is not wlial 
tliat nation lias .gainoil by ti-i>aty ))iit 
■\viiat it has won in war, namely a na- 
tional prestige, which Is possibly rcc- 
Jtoned at just a little more than it is 
wortli.

' r^sceflalned, but only that it passed 
fthrdiigh the customs house for the dls- 
*frict of IdsOio *and.'rMpJhl^^^ 
^bly some' 'bf^iHe'SliSlS tons 'of coke 
sent into- Idaho and Montana during 
the year went to the smelter at North- 
port. Admitting that the Northport 
smelter used 15;000 tons, as claimed, 
there would still bo 46,31'8' tons left 
; which was consumed in other United 
States smelters, and which, if kept in 
this province and glVen to the home 
-smelter.s, would, with tho help of the 
quantity of coke whicli they actually 
received, have kept tli-^iii in stead.v 
operation. It takes 13 per cent, of a 
ton of coke to reduce .-i ton of ore. On 
this basis, the 46,31 S tons of coke used 
by American smelters, other than tlie 
one at Northport, would have been 
.sufficient to reduce all of the ore pro- 
duced in tho Rosslaiid camp last year. 

The discrepancy between the figures 
received from Ottawa and from tho 
American source can be e.vplained only 
on the tlieory tli.at conslrlerable coke 
was shipped outside of the Xi-lsnn ciis- 
toms district, and went tlirongh .seine 
other customs district. The figures, 
however, are aullieiitic, and slio\v tlie 
groat necessity for the government to 
provide some nieanij whereby tho home 
plants may be supplied with fuel be- 
fore any Is exported.- :

A representative of G. T. Synionds

this Borvico, and it Is rumored that he 
Is also investigating tho possibilities 
of tho New Zealand and Australian 
trade with a view to 'placing larger 
steamers in that business. :

Miscalculation Endangers Safety of Big 
Steamer Texan in San Francis- 
co Dock I. 



:\Il5calculation (resulting in the plac- 
ing of the level blocks' too. low. td re- 
celvo tho steamer Texan. of tho 'Ha- 
waiian-American lino In Hunter's 
point dry dock at San Francisco, re- 
sulted In tho big steamer being en- 
dangered, btit fortunately tlie Injurle.^ 
were not great. A careful examina- 
tion of the iiull after the v.'ater wa-i 
pumiii'd out showed that little damage 
liad ;iccrucd a.s a result of tho error 
of Jmlgnient, although tho slraln has 
naturally been far from benelieial to 
tho hull. When it was found that the 
keel blocks had liccu .s^t too low and 
before tho water had all been pumped 
,, put, it was found, that the Texan's 
;,, bow and stenj;. wiere' rcatlng on the 
ends of tho dock and that the great 
hull was practically suspended without 
support between the two ends. The 
Hoot gates wore opened and tho dock 
refilled as speedily as po.-isiblo 

The keol block.s were set higher and 
when the water was rniiiiiied out the 
Texan ro.ned on even keel and well 
clear at both ends of the dock-. The 
hull Jippeared to have escaped diim- 
ngo by tho .strain to which it was 
subjected tho provlous diiy, but In 
leaving the dock that dav one of tlio 
freighter's bilgo keels fouled a nih- 
placed block and was found to bo 
uomewhat bent. 

Tho underwriters wcro anxious 
about the Texan's., condition, aw they 
hud a vivid reco'lleotlon'.'of tfie result 
of a similar mistake with tho keel 
blocks In the case of tho German 
steamer Fulda. Tho Fulda was pl/iet d 
on a drydock at Ulvorpool for survey 
])rlor to changing owner.s. The keel 
blocks v.'oii! .set iniiu-oiierly and when 
tho water wa.s puiiiiiod out tho hull 
c.aveii in, the ship fell to the bottom 
of the dock, a distance of eight feet, 
and In the fall was converted into 
Hcrapiron. Tho I^ulda proved a total 
lo.Hs and It was with the greato.it dif- 
ficulty that tho remains were rcmo^'od 
from the drydock. The underwriters 
lost tho suit they brought ngalnst the 
drydock company for tho Insured vaiuo 
of the Fulda, but later the dry<lock 
company recognized Its liability to tho 
e-xtent of cancelling tho bill for the 
use of tho dock. As tjio wreck put 
the dock out of commission for six 
months, this dockage charge amounted 
to a large sum and after losing their

After repeated memorials^ from the 
Board of Trade and tho Tourist Asso- 
ciation the C. P. R. was Induced to 
open negotiations with the city look- 
ing to tho acquirement of the site for 
tho purposes of eroctinK a large toufi.-it 
hotel. A bylaw providing foi- the 
grant of land, freedom I'ron^ taxatinn 
and free water received the alnio^a 
unanimous endorsatlou of the rate- 
paycr.s, and on October lltli, 1001, in- 
spector W. W. Nortncott issued the 
building permit. 

Shortly afterward.4 the big railway 
company let a contract for tho exca- 
vation of the site. This was a huge 
job, demanding an exhibition of tho 
best engineering skill. A temporary 
retaining wall was built, and the wa. 
. ter pumped out. This laid baro u 
' soggy maos of silt — tho accumulation 
of centuries — which extended in some 
pl.-icos to a depth (jf i;,'. feel. A giant 
clam-.shcll dredge wa.s put to work, 
and for months It Labored day in and 
day out at the apjiareiitly intin-niinable 
task of "getting down to bi-d-rock." 
At last thl,.;, which pro\od tho most 
difllcult portion of tlie entire job, was 
accomphshed, and tho worl; of putting 
In the foundations conuncnccd. Piles 
were driven ov^r, the entire area of tho 
i site, In some ihst&iid.es to a depth of 
25 ■ feet, and 'on 'this ^flboring was laid 
down tho solid cbriCMterfoundation. 
With an eye to thai-'fUturV; provision 
was made for an ultimate 'enlargement 
.,'of the hotel, foundation -being made 
.\fpr an additional wing. And right 
::here it. may be mentioned that already 
the company has decided to proceed 
at an early date with the contemplat- 
ed enlargement 

After long and vexatious delay.?, tho

It is estimated that If an 
acre of holly \vei:o planted on the day 
of her birth and cultivated us a dowry, 
on her twenty-first birthday any Vic- 
torian girl would possess an Indepen- 
dent fortune, and the expense of cul- 
tivation Is only a trifle. But wo were 
In the park by tho ponds, spanned In 
their narrow places with quaint bridges 
one of wlilch is an almond-shaped 
arch of native granite. It wa.s built 
by Chinamen, who it seems could or 
would make no other. All day long 
dozens of white swans, proud and 
graceful, swim the shallow w'ater as 
if motion were symmetry and unheard 
melody rolled Into one. It Is wonder- 
ful how these haughty birds stand on 
their heads with the smoothest dignity 
while they forage for vulgar grub at 
tho bottom of 

Tho Baby Lake 

Stand a more human gentleman on 
Ills head for tmy purpose whatever 
and see how soon ho Is covered with 
-shame and ridicule. But in .spite of 
his snowy whllem'ss, grace and sym-" 
metry, the swan is a disagreeable, in.' 
sulferably conceited bird, and shows 
his selfish, ugly temper In hN face, 
Ono of the ponds Is alive wdth gold 
fish darting in brilUani shoals among 
grouiis of while pond liilcH, whoso 
huge leaves lie in m.'isscs on tho 
smooth surface of the water. There Is 
a zoo in the park with its contingent 
of wild and hereto creatures. In an 
enclosure aro a moose and several 
<leer, which come and eat from 
our oiien hands In utmost, good com- 
radeship. They are Jicaiitlful . crea- 
tures with lar.ge, liipiid brown, almost 
human eyes, that betoken any gentlo 
and charming quality you choose to 
imagine. The only creature In tho 
park, and I have only named a few, 
which I loathe, is a. fat hair seal, 
which looks liko Ysayvi. It lies, ai 
bundle of Fen.scs, battening In tho ^va- 
tor and the sun liko an ugly satyr. 
Not f;ir away In the open, wliere only 
Scotch broom grows, on a granite pe- 
destial stand Burns and his Highland 
Mary In bronze; the first monument 
to tho poet erected on the continent, 
I believe Toronto thought herself hap-« 
py In claiming tho precedence, wheij 
the alert ,1

whipped out her Utile Victorian weaJl 
pon and nipped that in the bud. Shg 
did not tell mo so herself. Near th«J 
monument hangs .a huge rusty Chln-<. 
eso bell, taken during the Boxer re-< 
belllon by a lieutenant In the navy, 
who exhibited It wherever Ids ship 
called, and finally presented it to hla 
native port. It Is worth noting that 
English .daisies bldpm under' your feed 
In, the park twelvo, months In. the year, 
and that In ono corner Is a native oak 
glade, which old country people say Is 
a!s like a bit of a Scotch estate ais, i£. 
It were In Scotland. I have left no 
space to tell of the prldo and Joy ,pC 
Victoria, the parliament bildulngs, but 
they will ikcep. "The Gorge" will not 
keep another minute. And first a, 
protest against the . name. ' Camosun^ . 
the ancient name of the harbor, should 
have been retained for this phenom- 
ena of nature. It Ig Indian, with the 
poetic and literal Indian meaning, "the 
place where the waters are troubled." 
This place Is the narrow passage 
about half way up an estuary of the 
harbor called Victoria Arm, one of the 
loveliest fjords on the Pacific coast, 
creeping its serpentine length between 
high hills; forest clad to the brink on 
either side. Right In the passage the 
troub|ej;8tlrs: and grows' to a furious 
battleipi.-.the waters, when the ilde 
returning ' from the upper eiatuary 
meets the tide coming up 

' From the Outer Sea 

The upper water, with an oily ripple 
on Its surface", slips smoothly down till 
it reaches the' gorge, to be suddenly 
lashed into a raging, reversible cas- 
cade. But the stronger waters from 
tho sea conquer, and ere long the 
channel is again a placid Inlet. Tou 
can reach the Gorge by boat and 
canoe up tho Arm, or by carriage and 
car along, the rnadv.-ay. Going by the 
road you pass the Indian reserve al- 
most In the bean of tho city, and seo 
griiwing sweet peas and white wash- 
ing h;inglng to dry. No white man's 
money ean lure them to sell so much 
us a foot of soil. The tribe Is a Com- 
mune, hence the difllculty. Specula- 
tion Is in tho air here, and If real es- 
tate keeps climbing up the Songhees 
may one day be very wealthy, 

A''ictoria is the seat of government 
and the capital of British Columbia. 
It Is charmin.iTly .'dtuated on the 
southeast of Vaneonvcr Island, nnd 
for climate and surroundings has no 
rhiil in Canada. Victoria Is the oldest 
town in ilio province; dating back to 
ISld. it leaped into prominence dur- 
ing the gold excitement and grew rap- 
idly. In trade and population. The city 
Is substantially built, there being 
many fine atone and brick blocks in 
the business portion, while the private 
houses, surrounded by beautiful lawns, 
gardens and shrubberies, are _ pictur- 
esque and cosy. The Parliament^ build- 
ings, overlooking James bay,' la ?oha 
of the finest examples of architecture 
in America. We were conducted over 
it, and I was interested to hear that 
tho architect was the son of the Bev. 
M. (). Hattonbury, of Bradford, and 
the stonemasons for the building were 
also Yorkshiremen. .Parliament build- 
ings Includes ono of tho- finest 
museums In North America. It con- 
tains fine collections- of natural his- 
tory, mineral, agricultural and hor- 
ticultural specimens, and Is a centre 
of great Interest to visitors. Beacon 
Hill iiark, a natural pleasure ground, 
facing the stra,lt of , Juan de Fuca, af- 
fords, onp^s of . .the: ■ m magnificent 
vlaws";fln'^i%/^y/orlcl,;B^^ saw from 
our motor' run, the snow-clad heights 
of tho Olympian, range and. tho noblo 
dome-like Mount Baker forming tho 
back.ground o.f an enthralling picture. 
Victoria .Arm and tho Gorge form ono 
of the most beautiful str.dches of In- 
land water imaginable, and there aro 
many oilier delightful hays and Inlotn 
wliicli hvul iieculiar attraction and 
variety to the scene. With such a 
V.-. alth of natural beauty A'lctorla Is 
fast becoming the .Mecca of the tour- 
ist, many thousands from all parts 
of tho world visiting A'lctorla every 
year.

Jlr. Asquith .said lie knew that ho

ment of modern times. (Laughter.) 
Ho ought to appear in a white sheet 
of penance, with words of apology, 
and. [bearing a lighted candle of re- 
morse.* (Daughter.) It was an attitude 
he-'felt; no' temptation to adopt, for he 
was going to bo bold enough to sub- 
mit, with cliaptor and verse, the au- 
dacious proposition that tho two years 
which had not yet expired since the 
present government came into power 
had been years conspicuously and ex- 
ceptionally fruitful in large and bcno- 
flcent reforms, both in ti\o .-sphere of 
legl.slation and administration. In 
claiming tliat, lie did not take what 
would be the unfair aclvantupre of a 
comparison wltli tiie barren and ilrcary 
epoch wlUc-li iiiiinodlately proccdnd 
their advent to power — an epoch of 
un.-eltlcd convk'uou.s, nf divided ooun- 
'aels, 01' administrative impotence, and 
of legislative reaction, during which 
the late government iilindly struggled 
along tliQ iiath of parliamentary hu- 
miliation to tlic goal of electoral disas- 
ter. (Jjauglitor ami clicoi's.) As to 
our foreign rolation.s and tiic govern- 
ment of India, although they had 
passed through anxious times, never in 
their experience, l)y general acknow 
Icdgment, not only of tho people of 
this country but of the Empire a.s a 
whole, had tho.se departments been in 
wi.-,cr, more capable, or more trust- 
wortliy hands, lie observed in some 
quarters something liico impatience on 
the part of ardent and enthusiastic cri- 
tics, at the protracted deliberations and 
what they regarded as the slow pro- 
gress at The, Hague. He asked such 
people to suspend their' judgment — for 
the proceflure of a body like that. In 
which so many States wore represent- 
ed, must always be superficially cum- 
brous—until the final disclosure was 
madq, and then, unless he was mls- 
talfen, it would be found that a real 
and substantial advance had been made 
in the achievement of which the Bri- 
tish delegation had played a conspicu- 
ous and honornblo part, towards tho.se

Colonial Policy 
Pasaing to tho sphere of colonial 
administration, ho said their opponents 
had treated it as one of the axiomatic 
facts In politics that they, and thoy 
only. Were fit .and trustwortliy custo- 
dians of the fortunes .if tlie emp.lro. 
They warned people over and o\-or 
again that if they handed over to 
Liberals the task of dealing with cr)- 
■lonial problems, particularly the criti- 
cal and crucial prol)lem of South Af- 
rica, this comUry would bo landed jiro- 
bably in disintesratinn, and certainly 
in humiliation and di.sa.^ter. Speaking 
as a member of tlie Ko\-ornincnt, he 
would wish, if they leffolfico tomorrow 
that ihcy should lie jadged as to whe- 
ther they had n.it in this respect Jus- 
tified the confidence of the nation. In 
South .-Vfrica they had given free and 
full seU'-g'5/ernmont, .subjrct only to 
the reservation o.' ultln.ate Imperial 
control ')h certain -ri'ciai difficulties 
connected with the natives and with 
lahoi-, lo people the majority of wliom

one common and most important prin- 
ciple—namely, tiiat tiie llacal system 
of eacti self-governing part of-' the 
empire must bo primarily dotcrmined 
by what the majority of lU Inhabitants 
considered to be its own ooonomlo in- 
terests. Tvvo Important results follow- 
ed from that common princlplo-r^first 
-that we hero in the United ■Kingdom 
could not accept or adopt any' form of 
colonial preference which Involved the 
taxation of corn, meat, and the raw 
materials of our Industry; secondly, 
that the colonists, for tiieir part, could 
not give uh any form of Imperial pre- 
ference wliich would admit Briti.ih 
manufacturers on level terms into 
comi)ctition witli tiiolr own protected 
Industrie^. Tliat was tlic principle 
upon whicii tiie Canadian — tlic best of 
all colonial tariffs— was framed; it was 
a principle still more conspicuous in 
tlie new Australian tariff. Both tlfo 
Imperial and tho Colonial delegates at 
tho conference stated their views witii 
perfect frankncos and tliey parted ex- 
cellent friends. He wislicd that the 
Unionist party would show equal 
frankness with tho people nf this 
country. lie would repeat a question 
lie had hinisolf put to tho leader of 
the OppoHltlon iuid tho Unionist party. 
Would they tell tlio people ot this 
country whetiior tiiey were prepared 
to lax corn, to tax . meat, to tax the 
necessities of life and' Of Industry, in 
order to carr.v out thersorcalled policy 
of colonial preference.?-' Until they had 
plain answer the ::.,EFHiohist party 
could not expect to tscap'e the penalty 
of sublorfuge and evasion which lost 
them tho confidence of the country. 
National Finance 
Turning to his own special depart- 
ment of finance, l\Ir. Asquitli sliowed 
tliat the debt of the nation would liave 
been reduced from March .'U, TTiOf). to 
.Alarch 31, inOS, by ,C 23,i;00,000. As to 
taxation, tlie total remission of taxa- 
tion for which he was rcsponsl'olo was 
4 3-4 millions. On the other hand — 
and he made no apology for It — he had 
lncrca.sed taxation upon large estates 
of not lesi than £150,000, and after 
this had been deducted, it left him a 
net remission of taxation to the amount 
of £3,500,000 in addition to debt re- 
duction. To say that tho income-tax 
was Is. In the pound was to yay wliat 
was formallyj but not substantially, 
true, for nine-tenths of all the tax- 
payers did not pay Is., and when al- 
lowance was made for abatements on 
life Insurance premiums, and abate- 
ments on earned Incomes, the average 
rate was 9 3-4 d. in the pound. As to 
the reduction of expenditure on tho 
Army and Navy, comparing the cstl- 
inntert expenditure and money pro- 
posed to bo borrowed for tlic purposes 
of those forces In tlic years ending 
March, 190C. and March, 190S. tiiere 
was a net reduction on (lie estimated 
exjionditure and liorrov.-ings of nine 
millions sterling, lie, therefore, claim- 
ed tliat tiie.'.- liad done tlioir best in 
the time and with the opiiortunltles at 
their disposal to redeem the proml.scs 
made to the country.

things whlcii might boconio intolerable.

Then It would bo right enough 
that llio .second chamber should inter- 
vene, biit the House of Lords had gone 
far beyond tiiat; thoy liad asserted nn 
equal right lo a clioicc of legislation 
with the rciirosentKtlvfs of the' nation, 
lie observed with regret that the no- 
tice of opposition lo tho Land Values 
Bill was given b.\- a disl Ingiiislied judge 
will) had a seat In tlie lIoii.se .if Lords, 
and who was paid .Ctl.OOO a year from 
the Consolidated l''und to free him 
from political criticism. ("Sliairie.") 
Ho liked iieople to have free speech, 
init there was one class whom tliey 
liad kept out of politics and that w-as 
tile .iudRes. Wlien they iiilcrveiiod In 
part.v iiolitlcs it wiis alwa.NH had for 
the tribunal to which thoy lioionged, 
and particularly for the supremo tri- 
bunal. The Lord Cliaiiccllor must of 
iiecesslly bo a party politician, but lie 
was alwa.\s a iiiiin of groat expcrlenco 
and .itoored a difficult course. 'I'lie 
Law Lords were placed in a ))ositloii 
where they were meant to bo lie.voiid 
criticism. In tlio House of Lords to- 
day there was a spirit of recklessncs.s 
which made one cease to wonder at 
these things. 

The Theory of the Constitution 

Tlie iirosont state of the constltutlun 
was that the two chainliers had to 
agree In legislation, Vnit tlie theory 
laid down by thoir greatest constitu- 
tionalists was that wiien it canio to a 
conflict between these two the will of 
the roiircsonlatives of the jieojile 
ought to prevail (cheers), unless there 
was some very grave reason for .siiow- 
Ing tiiero should lie a furllier reter- 
eiu'o to ascertain wliat that v,-lll was. 
Hitherto thoy had supposed that that 
constltutlonai maxim would be oliserv- 
ed, and that the Ilousi^ of Lords would 
recognize tliat tliey had not the iiower 
to reject or iiiutllato nieasiiros desired 
by ilic people, though they had a co- 
equal right with the House ot Com- 
mons to deal with those matters. The 
Lords had told them by their action 
last year that that was not tho princi- 
ple on which they intended to act. 
The>- claimed a right to throw out and 
reject nieasures which had been con- 
sidered and had been long before tho 
people. 

The Government Proposal 

In the.io circuinslances they must 
deal with tiie .situation, and the gov- 
ertiiiient had resolved to deal witli it. 
Tiieir proposals were not extrenio. 
Ilitlicrto the Lords had had the power 
to stop or alter proposed legislation in 
the liellef that they would act tinder 
.-onstitutional restriotions well under- 
stood, alcliougli never written in-law. 
riiat had iiroved to lie an Illusion. Thoy 
therefore proposed to in\-ert tilings and 
to give tlie ultimate legal power lo the 
House of Coniinoiis (clieers), so tliat 
within tho course of a single Parlia- 
ment llio House would be able. to make 
Its will prevail. That, of course, was 
a situation which re(iuired a certain 
amount of temperate action -In \ the 
House of Commons, ljut if \thc- House 
of Lord.i failed to observe tho spirit of 
the constitution they believed the 
House of Commons wouiil lie more re- 
liresontatlvo of public opinion and 
would refrain from using Its power in 
an oppressive and higli-handcd' fash- 
Ion. There was no option left except 
to make the proposal that was now 
iiefore the country In a definite sh'ape 
In the prime minlsler'.s resolution. It 
w.T.^ a big iincljirtaklng, ljut tbo difficul- 
ties were apt to bo exaggerated. If 
they brought In a bill, it was highly 



proimble tlio House of Lords would 
throw it out. What would happen ? 
Thoy would appeal to, the country. 
(Cheers.) Some wpro.tsangulnp^enongli 
to hope that theJCOuntr^-iiwRUldsChango 
and give a turn to the otlior side and 
stop their proposals. " That might .bo 
if the Unionist party gave up proteor 
tlon, but he doubted very much, "till 
chey stood In a white sheet and purged 
themselves, whether they would make 
much of that.

In 
1895 the Liberal party had been slnil- 
iarly maltreated; then Lord Ro.icliery 
made a great speech in Yorkshire, ;ind 
advocated a mode of doallng with the 
question uhicb was not .substantially 
dlffi;rent from tlie one tlie.v had enter- 
ed upon, 'i'liorcfore he i-oiit'liieiitly linji- 
0(1, w-lien the time came, tiiey would 
have ills noble I'rieiid on their side. 

J X']Uvit list;niding all 
tliat. a good de.-il had been accomplish- 
ed In the present session. • 

Army Matters 

Proceeding to deal with the work oC 
the war office, Mr. Ilaldano said that 
lii.iteud of the old-fasliloncd organiza- 
tion of army corps, wliich only exifitod 
on )iai)er, they had actually created six 
great divisions corresponding with 
their gretit organization In India, lie- 
sides that, tlie.\- were creating II otiier 
divisions. There would bo a fiehl army 
for going abroad composed of the best- 
trained regulars tlii'io wore all^-wilerc 
in the world. On tho other iiand. tliore 
would bo a great lioiiic arni.v organized 
In a way iie\-er heard of before, wliicli 
would be capable of defondiiig our 
sliori\s and CDiiiing to the rescue f)f tlie 
empire wlieio-v.-r the eiiipir<! needed 
assislanee. Willi rc.c;ard t.i the au- 
tumn maiioetiNies la Pertbsbire. ho 
lioiierl such inaiiooiivi-i's would happen 
very often in m.iny iiarts of the eoun- 
try, and that was part of their seiieme. 
.-Mtiiongii they had brought down the 
army estimates by two iiilllions, they 
had left ample marfriii to jirovlde for 
all tliese tilings and more. The c.iun- 
tlos would have a now function. Thoy 
had lieen In i-i>ri-espondenee with be- 
tween 'JO and 100 lords lieutenant, and 
tlio respuiioes iiad been so cordial in 
tone as to leave no doubt', 'that tlic 
counties would respond' and ' take up 
tile new -work thoy had fashioned out 
for them. That would bring the army 
nearer to the nation, and It would 
make the arm.v a more popular pro- 
fesslort.''

.\t the same time lie asked tlie land- 
lords In Ireland to ex(!rcise a little for- 
bearance also (ciieers), and lo remem- 
ber, that they had been saved from re- 
volution by British arms and from 
iln.ainclai u-uln by the use of British 
credit.'..; (Cheerai).-.' He asked them in 
th^at;f;eleyehth.(^HO!.ur?to remember their 
somewhat-'^soinb're 'history, and yet to 
say that the v^Jords "magnanimity" and

The Block in Irish Land Policy 
Under the oporati^Jn of the law prac- 
tically half of tho land in Ireland had 
already passed from tho landlord to 
tho tenant.

The measure was 
meant to bo one to efifcct the trannfer 
of the land of Ireland as a whole from 
the old landlords to the tenants, and 
to make the Irish tcn.int tlio proprietor 
of tlio soil.

They were 
standing now lialf way, the job had 
only been halt done, and a great peril 
and danger had arisen. Tho Investor 
was asked to take up Irish Loan Stocic, 
guaranteed by tlio credit of the Bri- 
tish nation, but, owing lo the heavy 
fall in wliat were called gill-ed'ged sc- 
ciii-ilies— a fall that good business men 
attributed to the I'act that business w;is 
so good that capital found their em- 
ployment at a more profitable rate llian 
could bo given by the three oV three- 
and-a-half per cent, of the nation — 
the result w-as that, with money find- 
ing more profitable outlets and chan- 
nels. It did n.it flow Into Irish Loan 
Stock'. That was a ver.\- good tlilnf^for 
tile country at large, but It was a 
shocking bad thing for him. He in- 
vited them all — their pockets ho Icnew 
were full of nioiicj- — If they wanted to 
relieve liim, lo go and buy Irisli Loan 
Stoclt. They could not do a bolter 
thing. It was perfectly safe, but at the 
moment the demand was so low tli;it 
for every £100 tliat was paid lo tiio 
Irish landlords they lost £la. Tho re- 
sult-was that the cost of the transac- 
tion was very great, and, as the law 
stood, the loss fell upon a fund whicii. 
In a year or two years' time, would 
be exhausted. The wholp of the loan 
would then have to bo thrown upon 
the Irish ratepayer, who would not and 
could not. stand It, because' he was 
rated already sufficiently high. The 
consequence was that that great land 
scheme stood a fair chance of being 
wrecked half wa.v, unless some other 
mcans.were discovered of raising 
money upon belter term.s. That was a 
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said, wiio spoke' tho voice of the ein- was rejected, the other mutilated out 



liire, and not the voice of small and 
.duiapirjlntcd factions at home, thorn 
was nothlpg like . It in Jilstory, there 
wasano 'Ipdwer.lthat '.could ; have ' done 
it but Great Britain; yes, and, lot him 
add, Great Britain could not have done 
It unless they had had a Liberal gov- 
ernment In power. (Cheers.) What 
had become of that halfway houso 
which went by the name of tho Lyttel- 
ton .constitution, halfway between de- 
ppndence and freedom, whlcii \Vas all 
that the late governniont were pro- 
pared to offer?

On- 
ly that week a proposal lo guarantee 
a loan of fi\-e millions for the purpose 
of eomiiletel.v- ro|iairln,g what remained 
of the ra\-ages of (lie war. aiifl for re- 
storing llielr unity upon the lines of 
progressing development, was met by 
these great Imperialists m-IUi every 
kind of carping, sliabb.v eritielsin. al- 
though thoy themselves guaranteed a 
loan of not loss than 3,') millions. In 
regard to Chinese labor, they adhered 
in tlie letter and In the spirit to every 
deciaratbm tliey had ever made nn 
that subject.

In their wisdom, 
iiad alread.v redureri tiie control of the 
House of Lord.s over the wliolo sphere 
of administration .-uid finanee and 
llmiled llieni t.i the useful ;u1d imdlg- 
nllied functloii.s of con.siilta t ion iuid cri- 
ticism. Tho\- would be only following 
In their footstepK and iietterlng their 
example If tliey confined tlie House of 
I.ordjj to a like share in the making of 
their laws.

ICven 
ill that earlr da\- and in snile of his 
r,-itlier forhkldln.g sii rroii nil I iigs he h.-id 
oullliieil the whole sclieuie iif hi.s e!,-ib- 
orate life u'ork, and when (he propo- 
sal w;iy ni.'ulo lo ;uili|lsli bis books in 
tills counlry be was gravely delighted, 
"Tiiat evening be invited me to sup- 
Bor at ills boarding house. The people 
at the table wore decidedly of the 
middle class lOnglisli Ope. 1 was 
amused to find that they were all of 
them ;i.stonlslied lo learn that any one 
Iiad ever hoard of Sncncur In America. 
Spencer was evidently not at all in 



li\ed very quietly alua.\s, anil, as 1 
afterward found out, his real friends 
were of his invii kiml— 1 Inxle.v, Tyiidail, 
Darwin. When I first met iilm the 
only income that lie had lo live on wa.-.! 
from ,a small inlierilanee from Ills 
father, out of wbl<-li he liatl eoiitri\-ed 
by seriiniiliius eeiinoiiiies to iiuhllsh a 
few of Ills essii\-s. When his works 
reaelieii a l:'.r;-;f.r field in Aiiieriea and 
l.von.giit liini ill aiieqiiale pecuniary re- 
turns, lie iiio\-i-d from bis lioardliig 
house and fitted up a study, the exact 
location of which he koiit secret for a 
long time from ills friends, where he 
dill his wrltlii.^-. 

"1 reiueuiljer well a (llniier wliieli 
W.-IS given some years after our first 
iiiei.tln.g b.\- Sn^ni-er to iny father. 
Huxley and Tynilall were present, as 
well as .-Mexander Halli. a. (pialnt- 
loekliig Scotehiii,-in arrayed in .-in 111- 
flltlng dress suit.' One might imagine 
that \vuii such le.-inied iiien at llie 
table, convci-K.-itlon would be siifficienl- 
ly pomleiiius and restricted to the 
most serious of siihjerts. The eon- 
tr.-iry u-.-is tlii> e,-ise, liinvevm-. T.^-iidall, 
probably on aeeounl of Ills Irish ilis- 
cent, was !ios..<,^sseil of :i gooill.v fund 
of humor, which he exercised on such 
oei;asloiis to ih,. iiest ail\-anlagn. Ho 
was miieh more sociable, |es^; retiring 
than Sjieiicer---a uen-ous. restles.'i 
man, forever wri.gglliig aliont on Ids 
chair — and 1 reinenilier that at the 
dinner lie and lliixli-j-, who ^vas a most 
enlort.'ilning convcrsalloiilst, united in 
soiuo good-natured chaffing ;it the 
grave phlloso|,Iier's expense. The next 
morning Speiuer told iiio he li.-id been 
unable to sleep a \\-|iik all niglil. 

".Spencer w.is alwa>-K trouliled with 
sleeplessness and bad health. His 
struggle with his Infirmllics was e\er 
a iiindraiico to his work. In this he 
was not different from his friends, 
IJarwin, Huxley and Tyndall, -all ot 
whom, aparenll.v, were In a constant 
effort to ward off attacks of nervous 
prostration. Tyndall actually died of 
an ovcrdosu nf chloral, .-idininlstored 
by his wife to cure Ills insomnia. 
.Silencer was an oxtronioly punctilious 
man, docided In \-|ews of right and 
wrong, but Ihoroiiglily genial and 
kind-lieni-led, will! .i vein of humor 
which made lilm a iiieasant companion. 
His habit of dictating Ills iiooks, how- 
ever, lent to Ills coiiveraatlon a certain 
precision and sta lellness which siivored 
over of the philosopher. In till;; respect 
lie was in striking contrast lo Har- 
whi, whose mamicr.s .'ii)d way of talk- 
ing wore doiightfiiUy simple. Although 
Darwin's books from the first hud a 



timato with his fellow-boar^ors. He great sale, lie was extremely grateful 



lo us for bringln.g tliciii out in this 
country. One would imagino from the 
way he talked about it that wo had 
conferred a decided f;ivor on him b.v 
beeomliig ills pablisliers. It was Prof. 
(ira\-, the botanist, who Induced us to 
take up thho publication of Darwin's 
works. 

".Spencer, howe\-er, in spite of bis 
soiiiewliat peilaiilic -iva.v oi talking, was 
alwa.v-s alTahle, ,-ilwa\ s anxious to be of 
.-issistauci. lo those around liliii, wliu-h 
iu;ide him an agnv-.-ilile m.-iii lo work 
for. He was certainly very set In his 
vii'Ws, a trifle dogiiiaiic, jiosslbly. lb; 
held strictly to tlic theory thai every 
one in a commuiillx- slioiild lie nmtually 
lieiiiful. I remember once luncliliig 
with him at his bouse when a steak 
which proved to be very tough was 
serveil to us. The jiiiilosopher, after 
testing the steak willi his eustoinary 
gra\-ity and- tliorougliiiess, told the two 
old ladies who kein house for lllin that 
It u-.is thejr duty to tell the liutclim- 
that he did v.rorig lo lilnnself as well 
as to others In selling a piece of meal 
which wa.s not cxactl.v what it slioiild 
lio. All this was carefully and graiely 
explained, with a precision and nicely 
of phrase that made one almost tliink 
that the delinquent butcher would 
figure hereafter In a chapter of the 
Synthetic Philosophy. The litlle in 
eldent'was typical of tho philosojiher' 
systematic application of his tlicorlos 
to the most trivial affairs of his dally 
life, and one can Imagine from it the 
small amount of trouble and the uni- 
form fairness which would character- 
ise the dealings of such a conscien- 
tious author with his publishers. 

"Indeed, the manuscript found in the 
littlo tin box under his bed proved to 
be even more of a. treasure trove than 
wo ut first thoi)g;h't'15«sslblits: Spen- 
cer's reading public has been, and still 
Is, far greater In this country than In 
Ills own.. The same Is true of his great 
contemporaries — with whom wo. made 
tho same arrangements as with him — 
Darwin, Huxley, and Tyndall. At tho 
time when we first discovered them It 
was something of a venture, of course, 
to publish thoir works. With the ex- 
ception of Darwin none of them en- 
joyed miieii of a vogue In England In 
tlie early sixties. In those days, too, 
there was a strong theological preju- 
dice against any lltoraturo that savor- 
ed of tho theory of evolution,"

(Cheers.) He thought they might con- 
gratulate themselves tliat at last that 
subject had, he hoped, iiassed for over 
out of tho arena of controversy. He 
thought, upon tho whole, tliat the pre- 
sent session of Parliament had been 
a laborious and useful session. When 
Iiarllament was prorogued, as he fer- 
vently trusted it might bo on V\'ed- 
nosduy next, they would bo found to 
have added to the Statute book bc- 
Iwoen -10 and ."lO measures, many of 
tlioin important measures, full of busi- 
ness detail, -suitable, and, ho trusted, 
beneficial, to tiie country. Tho next 
question tlioy would- have to consider 
iN'as what modifications w-erc essential 
in our conslitution, so that when the 
voice of the people was made known 
from time to time parliament sliould 
bo able with reasonable time to secure 
tiio wishes of the ])Cople. <ChecrK.) 
.Another thing they wanted was -some 
reforin in the procedure of the Houso 
of Commons. (Cheers.) Thosu two 
reforms ■ were necessary if they were 
to deal with questions, that were Im- 
mediately in front of them, which ho 
(lulto agreed were mainly social ques- 
tions, vitally affecting the health and 
liappln»S3 of the people. He vias not 
afraid of Socialism, but ho was glad 
to 'see a. few Socialists in the Houso 
of Commons. Alluding to some statis- 
tics of the physical condition of school 
clilldren In large cities, ho said he for 
one rejoiced that there were people 
full of dissatisfaction wdio were not 
taken in by tlie appearance of wealth 
:ind splendor, and who said tliero was 
still that in our midst which required 
cure. If cure wcro possible, and re- 
quired attention, at all events, even it 
cure wore impossible. (Cheers.) Ho 
was far from being sorry that tlie 
ranks of Lliiorals or Pro.grosslves lie 
cared not ^\■h■dt name, had boon rein- 
forced b.v men aiilmalcd by tliose liopes 
eiitliusiaslic as some of tho.5e ho]ies 
might be, and lie lioped that it was 
their duly, whilst they had life, 
Klrenglii and p.iwer, to devote llieiii lo 
the service of tlio poojile as a whole. 
(Cheers.) 

IVIr. Churciilll 

Mr. Churchill, M. P., was the iirinci- 
pal guest at a garden party at Clieadlc 
Hulme, near Manchester, on Saturday 
afternoon, when Mr. and Mrs. Harold 
Elverston oiitertalnod the niembpr.s of 
the North-west Manchester Liberal 
association. 

Jlr. Churchill said tho government 
liad complcled tiieir second parliamen- 
tary session, and bad been in office 
pr.-ictic;jlly for two whole years. When 
Sir Henry Caiiipiioll - Bannerman 
(cheers) made Ills speech about a 
niotith ago and said he wanted to pass 
more than 40 bilu .into law, before tiie 
end ; bt'HSe/'aession;;^^ good 
deal of Irreverent and/ as'lt afterwards 
turned out, uriinstructed .laughter in 
Hie camps' ot the Hittltes. j'iThe-inonth 
iiad gone and 40 bills had been suc- 
cessfully passed through the Houso of 
Commons. The financial situation ot 
the country had notably Improved from 
liie national point of view during the 
two years of Liberal tenure ot office. 
Ho did not mean that tlio -stock mar- 
kets stood as lilgii as tliey had done 
in former years. Tliey were affected 
liy the ebb and flow of, tides more 
p.iwerful and more complex than tlioso 
whieli passed wdthin tho control of 
I politicians. But the government had 
siu-ceeded in reducing taxation liy 
some! liin.g lilie four millions a year, 
and tlie.\- li.-nl reiliiced expemllluro up- 
on armaments li.\- coiisiderably more 
than that -.,11111 (i-licers), at Ihe same 
time making projier lu-ovisioii for the 
seourity of the c.iimti'.\- and absolutely 
unexampled iirovisloii for the reduction 
of tlio debts cohtracled so lavishly by 
the last adiiilnlstratiou. 

The House of Lords 

Tlie fault was not ivilh the House of 
Coninions or Its member.^ If some of 
their legislation had not atlalnetl its 
full fruition— it lay at the oilier end of 
the passage (laughter) — in that gilded 
chamber septirated from it by only i;00 
yards of corridor, but separated from 
it liy lio\\- \-ast a gulf 4ii principle and 
polie.\-'.' .Measiii'cs affecting even the 
largest questions might ea.sily be 
wrecked and ruined, not with a healtli.\- 
regard to tlio merits oti tho legislation, 
but in the interests of a' particular 
cla^js and a particular party. They 
could not very well have a second 
chamber moro unsulted to a. great mo- 
dern commercial Industrial community 
like tluit of Lancashlro than tho pre- 
sent Houao of Ijords, (Hear, hear.) It 
■was tho laughing stock ol! Europe. 
Tlicro was no such unreformed second 
chamber, claiming alMolutoly equal au- 
thority with the representative cimm- 
bor. In any of tho democratic constitu- 
tions of Eumiic; and, though ho did 
not deny for a monient liiiit the House 
of Lords e,intiiliieil men of the highest 
cInir.-K-ter and abilil.v, men who had 
rendered splendid service to the sialo 
and vxiilblted the grealesl private and 
public virtues, yet as a body and nn 
institution it was wholly niiiiuited to 
the needs and rcqulromonts of tho 
community which was coming Into its 



own estate all over tho country. But IE 
there was one set of circumstances with 
which tho House of Lords was moro 
unfitted to deal than any other, it .was 
that yet connected with the transfer 
and tenure of land. Those good old 
gentlemen, kilow. a good deal -about, the 
HubJectT;. (Laugliter.) Thoy ought to 
know a great deal about the land of 
this country, as tlicy had managed to 
got hold and keep hold of a good deal 
of it, Init thoy could not, even if they 
wlslied, deal with Hie large problems of 
the land in a natifmal and impartial 
spirit. They were loo personally In- 
torostod in it llieinselves. The Scottish' 
Land Bill had been destroyed in the 
House of Lords. Tluit was a measurn 
wlilcii claimed Llio support of llie vast 
majority of Scollisli representatives; 
they were entliusiaslic In it.s sujiport. 
Hardly any rcpreseiilative.s from .Scot- 
land were found to oppose it in its 
passage tlirough tho House of C.im- 
mnns, yet when it got lo tlic Houso of 
Lords tiiis measure w;r.i rejected and 
destroyed incontinently li.v a cliamber 
wlilcli had .alisolutoly no rcpi-esentallve 
authoril>-. He did not kr.o\\- whether 
the Seotlish people fought tho iiattle ot 
Bannockburii in order to have tiieir 
national ■will, as expressed by their 
'elected representatives, flouted and 
perverted by a few nobles and land- 
lords in tho British House of Lords. 
(Laughter and cheers.) . If thoy were 
compelled to withdraw or sacrifice a 
bill In this particular session it would 
be reintroduced and passed through tho 
Houso of Commons with the greatest 
possible rapidity in tho next session, 
and tho fight Avould go steadily on un- 
til, at the proper moment, tho people of 
tho country would tao asked to pro- 
nounce definitely and decisively In 
favor of democratic government as 
against class government. (Cheers.) 
The Irish Land Bill was in the throes 
of tho House of Lord-3, and ho must 
■say ho thought that clianilicr would 
take upon itself n, most grave responsl- 
blllt.v if it insisted on deslro\-ing tbo 
measure for giving relief to tlie evicted 
tenants. It was quite possllilo that, 
in the coming winter, Ihero would be 
in Ireland trouble leading even to vio- 
lence, and If the cautious and pallia- 
tive measure tlio govcrnmenc had 
brought forward for relieving tlio groat 
tension wbicii existed in some parls of 
Ireland was rejected and destroyed, ho 
really did not see how the -executivo 
government could be held responsible 
for tho consequences which might en- 
sue. 

The Government and the Opposition 

After no fewer tlian 1!) niontiis of 
power the government wa^.s as strong 
numerically in its supporters as it was 
on tile day when tlio last election of 
1906 was completed. (Cheers.) ;\roro 
than 40 by-elections had since taken 
place, and yet. on tlie wiiole of them 
tlie Conservative party had not suc- 
ceeded in increasing tiieir numerical 
strength by a '.single man. (Hear, 
hear.) It. was quite true in some cases 
the g.ivernniont had lost a snac througli 
a split vole to one party, in others to 
another, and ho suhmitted that lie 
might very safely and properly return 
to tlie advocacy, in which he indulged 
at ti\e beginning of this year, of tho 
•system of the -second ballot or .an al- 
tornatlvo .ballot. (Hear, hear.) It was 
Indispensable to the smooth working of 
the government that a majority, and a 
majority alone, should have the power 
to return a member of parliament, and 
that some moans ought to be devised — '■ 
and he liad every reason to believe -It 
would bo devised before the govern- 
ment aiipealed t,i the country — to pro- 
vent these triangular ctintest-s, wliich 
produced results not in accordance 
witli tho intentions of tho electors. If 
the 'strength of the governniont and it.«i 
earnest vitality w-ore quite luitl iminisli- 
cd, what wcro they to say aliout tho 
strenglli of the opjiosilion '.' (Laughter.) 
Tliey had nothing to offer tlie country 
but tlie old played-out heresy of pro- 
tection; tbe.v liaii nolhiiig to offer lo 
South ..\frica but a si-vere and repres- 
sive form of government aceompanied 
by limitless linportation of Cliiuese, 
they had iinthing to olTer Ireland; they 
iiad nolliing to offer tliat large section 
of tiieir fellow-count i-ymeii who be- 
lieved Ih.-it 1-higlanri would bo niucb 
lietter and stronger if a larger propor- 
tion of persons could bi; iissociatcil 
v.ltli the ownership of the soil. On all 
these (piestioiis the attiliiile of the of- 
liclal opposition was .me of dull, slerllo 
nogation. .Xo, no, 110, no was .-ill thoy 
could say, and even that they did not 
say very well. (Laugliter.) If tho 
Conservatives came into power, ho 
was certain they woulil bo compelled 
by the force of their own supporters to 
Introduce a tariff, a complicated form 
of tariff, on one pretext or another, 
and ho wa.s equally convinced their 
party would be split and broken in tho 
endeavor to carry it through tlie House 
of Commons. (Hear, hear.) 

Coloniar Questions 

They had had a good d.cal of work 
at tho Colonial office. They had abor- 
islied '.slavery In 55aiizlbar. That, ho 
was sure, ■\vould not pa.s-.s unnoticed or 
unweicomcd. So long as thoy upliold 
the legal status of slavery in Zanzibar 
their moral position in the v\-orld was 
sensibly wc-akeiied and moderated. 
'riie.\- hail to i-imsider the fair fame and 
reputation of Kiigland in the councils 
of the Mliole world, ;ind with wh.at 
force could thoy plead their case for 
lietter administration In the Congo 
Free State, while at the same time 
tlioy were open to the cheap retort 
that they were pi-e|iarcd lo tolerate sla- 
very In a part nf King'.s donilnion.sV Ho 
was sure the in-eiile of this country 
ivouid not grudge tho £-10,000 wliicli 
tile Ireasur.v had granted lo en;ibio 
lliciii to set free on flctober 1, 10,000 
Iiersons who were of tlie status of 
slaves In Zanzll.iar. (i 'lieer.-i.) In re- 
giiril In the South Al'rican po|ic.\-, ho 
believed the course they had inirsued 
had gained a groat measure of a.greo- 
nieiit not only in the Liberal pttrty but 
in all parlies In this country, and ho 
thought It would bo admitted in a very 
few years that Libertil principles ap- 
plied to South Africa found the 'way 
out of a dil'ficulty which from every 
point of view apirearcd absolutely 
solid and Interminable. Ho :trusted 
that during his coming 'holiday lio 
would bo able to combine Instruction ■ 
and business with rest and pleasure. 
He hoped in traveling through thoso 
distant and little known countries of 
the Ka-.st Africa Protectorate, of Ugan- 
da, and the Nile Valley, lio would bo 
aide to cast ills eyes right iinii loft and 
see anything which be thought was 
lli\ely to develop tiio interests of Bri- 
llsli trade in thoao regions, and thoy - 
nilglit bo quite sure If he saw a gooil 
place for cotton growing he would not 
let It slip altogetlien out of his me- 
mory. (Laughter and loud cheer/j.) 
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'r.vpliold fovor Idlls about 40,000 Ain- 
crlran.s anmuilly.

In <.;ormany, ^vhoro such thliiKH aro 
nianaKoa with unHenthnontal thor- 
ouHluHiK.-!, tlio Ol.-iO.a.HC Ls ulmo.st ox- 
tlnt'l. In licrlhi, wlioro It oncG raged 
vlolcnll.v, tile iloath rato l)er annum 
has been rodiicoLl to little more than 
3 per 100,000 of population, and these 
aro cases Introduced from the coun- 
try. In Munich, once a veritable pest- 
hole typhoid fever has dlsar*pearcd al- 
most entirely. In the whole of Ger- 
many, rural as well as urban, the 
mortality has sunk 16 7 per 100,000. 
But in tiio United States, between 
1300 and 190"!, the rate In 38 registra- 
tion cities was 34.8, and in the terri- 
tory outside the regl.stratlon area it 
\vas probably nearly 50. 
,. . Typhoid fever Is caused by iiad 
drainage and impure drliikingr water.

blood vcK.sol.'i of a man who. had suc- 
einiiljed to the disease. Soon afterward 
Koeii, the great German blologi.jt, 
found It in the other organs of typhoid 
victims. In 18S4 it was cultivated ar- 
tificially tor the first time. 

Since then pathologists have learned 
a sreat deal about it. 

It is very small, but it has a dozen 
long flagellao or feelers; and It is cap- 
able of darting about in blood or wa- 
ter like a witter beetle. Whefi ilie 
bacillus tyjihosus enters the huinan 
body — and it Invariably gets in by the 
dipcstivo tract — it makes Its way to 
tlt'e intestines and there takes up Us 
home in the Intestinal walls. Tvvo or 
three weeks later the. Jnyaded person 
loses appottto . ,ahd;:V;bpgir?3, ,to. .fliavc 
hoadachea and .'.pEtinsSlh'^thb'; badk. A 
few days later' tlfo^l'patleni Is in bed 
and helpless; and the' chances' of hover 
leaving It again are about 15 in a 
hundred. , 

Typhoid fever is a scir-llmit,Ing dis- 
ease. Tills means that it runs a. de- 
finite course and that medicine can 
do little to shorten pr modify tlie 
course. 

During the first week the iiatient'.s 
temperature rises gradu.iliy nnlil it 
stands at 103, lO-l or 10," decrees. Tiien, 
for another week, it remains high. Dur- 
ing the .third week, it all goes wi ll, 
it begins to decline; and diirliig the 
fourth week the patient refjanis 
sliviiKth and nppelilo and is on tue 
liiend. 

'I'liis 1.-^ tlic course of the in;ilady 
mider favor.'il.de coiulit ions. I'lidi r 
iiufa\'oral)li' cmiilil ions. the l>plMi,l 
Kcnn, Ijiirrowiiii; into the w.alls of (lie 
intestinal trad, iu'calcs tliron;,'!! into 
tlie al-idoiniii;il cavity. (General peri- 
tonitis follows; or the high fever, long 
continued, saps tiie strength and 
causes . collapse. In either event tlio 
patient dies. 

Ve.ars n:jo lln're were a linndred so- 
called cuivs for l\'p!ioid. ^Modern 
niedioino has rejected all of them, one 
by one, as worse than useless. Today 



the malady is conibatteil more by 
iiursiii.ir ilKUi liy driiB.'!. 'I'lie jialient's 
slrcnKlli is i;ept lip l)y jiiillcloiis feed- 
ing, tile I'ever Is rediicoil liy ico-ljatlisi, 
and a de.'^iierale figiil i.-i ni;ule from 
tiu! liegiiinliig to jirevent tlie fatal 
Intestinal iierfor.ation. 

All of this irea.lnienl is best oiUain- 
able in a goo^l hospital; tlierctore, It 
i.s becoming more and more eoininon 
lo Ki-nd lyplicdd iiatients to lio.sjiital.s.

.-uffr rers from sni.aDpiix or yellow fc-

;i.o, In llie .sr.'cretlons of llie Ijod\-. 
TlK.'refore a gn-.at effort must be made 
to provoiit til'- Latter from coming in- 
to eont.aet with iiealth\- persons. 

The vessels from wliieh tlie tyjilioiii 
palleul eats ami drinlcs must l.'e ster- 
ili/;eii aflerwaril. 'ITie t.ied-clothes must 
lie ^vaslle^l in antiseptics. 'I'he dis- 
ehai'Kes mii.d I'e burned. The V(-r\' 
water used to liathc him must hi' tre.at- 
cd Willi strong germicides before it is 
poured away. 



The bacillus typhosiis I.s extraordin- 
arily tenacious of life. It will live for 
tliree montlis in water and for four 
months in milk. lOxtremc cold seoms 
to liavc no effect upon it, for It has 
lieeii found allvo after 100 days of 
freezing. On fruits and :VcgetalJles 
Cusiialiy carried to tlicni.b'yiwash'lligtln 
coiiiomlnalcd water) it wiil''.Vllv'o';'for 
HO days, aiiU it; oyst,er.s oven ' longer. 
Tt lias been found after 80 .dniys on 
clothing and ragsi and after three 
months on the soiled linen of patients. 
Files are known to carry it. There are 
Investigators who say that It Is some- 
times transmitted in dust. 

in view Of "ail. 'this,, the .prime im- 
jiortanco of Ititelllgent precautionary 
measureSi''isFhpi>aront. Ail sick-room 
debrl8>.''TriU.st7.be destroyed. All who 
Iinvo ""pccaslbn,- to touch the patient 
nitist cleanso their hands, thoroughly 
with antlsoptlca. Carbolic acid and 
corrosive subllaiato 5 arc the agents 
employed most comin,onIy in this war 
upon the germ.'i. However great all 
other prccautlon.'i are, all who have no 
husiness in the si'-'l: room intist stay 
out. 

If tlie water supply of every large 
city wore guard-id jiroperiy tyiihrdd 
fever would bo confined to imiiorled 
cases. As It is; it happens frequently 
that the disease appears In the coun- 
tryside surroiindine' the watershed, 
tile debris of sickrooms finds Its way 
into the storage lukcfs. There the 
germs flourish and multiply. Soon 
they are running in every one of the 
city's maln.s. The result, of course, 
is an outbreak of tyhpoid and the 
iisiuil roll of dcatllR. 

'I'he way to a\old such an aceiilcnl is 
lo see to it that tin- streams which 
flo\',' into tlie water siuipl.\- are not emi- 
t.'iminaleii. \Vlien tills .seems ;l tasl-: 
of hojieless ni.a gnitiuli', it is host to 
filter the entire water supply. i'"il- 
Iration, how<;\''r, is a sorry stihslaiice. 
Hiidouhteilly Jt rids the water of a 
good many germs; but to siiy tliat It 
Icllls all of them is grossly incorrect. 



The damage in typliold fovor Is not 
done liy the bticilius itself. It is done 
by a to.xin or :iolsoii found In its tis- 
sues. The body fights the disease, 
first by turning the germ-eating blood 
scrum upon the germs, and secondly, 
by manufacturing an antl-toxln to 
counteract the toxin. "Whenever a 
toxin of any infectious malady appears 
In the human body, tfie latter begins 
automatically to make anti-toxin to 
neutralize it. It the blood manages 
to manufacture enough to do the work 
the patient recovers; If the toxin gains 
upon it, the patient dies. 

This fact is the principle at the bot- 
toni of a typhoid vaccine made by Sir 
Almroth AVrlght, the groat English 
pathologist. Dr. AVrlght cultivates 
tyiihoid bacilli in hotiillon until they 
attain a healthy growth. Then ho 
Hiibi^cts them to a high tcmporature 
for a (lay or more. This heat kills the 
gorniH thciiiKelveK; but it docs not 
change the toxin within them. 
, The dead germs, each with its bur- 
den, of toxin, are ejected Into the pa- 
tient who Is to be iiniiiuni/.od. I'"lr.st 
a Ijlillon germs are iiijocted. A v,-eelv 
or two latir a second Injoctioii is 
made — tills time of two billion gerais. 
The result is that the blood of the 
|i,'Uieiit, iiivaileil by all this toxin, be- 
gin to maimfae'ure aiitl-loxiii In en- 
ormous iiiiantitles. Pn^tly soon enough 
has iieeu m.ade to neutralize .ail of the 
to.xin, Imt insle.id of stopping tlio 
blond l<eeps on. 'I'lie extra sni)]ily of 
anti-toxin thus forineil remains in llie 
blood for a f.omi while ; and if the 
pali(Mit is exposed .afterwards to ty- 
lilioid infection, and live germs Wiuider 
into his system, tliu toxin In them Is 
overcome at once and they die. Tims 
the patient is protected against ty- 
phoid f';ver. 

f itiier investigators — Chanlcmesso, 
Arcl''aydaii and Ilowlaud — inject ty- 
jilioid baeellli into liorses and lot the 
blood of tlie latter manufactt.ro tlin 
aiiil-toxlu. Tlien tliis blood is drawn 
and Injeeted Into huinan patients, 
where It pounces upon t>'phoid toxin 



just as vigorously as if it were at 
homo;.' 

These two methods oC fighting ty- 
phoid have Vyoii little favor In . the 
United, States — mainly, pei-hap.s, ■ 'ti6-i 
cause of the great-fear of scrums ahd 
anti-toxins which prevail.s in this coun- 
try. But . In Soutll Afric'i. and .rapan 
they liave been employed with great 
success. During the Boer war ' Dr. 
Wright inoculated thousands of Bri- 
tish soldiers witli his typhoid vaccine. 
It did not stamp out the disease en- 
tirely, but the reports o£ the army 
surgeons show that those who were 
inoculated were considerably los.s t>us- 
coptible than those who were not; and 
that even If they contracted tho dis- 
ease after all, their chaucos of recov- 
ery 'were increased materially. 

During tho war, with Russia iho 
Japanese made extensive exiierlmcnts 
with tyi)hold vaccines. As a result 
there was little, it any typhoid hi the! 
■lapane.'se army. Inasmuch .as ' Ihla 
malady In luist wars commonly killed' 
more men than the bullets of the' 
enemy, the value of the o.xperimcnt is 
ob\-ious. Within 'a few years, no 
doubt, such vaccines will l.ie employed 
extensively In tlie T.Tniled .Stales. 

Tiie study of tbo reactions v.'hicl) I 
bake iilace bet\veen blood ana geriii | 
has brouglit fortli an ing.-'uioiis ami j 
efb'ctlve metlmil of deteriiiininc,- lln' 
presence of absi'iice cf typhoid fever' 
in patients whose outward s.vniptonis 
are puzzling. '.I'liis nietiiod is based on; 
the fact that when typhoid germs in- 
vade the human bdooil, tin.' batter be- 
gins to nrodnce, not only antitoxins to 
nentr.aiizo tlie loxJiis in the genus and 
leiieoeytos to gobble them, lint also a 
number of mysterious sul)staiiees call- 
ed ag.gluliuliis, v.'lKise funetinn It Is to 
make the germs grow sticky ;ind 
gather in lumps and so lose their ca- 
pacity' for ninltliilying. 

'.riiese aggnitinins appear in a ii.'i- 
tlent's Mood \'ery soon after the ty- 
jdiod germs first invade ids body. 
Therefore, when they are found, it Is 
pretty safe to conclude that ho is In- 



fected and that. In a short while, tho 
more con.spletious manlfeatatlons of the 
malady will appear.. 
,.:.The .agglutinin test— called tho Wi- 
dal Reaction, after . its dlseovercr — is 
made by drawing a small iiuaiitlty of 
blood from' the patient, diluting-.-.. It, ' 
mixing it with a culture of virulent. 
tyjihoUl germs, and observing tho mix- 
ture under, a inicrosoopo,,.r If- tho rpa- 
tlont has typhoid, the, t).gslutlnlns, In 
his blood wUr cause the typhoid germs 
to gather in clumps. If the patient la 
not Infected, there Willi bo no typhoid 
agglutinins In his bipod and. in, con- 
sequence tho germs will cpritlniio to 
swim about freely. 

This test, unluckily, is not Invar- 
iably accurate, for rea.sons too recon- 
dite to bo discussed here; but it fails 
so seldom that It is pretty generally 
employed. It Is commonly knowii to 
laymen as the "blood test" for typhoid. 

It u.scd to be accepted, as an lixlom 
that tyhiioid was .a malady of largo 
conimuiiitii'S and that U was far more 
prevalent in cities tlian in tlio coun- 
tr.\'. But recent investigations iiavo 
proved llie falsity of this. , In most 
lar.ge cities of today some effort— no 
matter how small— is being mado to 
jiroloiit the wtiter suiijily, but la ilie 
country the romantic f.irin ^veli, -with 
its s|iarlvlln(,', limpid water. Is fre- 
rpienlly full of r;.'rnis. This is liecause 
sini'ace drainage is universal outside 
of the cities. In conseiineiice, the de- 
bris of one siel;-rOoni fre(|ueiitiy in- 
fects a whole neluiiborliood. 

Typliold still kills 10.000 ..\merlc/in.s 
a ye.ar, but It is unlikely that It will 
continue its deadb' wfirk mueli Iniigor. 
It Is, indeed, one of tli" maladies cer- 
tain to fall e\-entually before modern 
medicine. 1 lydmiihobia, iliplitlieria and 
sm;ilIiiox have been eonrpicred, and 
tuberculosis is yielding. Xext on the. 
list is t\-i)|inid. Vaccines will prevent 
it and seruni.s, at no distant day, will 
lirobably taK-o tlie place of the liard- 
v.'orked ice-bath. In fifty year.i. It Is 
likely the civilized white man who 
dies of typhoid will be a rarity. 




I'ifty years ago! How short a ttmo 
in the life of a nation, a mere moment 
in tile history of llie world, but in 
tliese latter da\-s so sv.'iflly aro events 
•. treading upon one anothers' heels that 
indeed "lifty years of Kuropo" is "bet- 
ter than a cycle of Cathay." But here, 
being simply concerned with such 
change;? wo must not linger over the 
stupendous alterations that the world 
lia.s witnessed generally, passing over 
Ihem all except in so far a.^ they bear 
upon our subject. In 1857, tlie yetir 
that I was born, was witnessed the 
greatest dev(do))inent In ocean trafllc 
tile world has irver si.'en, the final .as- 
sertion of itself b.v the screw projioHer; 
and the aclviiowledgtiient l>.v the .sliip- 
owning w.irld thai tlie da\- of wood 
as a. nuilorial for siiipbuiiding liad 
passiHi away and that iron (nltiinately 
■.steel) had taken its place. 

Now, before I gii any farther I wisli 
to obviate any carping erUicisni by 
saying that I know full well that steam 
was applied to ship propulsion over a 
hundred years ago, and that the ap-: 
plication of the screw propeller as welj 
as the application of Iron to the build- 
ing of ships were both long anterior to 
3 857. However, I can assert, , without 
fear of contradiction that*" Ity was not 
until the date of the Crimean war, or 
Just about fifty years ago, that both 
these epoch-making discoveries came 
Into their own inheritance, so to speak, 
and 'some dim recognition of the gi- 
gantic part they wore so soon to play 
was generalip made. 

Fifty years ago steam Inul not even 
begun to assert its supr.'in,". cy at sea. 
and the great white-v,ing''d lleeis of 
sailing sliijis which tlir.inge.l i'\-ery 
ocian liehl gaily, even coiitemptuous- 
1,\', on their way, as not dreamin.g that 
the ungainly monsters which occ.-is 
ioiiall.\' crossed their jiatlis belcliln 
clomls of filtliy smoke eoubl possibly 
hold aii,\- m''iia.-e i.ir Llu-m. Tliose wen- 
in truth the iiaimy d.a.ws of suilin,.;-. 
>N'e\-ei' since sails were lirst in\-eiited 
has oo splendid a display of >'acht-liK-(! 
craft, crowded, the ports of Great Brit- 
ain ^-andTAmerlca, and sped to ;ind iro 
between'thelr places of origin and tl-.e 
remotest parts;of,;the- eartli. The old 
clumsy type of'ishipi'.riever so un.galnly 
or so clumsy as" a century .-igo, was 
being everywhere ousted by lovely 
models, whose fairy-like curves did not 
hinder them from carrying huge cargo 
and who.se speed at the high freights 
then being paid, made them veritable 
gold mines for tlioir fortunate owners 
and gallant skippers. 

In tliis gri'at and re.ill.v stidden de- 
veloimient of swift sailing ships .Vni- 
crica had undoubtedly led the way, 
but British sliipbuiiders were not .-aow 
to learn and Improve upon their teach- 
ing.

The 
men wlio manned these shi|is, to,), 
V/ero of the ver.\- highest type, sl-iilb'd 
tradesmen of a \-ery special kind. And, 
moreover, tlniy wore carried in sueli 
numbers that the work could always 
be done Immedlatelj' upon order given 
and consequently sail could be and 
was carried to the very lasc minute of 
uafety or even beyond It, and It wtis 
Bot again as .soon as over tho slightest 
sign of amelioration in the weather 
appeared. 

In llie iiersiinal mactera of food, ao- 
conimodation, and^iay, tho crew.-; were 
very vilely off, improvement in these 
directions lagging long behind the 
splendid dcvclojinient of the ships. The 
seam.an's fo.id almost in v.i rla blv con- 
sisted of salt bei.'f, .s.-ih ii'.u-k, 'jiease, 
rice (lour and Idscuit: iismilly of the 
vilest (iiialll.y for nri supervi.slon was 
exercised. AA'a.ter was often carried in 
casl<s or wooden tanks where it ipiiek- 
l.\- bred worm.'i .ami stai'iil;.

firank. All this time owner.; wiM'e 
inakln.g vast fortunes, hut never giv- 
ing any hood to the lives of their men, 
because they did not or would not 



know hovir terrible 'vi^ero the condltlona 
under which those men lived. 

Yes. they were palmy days for tho 
shipowner and shipmaster among 
what I might term the arlstocracj' of 
tile sea, tho lower: ygraaes'vO^.'i'ahlp:; 
down to tho grimy . collier : coasters 
were, of course, proportionately worse; 
but even thoy managed to make very 
fair individual pickings. But a vast 
factor in seafaring had ' after long 
stru.ggllng.s now begun to take gigan- 
lic strides forward. Steam had at.last 
come into its own. Tlio first great 
Atlantic steamship lino, the ; Cunard, 
started a few years before, "was about 
to substituio iron for wood as a ship- 
building niateriiU, and tlie.'serew liro- 
peller — neat, safe, and hidden from 
view, .and tiie attacks of llie waves— 
for the vast un.ijalnly and \'ery vul- 
nerable iKiddle-wiieels. Of course, this 
immenses alteration tonic time to elfc'Ct, 
for we lind tlie last great ncean-goin.g 
paddle steamer, tlie ".Scotia," of tlie 
Cuniird line, being built in ISGJ, .and 
doing good service for many years be- 
fore she was converted into HOinetliing 
more modern and useful — a ocrew- 
propelled, .cablo-liiying ship. The In- 
manL>ilnd'":Jveas started about this' time 
wltK-*/Wi/,screw-propoIled vessels con- 
•atru.ctea'-i'of . Iron,, and _a .brave - show 
thex'ij»naae-v,w|th,i' thelr-^'lirimeriso top - 
hamper,' for steam 'was Inot; as -yet; far 
past the auxiliary stage. /A little later 
on came tho wonderful Whitev Star 
lino, which one may aay sprang full- 
Hedged from tlio gigantic brain of the 
late Mr. Thomas lienry Isniay, who, 
I tliinl<, sliouid be unanimously named 
the ablest shipowner and mantlger 
who ever lived. 

Tho exiguous space at my disposal 
does not iierinit iiio to do more than

t j great and historic sleanisliip lines, 
" j tliougli d;uing back nuieli fartiier than 
' j half a century, .a.s a matter of fact 
i felt a .great impetus .•Lhi.nit this tiino. 
lallhough It was truly a dark iierio.d 
I for 111!.' country geiu-rall.v', owing to 
j the I'riniean War .and the huiemis Ira- 
I gedy .ji; the Indian :\Iiitiny. But. 
I strangely eieiugli, the ih'\a'loiJmi'nt oL' 
I steanisliips aiel sailin.g siiips eniise- 
I'luent uji'in the iiuroihicl ion of ireii as 
a building material, wi'iit on sidi.' b.v 
slile inosl .amicably. U v.aas fell that 
for linig distances the sailin.g ship, 
large, fast and cheaji, would aUva.,\'s 
hold her own; .•ind so sailing ship 
owners liuilL on bravely larger .and 
larger shi]is, wliile. al the same time 
reducing tlie numbers of the crew:! .as

Pollard's' now 
liCiok, "l'"actors in .Modern History": 

"Professor Pidlard occupies ,a high 
place among the younger students and 
writers of liisior>-. He has written 
more than one brilliant book, and his 
reiiutation is based uiion a wide and 
iiitiniale knowledge of more than mie 
period of lilslory. Those lectures, de- 
liN-erc'd before the University of Lon- 
don, on a varied series of topics, will 
justly comnuuui the attention of the 
student .-ind the gonoral reader alike. 
Tile pubiication of essays of this kind 
eoiistltntes, perhaps, the severest tost 
to v.-hii'.b, the historian can supmit 
himself;, and we cannot say that. Idr. 
Pollard conies scathlcHs out o£ llio or- 
deal. .Some ot his chaiiters are worthy 
of llieir author at .his best; but others 
aro not likely lo add to his reputa- 
tion and, though they may have been 
usefiil for their original imriiose, ought 
not to have been given to the world 
in this form. .Mr. I^ilUird begins by 
adoiiling tile position of a, leader o£ 
an historical revolution.

His reason for 
tho discovery ot America amounts to 
no more tlian the fact that the Turks 
had blocked tho old trade routes. J-Iis 
etirly cdiapters deal wltli sueii coni- 
monjilace ideas as the 'absence of na- 
tionality from medieval institutions,' 
and Die growth of nationalism; the 
c-haracte." of feudtiiism as a rural or- 
g.ini:^;i.t;on tiiul lite lack of any iirofi- 
er jikice for the towns; and one of his 
later chapters repeats the coiiveu- 
tional remarks about the dilference be- 
tween the I'higiisli and tlii! Scotch Be- 
tormation, and the place of the Church 
in the national lite. (Jecasioually, 
.Air. Pollard varies tho formula, not 
always hapjilly. It t.i true that, at 
Ihnos, the Privy Council of ^Scotland 
was more important than the I'arlia- 
laeiit, e\-en in matters of legisiation: 
it is (piite wrong to make a general 
statement that "'legislation was eiuict- 
ed by tlio Privy t'ouneil and not lj.\- 
the "I'lstates." We are fanilliar wltii 
the remark that the General .Assenibl.',- 
was the real P.-irlian-ieiit of Scotland; 
-Air. Pollard's rendering is thai "the 
real I'arliaiiient ot ycotland is the 
coiigregatio'ii and its real platform is 
tlie ]iul|)il." He iilustr.-ites this re- 
mark liy some very familiar facts 
about the chiiins of Knox ,-uul .Mi i- 
ville to preach sedition but tiie con- 
gregation properly represents the rlgiit 
ot public meeting, and tli(> eoitiiiarl- 
son to a parliamonl Is merely mis- 
leading. Ill this whole chapter Mr. 
Pollard is on soniewlial insecure 
ground— tor oxamiile, when lie de- 
soribes John Knox as a Presbyterian 
minister. There aro otlier indications 
of carelessness; the assertion that 
"11 was not until the end of the twelfth 
cenlnry that the citizens of London 
purchased from Rlch.ird I. a munici- 
pal constitution closely • allied to that 
of Itouen" Is a very inacouriito account 
of an oath taken by John in Richard's 
absehco and entirely repudiated by tho 
king on his return. tondon never 
possessed (unless possibly from IP.il 
lo 1194) "a mnuiclpal- constitution 
closely allied to that of -Rouen," and 
Mr. Pollard's addendum ' that "otln r 
lilngllsh cities Avero fifty years behind 
the capital" .can only Increase I he 
confusion in his reader's mind.' It is 
an unpleasant task to .draw attention 
10 tho weak points in the book; but 
Mr. Pollard has cHallengod such a cri- 
ticism, and though these cha))tei s lia ve 
many merit.'?, thoy do not justify tlie 
tone ot sr'lf-congratnhition which he 
li.-is ailopteil. 

In three of his chaiiters .Mr, I'ollard 
is on tho ground that lie has made 
peculiarly his own. In dealing witli 
"Henry A'lll. and the I'Jnglisii Itefor- 
matlon," J'arllameiit iiiidei' the 'I'n- 
dors, tiiid the social r"volutlon of tho 
Tudor reigns, his toucii is surer am; 
firmer, and his insight more iicaetral- 
Ing; and tho.'io three chapters redeem 
the book from being a mere popnlai 
-|->resciitation of generally ad'ej-ited 
views. It la, of course. Inevitable that 
he should repeat, to sumo extent 
What he has said elsewhere; it is 
worth repeating, and a writer cannot 




be expected to 'change his mind with' 
each new book. Mr. Pollardt has 
changed his mind about Henry VIII.; 
there is a great difEorenece between 
his estimate of that monarch in his 
"England under Protector Somerset," 
and in the present work, or- In' his 
biography; of Henry. We are not sura 
that second thoughts aro always best, 
or that Mr.. Pollard has escaped the 
lues biographioa.- Henryls repudiation 
of the Royal dibts Is 'defended on the 
ground. , that' It w-as -probably pojiu- 
lar, because It meant that ,a burden, 
■vyhlch would otherwise have fallen on 
the Bhoulde;ra ot the ma.?s, was loft on 
those 'of a few rich creditors, who had 
themselves profited largely by Henry's 
spoliation of the Church." This Is 
Ingenious; but we are more in sympa- 
thy with Mr. Pollard when ho de- 
scribes tho soinowhat similar step of 
Charles II, tis swindling, the national 
creditors, and when, in his "Somer- 
set" ho laid stress not onl.'i- upon 
Henry's ropudlation ot his debts, but 
also upon "tho climax ot linaiiclal In- 
famy," his debasement ot tho coi'n- 
age, an evil whioli, as he pointed out, 
"fell most severely on the laboring 
classes." It is, of course, legitimate 
t') einiihaslze for, a particular jiiirposa 
certain tispocts of history, and - thi.s 
is what Mr. Pollard does, with groat 
learning- and ability, in tlieso cliap- 
ters. His discussion of the sovvility 
of Parliament under Henry VIII. is 
full of suggestive ideas; as are also 
his iiages on onclosuros — 'though we 
nr..' not prepared to accept the ro- 
i'iar!;abie Inference that "if wo believe 
with Freeman, J. P. r.reen, liishop 
Stubbs, and others, that the original 
-Anglo-Saxon village community was 
an association of freemen owning Its 
land In full proprielor.-^hip, then all 
llic'se enclosures were wanton usurpa- 
tions on the part of the lords at the 
expense of the commoners"; nor can 
we see how the "legality" ot enclos- 
ures deiiends upon llio theory ot the 
Anglo-Saxon village community. 
Surely "Illegal" is not precisely the 
word that Mr. Pollard Avanted. 



Memories of Gretna Green 

The sale by auction in London the 
other d;iy of a rare little 'volume by 
Robert Elliott, entitled 'Grenta Grcpu 
Marriages," and the almost simultane- 
ous death of Joshua Lang, the solo 
survivor of a long lino of self-appglntcd 
dignitaries known as "Gretna ''prlestS," 
naturally revive the subject 'of 'the 
Scottish marriage whicli used to play 
sueli an Imiiorlant jiart in the no\-ols 
and driiiiias of (ifty years ago. and 
still holds its o-ivn in lilslorieiil ro- 
nitince.s dealing witli t)io same period. 

I'rlor lo l.STiT, when a pariiaineiit*iry 
act abolished (he (nifde in clandestlno 
marriages on the .Scottish border, and 
oxleiidlng back foi- inoro tlum 100 
years, Gretna Creen and its black- 
smith's shop were the .Mecca for run- 
away coujili's. Of course, other border 
yllliigoa, notably Daiiilierton Par and 
Coldstream, were the scene of mar- 
riages before Scottish law, whicli ruled 
that- an acknowledgment before wit- 
nesses made a legal marriage, but- thoy 
never succeeded in. rivalling Gretna 
Green. Tho act of, 1857, which;<llow- 
ever, did not ajtpiy to Scotland, made it 
iiicumbent on one of the parties to re- 
side in Scotland for twenty-one day.'i 
prior (o (he "declaration before Wit- 
nesses." • 

Possibly one reason which mado 
(lr(>tna Gri'en (he favorite was the fact 
dial the so-called priests there made 
U wortii the while of the postliovs to 
firing their cliarges to the blaclrsmlth's 
shi.i|i. Tile "priest" never iireteu'led 
lo hold orders. He heard the ileclara- 
1ii.ni of the parlies, used .-i property 
ring — to be returned to him— if tiro 
brlilegroom hail forgotten the gi'iiiiliio 
article, jiocki-ted his fi'c, and n^gistered 
the names of the parties in his book. 

'I'he most notorious jirlest wiis prob- 
al.dy .loseidi Ptisley, who otiiciated from 
17C0 until Ills death, at the age of Si, 
in ISU. He had begun his career as 
a llshermnn, smuggler, tobacconist and 
still practiced his trade as a smithy 
Incidental to his tying the connubial 
knot.

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SOCIOLOQY 

Sociology may bo defined as the lino 
of investigation, which deals with so- 
cial conditions. Socialism Is a luoro 
or less donned theory relating to those 
conditions. We all ought to bo SocloU 
oglats, aa tar as opportunity will por- 
. mlt, although very few of um I'c-el tH.^- 
■ posed to accept the Socialistic cult in 
■ any of Its several forms. In connec- 
tion wltli the' Anglican Church In 
England dn . organization has been 
formed known as the Clnistinn Social 
Union. It is designed for the study, 
not of Socialism, but of sociology. II 
Is well to keep the distinction In mind. 
The organization goes a little further. 
It Is designed fur the study of socio- 
logical questions in tliu Ughi. thrown 
upon them by the teachings oC .Tcous 
of Nazarctli. ordinarily understood 
the first object of the church Is tlic 
salvation of the Individual; questions 
affecting the regulation of society oc- 
cupy a secondary place, and this is 
as it ought to -00. for It the churches 
as such attempted to deal with sociolo- 
gical proljleins primarily there would 
bo schisms Innumoniblc. At the 
same time it is of the utmost import- 
ance' that.-.suciolo^'ical questions should I 
be fully Investigated, and It is not well | 
that the popular consideration of tln ni i 
should be left to those, wlio disregard 
any obligation to make their theories 
. .square with tlio teachings of the 
Founder of Christianity. It seems to 
U3 that an unfortunate tendency of 
modern popular investigations along 
such lines Is to hunt for a name in 
the llrst instance. This is one reason 
why the doctrine of Christian Soclal- 
- i3m, aa advccatc-cl as long ago as 1850 
by such men as Charles kingsley and 
Thomas Huclies, did not make much 
headway. People looked upon it as 
.simply a diluted form of tlie teach- 
ings of Karl Marjc, who may be re- 
garded aa the founder of- the modern 
school of Socialism, and whoso idea.^ 
were 'in some respects too far advanc- 
ed for application to the affairs of the 
present day. Hence, while there is 
not only nothing In what was called 
Christian Socialism to which any one 
could pos.sibly take objection, it elicit- 
ed very little response from the gen- 
eral body of the public. It must also 
bo noted that the Christiari Socialists, 
as they wore called, began at the con- 
clusion. Tlie or}„T-.uii::alion above nam- 
ed proposes to begin at the beginning. 
It does not propose to set out with a 
general panacea for all social evils, but 
to' take up each sociological question 
as it from time to time presents itself, 
and see what assistance the teaching.i 
of Jesus -will give towards its solution. 
It seems ay though such an investiga- 
tion, carried on by men engaged in 
the ordinary avocation.^ of life, must 
bo productive of a great deal of good, 
and it certainly will give very many 
people a new point of view from 
which the many and diverse problems, 
' that modern civilization has created,] 
can be regarded. | 
We have spoken oi the study of i 
these problems by men engaged In the I 
ordinary avocations of life, and 'it 
must not, be forgotten tliat it was fori 
just such people that llie teachings of j 
Jesus were designed. We are . told j 
that "the common people heard Him | 
gladly," and tliore is a jrood deal of I 
authority for the slatcmeiit tliat tlie' 
aristocracy, political and ecclesiastl. 
cal, were very much disinclined to 
hear Him at all. The tendency of 
aristocracy Is to deem Itsf-lf sudicienl. 
The governing- elements of a com- 
munity are unwilling to learn from 
the electorate. Thelr-own' waya satisfy j 
them, and they arc averse to the con- 
sideration of problems, likely to call | 
for radical ciianges. In fact, .as we all 
know, to say in politics that a man Is 
a Radical, that is one who want.^ (.o 
gut to the root oC things and apply 
remedies tliere, is usually regarded as 
a dangerous fellow, and certainly as 
very far from being respectable. In 
the field in which the worlc of the 
Church chiefly lies, there is the same 
dispo.-ition on the part of those in 
autliority. I'licy want to have things 
done \n their way. It Is miforliinale- 
ly only too true that the churclic; arc 
getting hopeles.?ly out of touch with a 
very large element of the community. 
There were days "when "it spoke witli 
authority. What the luKri-d liisliop 
■said e.\: catliedra was tlie ullimalc ;ni- 
Ihorlty. Kings accerited It as the la.U 
word, and as for the humble peasant, 
who was ho that he should object to 
what his superiors considered a;; final'.' 
i ,. ; Those times liave passcil forcvrr. 

.There are tliose wlio stili claim tliat 
f^rf"','*vhat soc'ioty needs for salvation Is a 
return to the days when the clergy 
spolce with absolute ;uttliorlty, Iml 
Buch a return Is hopcle.-s. It would 
not bo desirable, If it were possible, 
but aa it is impoasibic there la no use 
in debating its advantages. Wo are 
living In an "age i.if roa.-;iiii" v,-li(-ii nit-n 
are trying to •■i)ni\-(' all lhiiii;s," .-Liid 
lo "hold fa.5t wliat Is true," as far as 
Ihelr limitations will permit. The 
sooner the Church, and we refer now 
to all branciio.s of tlie Pliristiau 
Church, awiilcen.s to tliis fad, the iiet- 
ter for Itself and the better for ao- 
c'lety. Hence wo regard with great 
satisfaction the formation of the or- 
ganization al)o\-o referred to. Other 
denominations iniKlU folloNV the ox^ 
ample jof the Anglicans with groat 
advantage. Ncv^er before was tin' 
world so intent on finding a Saviour 
as it Is today. Men want to luinw 
where to find ITim. I'nfortunaloly 
when they seek Him In the houses 
dcdlcatctl to His worship.- they como 
fiway too often disappointed. He was

a jMan of Sympathy, but there Is little 
in the dally doings of churches to sat- 
isfy the longings of hunumlty for 
.iympathy. Therefore when we hear 
of an organization Which proposes to 
endeavor to learn how He would have 
regarded tlio various perijlexlng ciues- 
tions, which arise constantly in our 
complo.v social system, wo rcgtrd it as 
a long step In the right direction. In 
tlie great work of solving sooial prob- 
lems tlie Church should lead, not with 
the voice of authority, but eliooslng 
for its motto the word.'j of its Foun- 
der: "Come lot UK reason together." 

THE ATMOSPHERE. 

We propose to give a series of short 
articles in regard to some o£ tho dif- 
ferent manifestations of nature, and 
select for the first tho atmosi)here. 

'l"!io almosphore, or the air, Is as 
much a part of the earth as tho rocl;s. 
If wo regard as a whole member of 
the solar system which wo call tho 
earth, wo are not upon Its surface, but 
are Immersed In a^ lluid envelope sur- 
rounding' the solid mass. We are no 
more upon tho surface -than nro the 
fishes whlcli live in the fathomless 
depths of the ocean. The actual ex- 
terior is at some point abovb our 
heads, .-it a distance wliich Is not ac- 
lUfatoiy (luti.'rmliied. 'I'he atmosphere 
envelopo is not of uniform thickness 
all over the globe. Being very free to 
move the centrifugal force developed 
by tlie revolution of the earth on its 
axis forces it towards the lCc|uaior. so 
that the envelope is much deeiior there 
than at the poles. From observations 
of luminous meteors It Is estimated 
that the atmosphere extends as high 
as 200 miles, although above 100 miles 
it must bo exceedingly attenuated. Tho 
weight of the atmosphere can bo as- 
certained although Its bulk cannot. 
Alniosplierlc pressure will sust;iin a 
column of water nearly HI feet high 
With a base of one square incli, or a 
column ..ot^mercuryc with the same base 
and 30 Inches high. The weight of 
these quantities of water and nieroury 
is 11.73 pounds, and therefore It Is 
.estimated that t)io weight of the at- 
mosphere Is equal to about 15 pounds 
to the square Inch at the sea level, 
from this It is easy to got at the 
weight of the air; which is put at 
nearly 12 trlllons of pounds, or 1-1, SO, - 
OOO.OOOth part of the total weight of 
the globe. In this connection It may 
be interesting to mention that the to- 
tal atmosphere upon a full grown j 
man is about 14 tons, 

Tlie greater part of tlie air, nearly 
IS per cent., consists of nitrogen gas, 
about 20 per cent. Is oxygen gas, and 
there Is a very slight amount of car- 
bonic acid pas. These, gases are not 
chemically combined. Oxygen is tlie 
iife-sustalnlng element In animal life 
and tho purpose served by nitrogen 
appears to be simply that of' a dllut- 
ant. If It were not present the tissues 
of tlie body could not resist the effect 
of the oxyKon. What is known as oz- 
one is a niodiiled form of oxygen. To 
the pressure of oxygen is also due the 
combination of substances. In fact 
physical life Is only 'a slow proccsn of 
combustion, the consumed particles of 
the body being steadil'- replenished by 
our food. In addition' to these gases, 
which are uniformly the ingredients of 
the atmosphere, it contains vapor to 
a certain extent under all natural cir- 
cumstances, a-; far as can be observed, 
and minute proportions of a great 
variety of other matter. Among them 
may be mentioned a gas to which its 
discoverer, ,Lord Raylei.orli. fjave the 
name of argon, and four otln:rs which 
have been called respectively bcllum, 
noon, krypton and zenon. ilt.' is . sug- 
gested that these gases, which are ex- 
ceedingly volatile, do not properly 
form a part of the earth's atniosiiliere, 
but arc diffused everywh( n- throu^'li- 
out space. 

A somewhat curious proposition has 
been advanced in. regard to the air, 
namely, that the particles of It, which 
are more than 31 miles above sea 
level, must be regarded ;is so many 
satellites, revolving around the earth, 
subject to the ; ^me.^ law. of gravity 
as keeps the moon' In Its place. In- 
deed the conditions of air as raritied 
as it inti.st be at an altitude of :!() 
miles, .ire such that some sclontllie 
men are di.sposcd to regard it as rc- 
liroseiiting a fourth condition of mat- 
ter, that Is to say, it is neither solid 
liquid nor gaseeuis loil .sumetliing 
which has Ix'en called ultra-gaseous. 

Air ,it tlie .vea level Is .about 800 
times less dense than water, the den- 
sity varying a little with pressure and 
temperature. Slight though this is, 
it is suflieieni to make tli(' air ill mo- 
linn nne ef llie inn.-l powerllll of all 
agencies, itii power varying with tin- 
.speed of tho motion. Tho atmosphere 
has been likened to a great solar en- 
gine, Mocing; -that, Its power Is generat- 
ed, by the heit>o£ the sun's rays. 

ESTHER 

It may possibly be not quite correct 
to Hpoak of Esther as a ehiiract r In 
history, aUhough thei-o nro as good 
reiisons for doing so as for Ineludliig 
the narnes of Helen of 'I'roy, Dldn and 
Seniiramls in the list. It is Iruo that 
there Is no known reforcnoo to hnr In 
nny oilier ancient iniimiHcrlpt than the 
Rc-ok iif rlstlier-, which forni.'i ;i. juirt 
n! llie Mill Testament, bill II seems 
liniircibiibU: that llils lirmk would ever 
have been held in IiIkIi <>-iteeni by the 
.fewlsli race, if It was slniply a ro- 
mance, Invented, as some ssiy, to ac- 
count for tho Feast of Purlm, The 



whole story cannot have been a 
figment of the Imagination, for It It 
were, It would have been discredited 
by contemporary' writers. ■ At the 
same time It Is not by any means 
clear when the Book was written. 
Tho events iiarrateil are alleged to 
have taken place nearly 21O0 years 
fjgo, but tho story of them Is probably 
a century or more later In origin. It 
Is not \-ery cli-ar why ih.e church 
fnther.-i thought It necessary to ini'lude 
the l!ook of l';sllier In the (Jld Testa- 
ment, for it Is In no sense of the word 
a religious writing. The name of God 
Is not onco mentioned In it, and it 
contains no roUgiouH Instruction of 
any kind. 

The story of Ivlstlier tolil briefly Is 
tl'.at she was a young ..lewess, who 
liveil in the court of X.M'xes, or 'Alias- 
ueriis, in the Persian capltai. Hav- 
ing been loft an orphan at an vjarly 
age, .she wns brought up by her 
cousin, Mordecai. .She was exceeding- 
ly heautifnl, and when tlie Icing di- 
vorced his wife Vashtl for disobedi- 
ence, Esther. wasV:ch6senyin stead 
mit of all tho ■falresf matd^^^ tho 
land, who had been gathered together, 
mid after a long period of preparation 
had been brought before the king so 
that, lie uii.ubt make a eli'ilce. At that 
time Hainan, who claimed descent 
from Agag,,klngr;:of .AHialok, was grand 
vizier, and Mordecal' Incurred his dis- 
pleasure by refusing to do him hom- 
age. He therefore accused all the 
.Tews of disloyalty, and secured au- 
thority from the king to pillage and 
massacre thoni, on tlie undorslanding 
that ho should pay a large part of the 
proceeds of tho venture Into the royal 
treasury, For an interesting account 
of how this plot was defeated, the 
reader is referred to ilie r>ook of F>s- 
ther itself. A sidellgtit Is thrown uii- 
oii tho designs of Hainan by the fact 
that his ancestor, Agng, had .been 
frightfully treated by King Saul. The 
story is told in Samuel XV., and "it 
is only necessary to refer briefly to It 
here. Saul defeated the Amaieksand 
took Agag prisoner, permitting him to 
enjoy a certain amount of ilberly. 
Afterwards, as the writer of Samuel 
says, "Saul hewed Agng In pieces be- 
fore the Lord In Gilgal." It is true 
that nearly six centuries elapsed be- 
tween this act and Hainan's suprem- 
acy in Persia, but evidently Hainan 
had a good memory. It may bo men- 
tioned that the name of Hainan . ap- 



tho inner, court of the palace, 
tho king sat upon his throne. For a 
brief moment her fate hung in tho 
balance, for she haor dared what no 
woman In Persia had ever dared. But 
when the King saw her standing he- 
fore him in her radiant beauty, ho ex- 
tended his golden sceptre, and she 
know that she had found favor in lils 
sight. History or romance, the story 
of Esther is reideto with the lesson 
that love and virtue are the greatest 
forces In the world, when exercised in 
the cause of Justice.

MOHAMMEDANISM 



Allhough, compuratlvely speakliu', 
Mohamnu'danlsm is not an ancient re- 
lluloii, perhai>s a short history of this 
faith and of Its founder would not be 
out of place, lu llglit of tlie events 
taking place in Jlorocco, hi whieli 
country the several millions of iiih.Ud- 
taiits are nearly all Moiiaiiiined(»n.s. 

When in -Mecca, I'ourtecMi hundred 
\'ears ago, tliere, was born a, son to 
Abdullah and .\miu;i. uf tlie trlln' of 
ihe Kondsh. he was such a little, puny 
edilUl that his iiiDtiier we]it <jver him, 
and his fatther said: "Ho will never 
grow to inanhooil." So the Infant was 
given Into the ehargo of a :?edouln 
woman who cook hlin in the caravan 
with her to the desert, then' m nur.'^e 
him and to care for him uiuil such 
tiuK.' as he should grow rugged and 
siion.g. liui tho child did not thrive, 
and at the tender age of three' ho onco 
more made the journey across tlie 
desert and back to his mother. In 
spite of his ap.\)arent frailty the little 
boy lived on, and six years of age 
found him an orphan adoiilcd into tlio 
hou.^ehold of his uncle Abu Talil). 
i^litle liid the man think, when he took 
upon himself tie- eliar;-;c, that belin-e 
many years .should elapse, the child, 
Ilalibi, would be the inati .Moliaiiuned, 
the fame of whose prophecies would hi! 
worUl- wide, the inlluence of whose 
leachlng.s would be felt from east to 
west and from . north to south. 

Through his yoiith Mohammed earn- 
ed a slender wage foIIO>vlng the life 
of a shepherd and tending, the flock.s 
of the Meccaiis. This' . out-of-door 
\iU: no doubt benetlted ! his; hcultli 
Hreatlv. for when ho grew to 'manhood 
iv is described as being of "Imposing 
I)resenee." in lignre tall with'magnlfl 
LMuU bieaiUli of shoulders, his coloring 
clear, lii.s eyes (lazzllu.i;l.\- lirlillaiit. He 
wore; his slightly curle,-l hair long, and 
a bieard .iddcd'to the dih'iiliy of his 
appearance. It was not surpri.sing 
tliat the widow Chadidja, who iiad 
hired him to accompany her caravans, 
should fall In love. with him and offer 
They were ■ ni orrled, 



where ( taking this stronghold, and with this 
victory began the rule of Moliammo- 
danism in Ari'.bla. Year by year the 
power of the prophet Increased. In 
Ills last pilgrimage to Mecca ho la said 
to have marched at tho head of forty 
thousand iieople. 

Wluutly iifter this and. while ho was 
pieparlng for an expedition against 
tjyi'ia, a mortal illness overtook liim; 
Ujion his deathbed he asked forgive- 
ness of any wboni he might li;iv(> 
wronged, ami e.^linrting his followiu's 
lieaci; among tliein.'*cl ves and ;id- 
herenee to the true faitli, ho liied in 
the arms of A.^•e.sha, his favorite wife. 

Accordiii.i; to .Mohammed the chief 
duties of man are, prayer, almsgiving, 
fasting and jiilgi'i mage. The number 
of tilings furbidden by the Koran are 
almost endless, among tiu'in are tho 
iiso of all liiloxicaiits, the playing of 
any games of chance and tin; making 
pictures or statues of any living 
being, so that there might be no dan- 
ger of the I'altnriil fMlUiuf back into 
Uhdatry. The laws relating to divorcrt 
are many and are particularly liartl 
upon wiv.'s. Debtors are to bo treated 
1, iiiently and usury Is absolutely for- 
bidden.

Another practice, thniigh 
ixillte. is .-iljsnrd, and that is to ask a 
jiatient every few minutes "how they 
foci." A good nurse learns fast enough 
bow a patient feels, and never on any 
ac'ioiiiU should a nurse arj.rne with a 
patient. ,Slie \vill tactfully let the m.it- 
lor ef disriLcrcement ilrop. f'f course 
(.'xcitliig or <lisa.i;reeabl(! subjects of 
CDii vei-satiini should aUvays be avoid- 
ed In a sickriioni, .and the visits of 
friends la the .sick rooni shoiild not be 
encour.-i^'eil. A iiatient should- never 
bo lun-ried about anyllilng, and if iiy 
any nossibility it can be avoided rio- 
tliiug' likely to irritate tlioni should bo 
allowed to be discnsseil in the sick 
room. Natiii-ally an invalul is sensitive 
to .small worries, but by attention and 
tact an illnes.s .may bo made coiafor- 
tabla and almost a happy time.

While he never acted 
as an aviwed healer In the- ('!bun'h, he 
took- a profound inte'rest in siilrllnal 
healing. lb; freiinently wrote on 
Christian Science, and was the author 
of a book of poems on the subject call- 
ed "l.'liristia mis." Lord Dnnmore was 
the most distintfiiished jirofessor of 
the Christian Hclonce creed in the 
British Isles. .Since lie aecepteij the 
teacliings of .Mrs. I-Mdy in isiui his son 
Viscount Fincastle, V.''., (who now 
succeeds to tho peerage), has also be- 
come a zealous Christian Scientist,

It the weather 
is dump or warm, they cannot bo hung 
for long. On no account wash game, 
merely wipe- tho birds liisldo and out 
with a cloth wrung oat In hot watej. 
Tie a slice of fat bacon over the brea^it 
of each bird, tbi.-i will prevent them 
from bctiouiiig dr.v. 

l.Jook the birds eiclicr before a clear 
bright firo or in u fiuick oven; kuop 
Iheiii well basted with Inittcr or good 
dripping. 

If the bird i;^ very IiIkIi, it will re- 
quire to bo cooked very well; other- 
wise it should b(; rather under than 
over-cooked. .Servo each bird on a 
neat square of hot- buttered toast. 
Serve witli iliem good gravy and bread 
sauce in liot liireen.s and fried crumbs 
on a face v;iner. 

Roast Grouse 

Thi3?toUowink;rdlreptlo;i8 refer to 
mo.-it" other game, bxciept In the case of 
uooilcock, i)lover.-i and .snii)e, which are 
never drawn. Also tlio beads of wootl- 
cock anil sniiie are left on and ihoir 
long bills arc used in the plucc of a 
ske'.ver wlieii trussing them. 

Iteiiuired a brace nil birds, young if 
possible, two slices of fat bacon, but- 
ter or driiiping for basting, cwo slices 
ot hot buttered toast. (Jarefuiiy pluck 
clean and truss tho birds. Tie tho 
slice of bai-ou over the breast of each 
first, stilling it •nice or twice to pre- 
vent it curling iqi. Hoast them before 
a clear fire or bake (hem in u hot oven 
for about, twenty or thirty minutes. 
l''or tlie last ten mi utiles riunovo the 
slice.-i of bacon so that the birds may 
b(!Coine a nice brown. Keep them 
well basted. When you remove the 
bacon from the birdn, place tlie pieces 
of toast under them in the tin, to catch 
any gravy that drips from tbeni. Then 
lay the toa.st on !i hot dish, place a 
bird on each piece anil If ])ossiblc, gar- 
nish the dbsii with a few sprig.^ of 
walLrcress, 

Bread Sauce — AVhen properly mado 
is a dclktious acconiiianiiiuiit to game 
of all kiiu! ;, roast turicey and clUcken, 
and is al.so very nice with roast fillet 
of veal. Considering how easy it li to 
make, it is really wonderful how often 
it is so badl.v done. 

The bread should always be mado in- 
to crumbs before it is added to tlio 
milk. This can eitiier bo done by grat- 
ing it, or better still rubbing It through 
a sieve. Half a pint of milk is requir- 
ed, one .small onion, two clove.i, two 
tablcs|)oonfuls ot whlco bread crumbs, 
half an ounco. of butter, salt and pep- 
per. Put tiie milk in a pan on tlie 
lire, add to it tlic onion with tho 
cloves stuck into it. When tho milk 
boll.,- sprinkle in the crumbs, add tho 
butter and let it gently siinnior for 
about ten minutes. T'ben take otit the 
onion, season carefully with salt and 
white pepper and serve in a hot tureen. 

Fried crumbs — No game Is complete 
unless accompanied by .some fried 
crumbs. 

Koquired: About an ounce of butter, 
two or three tablespoonfuls of crumbs 
widch may b.e either fresh or' dried 
crumbs. 

i\Ielt tho butter in a frying p,an; 
when It is quite hot shako in the 
crumbs. Turn them about gently un- 
til they are a bright golden color. Then 
drain off the butter, .spread the crumbs 
on a piece of Ivltchen paper before the 
fire until they are dry and crisp. Serve 
them on a lace paper. 

A .'simple recipe for apricot marma- 
lade: Mix two rnblespoonftils of apri- 
cot jam and one tabloapoonful of warm 
water, rub tho ini.Klure tiirough a hair 
sieve. 

Peach Charlotte 
Line a plain tin mold with >spongo 
fingers. Peel six ripe -peaches and rub 
the pulp throiighra haJr sieve. Mix 
tho fuilp with two ounces gelatine, dis- 
solved in warm milk. Add two .punces 
castor sugar and a tablospobriftil Of 
mai.isi hhio. Stir in , ono-half ''' pint 
whipped' cream, pour into tho mould 
and let it set for two hours on tho Ice 
before turning out and serving. 

A tough fowl can bo rendered i-iaa 
tender as a chicken if treated In thp 
following way; First boll qulto gehtly 
for two hours,- place on ono 'aide until 
cold, then stuff and rpast in the usual 



^ Brass or copper can bo oa.sily clean- 
ed by rubbing with a wet soapy rag 
dipped In powdorod bath brick. Polish 
aftcrward.s with a soft, dry cloth or 
newspaper. 

On ironing days nlway.'^ liccp two 
iron-holders by you, .-i.nd chango every 
lime you take a fresh iron. It io the 
heat that tiraws and tires tho iiand, 
iind with a cool holder, this la to a 
groat extent prevented. 

Creasy water .should never be thrown 
dov.n the sink. Put it in tho garden; 
tiiere is no bettor manure and flower!?, 
espi^cially roses, bloom splendidly if a 
little Is occasionally poured round the 
roots. 

One often hoars cor.iplalnts that 'the 
boiler rusts and iron moulds tho 
clothe.-}. To iirevcnt this, as soon as 
the boiler is emptied, rub well over 
with soap. This will not only prevent 
rust, but it will also help to make suds 
for tho next boiling. 

AVhen boiling bacmn or ham, add a 
littlH vinegar and tvvo or three cloves 
to tho water and Icavo the bacon in, 
until the water is cold. The flavor 
win then bo dcllciou.s.

INJURIOUS INSECTS 



Common Pests of the Currant and 
Gooseberry 

*(By James Fletcher, Dominion Ento- 
molog-lst.) 

The various kinds ol Injurious in- 
sects which attack red, white and 
black currants - and cultivated goose- 
berries, ajthough more attracted to one 
or other kind of theso plants, occas- 
ionally Injure the others also, so that 
it Is possible and more convenient to 
treat of them all in one article. . The 
different kinds are arranged^alpha- 
betlcally under their best known popu- 
lar name. 

American Currant Borer (Psoiioccrus 
supernotatus, Say). — When red and 
white currants are leafing out in 
spring:, some bushes are noticeably 
slower In expanding tholr foliaKC^ than 
other individuals of the same variety. 
This is froquontly due to tlie presence 
of stem-boring larvae, either those o£ 
the above beetle, which are white, 
cylindrical, and without feet, about a 

- quarter of an inch in lengtli, or tlin.so 
of the imported Currant Borer, whieli 
somewhat resemble the above but have 
a brown liead , and. short legs be- 
neath- the body.; VvlThei parent of tlio 
American Currant/ Borer is a t-mall, 
narrow, brownish-black - beetle, about 
1-4-lnch long, with long slender feel- 
ers a-nd two conspicuous 'white spots 
on the back towards the end of the 
bods', and two smaller dots about the 
middle. These beetles may sometimes 
bo found In the month of June crawl- 
ing about upon the bushes. The eggs 
aire laid in summer, and the young 
■grubs burrow Inside the canes and do 

■ not change to pupae until the following 
May. The attack of this Insect, al- 
though occasionally .serious to fruit 
growers, is only ^an - exceptional one, 

• for the species propagfates much more 
freely in the stems , of, the Virginian 

■ Creeper. ' 

Remedy. — ^Whon currant'.bushes are 
pruned, - all the wood which is cut 
out' should be burnt, and- if the pres- 
•enC,e of thls insect or pC the Currant 
'Bofei? Is detected by the black burrows 

■ in the centres of ■ the stems, sucli 
stems should be pruned down until the 
larVa is found so that it may be de- 
stroyed. 

Currant Aphis (Myzus rlbls, Ii). — 
"When the leaves of currant bushes are 
'nearly full grown; many of them bear 
blister-like elevations of d reddish 
color, bcrneath which will be found yel- 
lowish plant-Hoe, some winged and 
borne wingless. The - blisters are due 
.to the attacks of tUese^.Insects, and 
when, as la sometlmesiitfia/^case,- they 

- are very abundant, considerable injury 
is done to the bushes. 

Remedy. — Spraying forcibly with 
emulsion will destroy large numbers 
of these plant-lice at each application; 
but the litiuid must be copiously ap- 
plied and driven well up beneath the 
foliage by moans of an anglod nozzle. 
Two or three applications at short in- 
tervals may be necessary. 

Currant Borer (Acgerui tipuilformi.'^, 
Xj.I — Karlv in June a beautiful little 
hlui.=h-black fly-Ilkc inotli, with three 
bright yellow hands around the body 
may be scon darting about around or 
at rest on the leaves of currant bushes 
of all kinds. This is one of the niost 
troublesome enemies of tlinse fruits. 
The motli lays an vgg at a bud on tlic 
youn.5 wood, and the caterpillar, Vilicn 
liatched, eats its way into the eaiioand 
destroys tlie pitli. It remains in tl\o 
.•wood, during the ■winjt.er, and the inoth 
emerges during th<.' following summer. 

Remedy. — As in the case of the Am- 
erican Currant-borer, close pruni^ng is 
the beat remedy. 

Currant Maggot (Epochra canaden- 
sis, Loeu'.). — Red, black and white cur- 
rants, in Britisli Columbia and in sev- 
eral places In the Northwest Territor- 
ies and ^fanitoba, have of recent j-cars 
bean seriou.sly attaclsed l)y tiic mag- 
gots of a small fly. Those maggots 
come to full growth just as the berries 
aro about to ripen, causing them to 
£.'1.11 from the h\islies, when llio Insects 
leave them and Inirrow into the ground 
to pupate. Altac);c-(l fruit Is r.judered 
useless liy lln^ pi'csence of the maggots 
inside the berries; and frt^quetuly it is 
not until tlu! fruit is cooked that tiie 
white maggots can be delected. Goo.sc- 
berrles are sometimes injured, but far 
les."? frequently than black and red cur- 
rants. 

Remedy. — The onl.v treatment which 
has given any results is the laborious 
one of removing about thi-ee inclirs of 
tlie soil from beneath b'lslies ■wliloli 
are Itnown to liave been i'nfestcd, and 
replacing this witli fresh soil. Tlial 
wiiich was removed must be treated in 
some way, so that the coiilalne<i pu- 
paria may be destroyed. This may "be 
done either by tiu'owing it into a pond 
or by burying it deeply in the cartii. 

Currant Soft-scale (Lccanlum rihis, 
Fitch). — These are occasio'naliy notic- 
ed upon the stems of currants a'nd 
gooseberries clusters of large swollen 
dark-brown polisiied scales, about 1-10 
of an inch In diameter, beneath wiiieh, 
when mature in July, largo number.s 
of while ogg.s may be found. These 
hatch during that month, and the 
small, mile-like young crawl all over 
the plant and suck the sap from the 
leaves and young growth. By autumn 
they have grown but little and arc cov- 
ered with II flat brown scale about 
1-32 of an inch in length. As wtnter 
approaches, they crawl on to the twigs 
and pass the winter there. During the 
spring of the next year they grow rap- 
jdly; and, as the^•* are sometimes in 
such numbers as almost to coyer tho 
twigs, they do a considerable amount 
of harm by sucking the sap at the time 
when the bushes require all their Vigor 
to ripen fruit. 

Remedy.— Spraying the bushes In 
winter time either with the lime-sul- 
phur wash or with kerosene emulsion, 
is the best treatment for this scale. 

Currant Span-worm (Cyniatophora 
ribearia, Fitch). — The voracious cater- 
pillar, whicli frequently does, much 
harm tr) currants and gqo?cberry 
bushes, but particularly to the, black 
currant, Is more dlfllcult to control tlmq 



tho common Currant Worm, tho . larva 
of tho Imported Currant Sawfly. The 
caterpillars are about an inch In 
length, of a whitish color, with yellow 
Stripes down each side, and one down 
tho middle of, tho back; the whole body 
is dotted with black spots of different 
.sizes. There Is only one brood of this 
insect in the year, the moths appear- 
ing about the end of June.^and; hi, the 
beglnntng of July. The eggifarSii.ald. 
on tho twigs during the latter' thoiith, 
and remain there unhatched until tho 
following spring. The caterpillar may 
be found during June. 

Remedy. — It is -necessary to use a 
much stronger poison - for the Cprrant 
Span-worm than for the , ordinary 
Currant AVorm. -Paris green; arsetiato 
of lead, or some other arsonlckiippiscin, 
are preferable to the white hblleljorc 
usually recommended. AVlion occur- 
ring o-nly in small numbers, hand-pick- 
ing is practicable, owing to the hablti 
of the caterpillar of letting Itself down' 
by a strong silken thread, when the 
bushtis are disturbed. ■ . 

In addition ; to, the above, which Is 
the commonest; > of the span-worms 
found on gooseberries and currahts, ' 
there arc occasionally found two much 
larger caterpillars /6t -the same shape 
and looping movement of the body 
wlion walking. These aro those of the 
Currant Angerona (Xanthotypo cro- 
cataria, Fab.), which has a caterpillar 
an tnch and a half long or more when 
full grown, -of a yellowlsh-grccn color, 
with a; whitlsh line down tlie back and 
a broad'wlilte band on eacli side bor- 
dered with' pale purple.'bclow tlio spir- 
acles, andithe Pepper and S;ilt Currant 
Moth (Lycla .•.cogn'atarlii, Lin.), which 
has a largei.caterplliar two Inches long, 
varying Iri-'oblor from gn^eii to dark 
brown, and when' at rest standing out 
rigidly, like many of the otiier span- 
worms, so as to resemble a twig or 
tlie stem of a leaf. Neither of these 
latter caterpillars Is a regular post of 
tho small fruit grower; but they occas- 
ionally appear in sucli nuniliers as to 
require attention. They are easily 
ccintrollod by. the same rcniodies as 
given above. 

Currant Leaf-hopper (I'Jmpo.-.sca 
niali, Le Baron). — ,\ frequent cause of 
considerable injury to the loaves of 
currants and goo.-;<;herrles, is a snuill 
pale green Icaf-hoppor whicli during 
May and June Is found In larg" num- 
bers beneatii the loaves, fi-om which it 
sucks the sap. This is the same in.sect 
as is often so abundant upmi apple 
tfoes, and lia.s received \-arious luiines 
from dilfernnt authors. Perhajis tlio 
best Ivuown is Emjioa alboii Icta, which 
was given to It by Dr. S. A. Forbes. 
The mature insect is a sletider k-af- 
hopiier les.s than 1-S of an inch in 
length, and pas-ws the iviiiter beneatii 
rubbish, leaves, etc. It flies to the 
bushes in sjirlng, iis soon as they loaf 
out. Tlie young wingless leaf-hoppers 
of the first brood may l.ic found about 
the bcgriining of .Inne, and should, be 
destroyed before they develop their 
wings and propagate. 

Remedy.— Spraying the bushes with 
kerosene emulsion or wliale-oil soap 
solution before the insects become 
winged, is tho host remedy. Care 
must be taken to drive the liquid well 
up under tlie leaves. 

Currant Worm or Currant Sawfly 
(Pteronus rihesii, Scop.).— B>- fur tlie 
hi'st known of all the insects Which in- 
juie currants and gooseljerrir'S, (.« (]-,,-, 
■■e'tu-rant AVorni." The lilark spotteil 
dark green false-caterpillars of this 
insect may unfortunately bo found in 
almost ev.'ry plantation of curra'.its or 
goosi.'berries, ever.\- year in almost all 
Iiarts of Canada. The white eggs aro 
laid In rows alr>ng the ribs of tiio leaf 
on the lower side, to\v-,-i,-(i..; tlie .-nd ot i 
May. l-'roni tiiese the .\-oung larvae ! 
lialcli and soon make their presence 
known by the small holes they eat 
tlirough tho leaves. Unless iiromplly 
destroyed, tlio.v will .soir.-i strip iho 
bushes of their leaves, thus weaki'iilng 
theni considerably so as to ]n-evenl 
them ripening fruit the first vk-hv, and 
also reducing the <iuaiity of the crop 
of the following season. Tlierc aro at 
least Iwn broods in a se-ason in Can- 
ada. Tho lir.st appears just as tlio 
leaves ar,; attaining full growth, and 
tin; second just as the fruit Is ripi'n- 
ing. Tho perfect insect is a four- 
wlngod fly wliicii may be sen ri.\iiii; 
abinit tlio bushes early in tlie siirliig, 
'I'lie male is b!aci<isli, with yellow legs 
and of about I lie same .size as a houso 
fly. but with a jnore slender body. I 
The female is liirger tlian the maio | 
and has tlie liody as well as Ih.j legs 
yellow. 

Renuidy. — For Die lirst lirooil a weak 
mixture of Paris greca'i^ 1 ounce to 10 
gallons of water, may lie sjiriiyed over 
llio bushes, or a dry iiilxturo 1 ounoo 
of Paris green to (j pounds of flour 
may bo duslofl over llio foliage after a 
shower or \vlien the leaves aro damp 
with (lew. l'"or Ihe second brood Parl.s 
green must not be used, but wliito 
liellebore; this Is dusted on as a dry 
po-s\-der, or a decoction of tliis powder, 
1 ounce to 2 gallons of water may ho 
sprayed over tii<; liushos. It Is, ' of 
course, far bettor to treat ' the- flrst 
brood thoroughly, so as to reduce the 
number of fomale.s whicli would ;lay 
eggs for tho second brood. - 

Four-lined Leaf-bug (Paocilocapsus 
lineatus,' Fab.). — An occasional Injury 
et no -ycry-grieat imporlance, as a rule, 
to the leaves ' of currents and goose- 
berries!, is by the, Four-lined Leaf-bug. 
The eggs of this insect are Inserted 
into the twigs of bushes, particularly 
currants. Thoy are usually placed near 
the tips and protrude slightly through 
the bark. As they aro white, they can 
be easily seen and, when once known 
can be recognized again without dif- 
ficulty. Much good may be done in 
controlling this Inscet by cutting nfc 
all egg-bearing twigs when prunmg. 
Tho mature Insect Is a flat, bright 
green or yellow bug, -with four black 
lines down the back and with tho tips 
of the wings and two large round spots 
on the tliorax also black. The nymphs 
or immature biigs occur with tho 
adults near the tips of shoots and aro 
exceedingly active. . These Inseet.s 
puncturo the young leaves of. currant 
and gooseberry bushes as well n.s of 
many other kinds of plants, causing 



brown spots which are sometimes so 
numerous and close together as to 
make the leaves wither. 
• Remedy. — When, as Is generally tho 
case, only a few bushes aro attacked, 
shaking off tho nymphs and perfect 
insects 'Into open puns containing wa- 
ter with a little coal oil on the top, i.s 
often sufHclent. If tho attack Is moro 
extensive, spraying . the bushes with 
kcrbscnb ,c<mulsion or whule-oil soap 
solution will destroy all the Insects 
reached by the spray. The winter is 
passed In tho egg state, therefore, all 
egg-bearing twigs shijuld be cut off 
and ' burnt. ; '.^^ i 

CSooKeberry'ijFriill-worm (Zophodin. 
grossularlao;'."'' lilley). — Just before 
gooseberries, ripen, clusters of two ov 
three nia.v somotiniea bo noticed, whicli 
are prematurely colored, and which aro 
joined together by tho wubis spun . by 
tho catorpillar of a small moth. Those 
caterpiliar.-j arc pale greenlsh-whlte 
and sometimes' have a reddish tinge. 
They live inside the berries a'nd, when 
tlic contents of one berry are consum-

with comparatively little care, the 
raspberry Is grown by almost every- 
one who grows fruit at all. 

The following Information regarding 
tlio history of blie raspberry was pre- 
pared by Mr. Joliii Craig, wlien lirtrti- 
ctillurlst of the Central Kxperinientai 
farm. In writing of the wild red 
raspberry of Europe, tho native wild 
red raspberry,' and - the native black 
cap, he gives the fpllowlngr particu- 
lars; ■ -;v" 

"The first was known and appar- 
ently cultivated by the ancient 
CreokH, W'ho traced its origin to Mount 
Ida, whcrci^^lt flourished wild, and from 
which ■Ir^recelved its name, Rubus 
Idoeus. • Pilttdlus, a Roman agricul- 
tural writer- of ' the fourth century, 
mentions the raspberry as one of thb 
cultivated fruits of his time. From 
tlic gardens of southern Europe It 
found its way into l^'rance, the Low 
countries, and England, and from 
these sources into tho United States. 
To t'his species belong the red and 
white Antworps, wlilch have remain- 
ed .standard^ of excellence for up- 
wards of a century,, the Hudson Ri- 
ver Antwerp, Franconia and other 
similar varieties. These foreign sorts, 
though often abundant bearers of 
Ikrge, finely flavored fruit;' as Mr. 
Crozier further pdliits out, • have hot 
proved adapted to tho climatic con- 
ditions of, tho U-nited • States, and this 
is also true wltih ' regard to Canada, 
owing to a lack of hardiness ■ and a 
llublltty to. bo- Injured b.v our hot sum- 
mer suns. , "Theso defects flnally di- 
rected attention .to our native rasii- 
horrles. The black cap (Rubus occi- 
dcntalls). seeina, to have been tiie lirst 
of theso>,t6',-<hayo been brought into 
cultivatlbh,!-and 'from the time of the 
earliest settloihents we-'hear of , the 
wild bushes" being occasionally ro- 
ijioved to tihc gardens." Prof. Ma- 
coun, of the Geological Survey of 
Canada, kindly furnishes the following 
particulars regarding the distribution 
of tills species in Canada: , -."Rubus 
occklentfilis . has . a'.: very '■ reistrictod 
range both to the north and west. It 
is sparingly found in Now Brunswick, 
quite coiiinion in Quebec, west of that 
city and through Ontario to Lake 
Huron, though apparenll.v absent from 
Toronto westward to.T^ake Krio. On 
the west coast tliis .species Is replac- 
ed by Olio ver,\' like It named Rubus 
ieucodcriiiis, wliicli Is common on 
Vancouver Island, and has been col- 
leeled as far cast as tho Columbia 
niver valley, 100 miles south of .Rev- 
elstoko. i 

ill the east R. strignsus and R. oc- 
cidcntalis hybridize and form a spe- 
cies ('.") named by Prof. Peck, R. 
ne'glectus. This form grows in abun- 
dance at Slcamous, IJ. C.. close to the 
C. P. 11. station, wiiere It was found 
fruiting linel.v in ,luly. ISSO." Rubus 
lencodcrmis in its native state aii- 
pcars finite pr(uii Isliig. hut as yet has 
fncnished no variety adajited to gen- 
eral cilltivallon. 

"The tirst distinct variety of black 
cap (Riilnis cjccidentalls) of wliic-h wo 
iiave record, is the Ohio Overbearing, 
whicli attract. 'd attention as early as 
1S3L', from its iiabit of fruiting to a 
greater or loss oxliuit upon the ymmg 
canes in autumn. i'"or a family gar- 
den this was considered to bo a do- 
slralile feature, tlimigh no varlelics of 
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od, attack- another near at hand, join- 
ing it to tlie tirst by a silken web. 
Wlicn full grown tliey fall to tho 
ground and spin brown parclimenl-liko 
cocoons, just beneath the surface of 
tiie ground. Tho motlrs, whicli arepalo 
grey, inarited with dark streaks and 
band.s, are very rarely observed. They 
fi.v early in spring, and tliere is only 
one brood in the year. 

Renredy.— :The best method of eon- 
trolUnEf this Insect, whlcii fortunately 
is never very abundant, la to jiick by 
hand tho clusters of iiijurod berries. 
It is claimed that cliickons and other 
poultry are u.scful in destroying tlio 
larvae and chrysalids; ano it is certain 
that, while chickens are very small, 
they aro useful in a garden in rlostroy- 
Ing a great number of injuri(nis iii- 
Hccts. The old hen, however, .should 
ho ke|)t securely cooped up and not al- 
lowed to run at large.

Obliquo-banded Leaf-roller (Archipa 
rosnccana, Harr.), — Late In May and 
during June the leaves at the tips of 
young sliools of currants of all kinds 
inay be seen gathered together by ao- 
live palo green caterpillars f,b0ut 3-4 
inch long, with black heads. -Upon 



ceptllilc to the attacks of the well- 
known Oystor-shell .Scale of the aiiple, 
and the San Jose Seale. In neglected 
plantations tlioso injurious insects in- 
creaso rapidly, and a great deal of in- 
jury resuHs to tho trees. 

Remedy. — The remedies for scale in- 
sects are direct treatment for the de- 
struction of the Infesting Insect, and 
lirevontlvc measures such as the in- 
vigoration of tlie tree by special cul- 
ture and pruning, to enable It to throw 
off or outgrow injury. Infested plan^ 
tations' should be cultivated and fertil- 
ized early In tho. season, and all un- 
necessary wood should be pruned out. 
As direct remedies, spraying the 
biislios at the time the young scale In- 
sects first appear In Juno with kero- 
sene emulsion or whale-oil soap, or 
spraying in autumn before tho . hard 
weather of winter sets in with a' sim- 
ple white-wash made With ono pound 
of lime In each gallon of water, give 
the b6st results. Two coats of the 
white- wash should be applied, the sec- 
ond one Immediately after, the first is 
dry. In putting on two- thin couts of 
tho wash instead of one, thick one, far 
better results have been' secured. For 
the Sah Jose Scale the llino and sul- 
phur wash Is necessary, and must ho 
repeated every year.

sulphur wash. Sulphur has a specially 
fatal effect upon all kinds of mites, 
if bushes are found to be infesterl in 
spring or summer lime, tliey should bo 
spraycti forcibly with k.M'osene omul- 
.slon, whicli inlglit bo followed in per- 
.'listent al tacks, wliich often occur, Viy 
dusting the bushes \vhile v.et with 
powdered suliiluir by means of (Uie of 
the so-called insect-guns or iiorticul- 
tural bellows. 



THE':RASPBEKRY^"^' 

The raspberry Is the most popular 
busih fruit In Canada. Beginning to 
ripen Just as the strawberry soa-son 
Is over, a supply of this fruit Is. kept 
up for three or four weeks durlhg tlio 
hottest part of the summer, when, 
owing to Its refreshing character, It 
Is very much appreciated when eaten 
raw with cream and sugar, and is 
used in this way in large quantities. 
Not only is tho raspberry poinilar in 
l:lic raw condition, but it is very gnn- 
erally used fqr.'panning and jireserv- 
iug. Raspberrl(|s,';*?-\^hen made Into 
"rasjilierry vlriega'ri"; hiako a very re- 
freshing drink whicli Is especially ap- 
prociatod in the country. 

Owing to Its hardiness and tu the 
fact that U will Buccced fairly well 



r found favor for mar-

"Ill some di.strlcls of the United 
States lilaek ras|)bcrrieK aro extens- 
ively cultivated for drying, the Ohio 
being one of llio favorite varieties 
grown for this luirpose. 

"Our native red r;ispberry has a 
wider range than tin.' black cap, e.K- 
tendiiig especially nnu'h f.-irther nnrtli- 
warti. Prof. Jiacoiin also furnishes 
mo with tiie following luirticuliirs ro- 
gariling tiio disl ributioii of this spe- 
cies: "Rubus strigoaiis . : has a very 
wide range in Canada, passing with- 
out ;i iircak to tlic coast range in 
Britisli Ooluinbla. Mr. Low found it 
ill Labrador on the height of land at 
tile source of tlie Ungiava river, 
down wliicli it descends to latitude G2 
degrees. Mr. J. B. Tyrrell brought 
back »pccimens from the^ "Barren 
Grounds'.V.-gatherod In :iatUude 62 de- 
gretis, 17 . minutes, longitude 103 'de- 
grees -07 .^minutes west. Miss E. Tay- 
lor collected In the delta of tho Mac- 
kprizle rlveri on. Peel's river, 30 miles 
north of the Arctic circle.and ; lastly, 
Mr. Jas. McEvoy gathored'i- abundance 
of ripe fruit on the \Yukon, iriorHh of 
latitude 62 degrees. I have gathered 
specimens in the mountains at an al- 
titude oT 7,000 feet. It will be seen 
by tlie above that it has a very wide 
range." 

"?ilr.-- Crozier further stales tliat: 
"This .species does not take so kindly 
to cultivation (as the blade cap), and 
the origin of our varieties belonging 
to it is often obscure; we liave but 
few well aulhonticated e.xainpleH of 
the species in its purity iliaving boon 
brought from the wild state into cul- 
tivation, and most of these soon dis- 
npiioar. The e-\'idence by whicli cer- 
tain of our well known red varieties 
are a.ssignod by botanists (doubtless 
correctly) to the native sjiecies is 
maihiy structural, and not historical, 
since iiearl.v all have origin.ited, di- 
rectly or by dt>.scont, as chance or ar- 
tlllclal seedlings upon cultivated 
groiL.d. That our native rod rasp- 
berry lia.s played a largo and perhaps 
controlling part in t-lie production of 
our most popular hardy red raspber- 
ries need not bo denied, but the doulit 
which we ■ are oiiliged to recognize on 
this point rests on circumstantial ovi- 
deneo too strong to toe entirely over- 
looked." 

"Tho purple raspbert-y, of wliicli wo 
have such a notfible oxample In "Shaf- 
fer," was first designated a dlBlliicti 
species, but recent Investigations point 
to hybrid origin. This as- 
suinptlon seems- to be well 
grounded, owing to the fact 
l;hat nearly all hybrids between tho 



black and ihe red r.iHiiberry produced 
here and elsewlierc, have Ijorne pur- 
ple fruit, much rosombiing tho "Shaf- 
fer*'' i-n color and flavor as well as 
habit of growth. Prof. Saunders has 
probably fruited moro true hybrids 
of tills class than »iny other lexpori- 
montor, tflio majority of which were 
intermediate in iiubit of growtli and 
ciiaracter of fruit. Their good points 
aro vigor and productiveness; their 
weir-k points aro the softness and acid- 
ity as well as unattractive color of 
the fruit. 

"All varieties of rod raspberries do 
not succeed equally well on the. same 
kind of soli. For instatice, varieties 
of foreign extraction (Rubus Idoous), 
such as "Clarke," "Hornet" and 
"Brinklo'a Orange" do not flourish on 
sandy or light soils, but^aro more at 
home on a deep, rich, moist soil' tlhat 
Is rather' compact. On light soils their 
leaves are apt to bum in summer, 
which prevents the canes from matur- 
ing perfectly, and consequently ren- 
ders them liable to Injury by winter. 
For most varieties ■ of raspberries a 
cool, loamy soil, moist, but not sodden, 
win usually give the best results. 

"The black raspberry, on the other 
hand, seems - equally at home on sand 
or loam, and on well drained clayey 
soils; but on heavy compact .soils 
which are cold. It does not thrive.. 
Anyone who has attempted to grow 
black caps in cold and soddun soil will 
readily' appreciate the truth of this 
statement. In ground of this kind tho 
canes aro subject to disease, are eas- 
ily winter, killed and prove generally 
unprofitable. 

Suitable Plans for Setting Out 

"It is well to remernbor that the 
raspberry plant is a perennial in re- 
gard to its roots. Tho canes wjliich 
are produced this year bear fruit the 
following summer, and dio in autumn 
of that year. Thus, although the roots 
are perennial the canes aro biennial 
only, existing only for two years. 

."In the case of snckoriiig Icinds the 
beat plants arc obtained from the vig- 
orous' , shoots of tiio previous year's 
grbw.tillfeHJThese may be taken up and 
set 'but' eltlier in the fail or in the 
spring; or during a rainy season the 
yoniig. sprouts may be transplanted 
successfully after the middle of June 
and up to the middle of July. 

"When fail planting Is found con- 
venient, it may bo done usually wjth 
greatest 'success during tho first half 
of Sopteinber. Setting out at this 
finio encourages . immediate grpwth, 
which assists in .carrying tihe -plant 
tlirough the winter and favors a vig- 
orous growth in sprl'ng. All plants 
sliould be cut back within six or eight 
inches of the ground at tho time of 
transplanting. 

"Black caps, known as "tip vario- 
ties," are multiplied by the tip bend- 
ing down to the ground and striki'ng 
root. This iisually takes place after 
the fruiting season is over; in this 
latitude, from tlio middle of .Septem- 
lier to tlic iniddlo of October. Pro- 
pagation is facilitated by covering the 
tips of tho canes with suftlcienL soil 
to hold them down. 

"Care sli,-,uld he exercised in -plant- 
i^ng tips in order to prevent them from 
being set too deep, as if covered with 
moro than two inebe« of soil tihoy are 
apt to bo smothered. In buying 
plants which have to be shipped some 
distance, it is usu.illy best therefore 
to order ono year old plants of the 
blade cap Instead of young "tips" 
wiiich are moro dillicult to ship and 
transplant successfully. By taking 
this precaution a large percentage of 
failure will be avoided. 

"Tho stools or. root clusters of botih 
red and black raspberries, may be 
taken up and dividea fn order to form 
a new plantation, but this method is 
not to be recommended, as old stools 
rarely make a vigorous growth, and 
niucii licttcr results will bo obtai'ned 
by starting with young plaiiti?. 

Preparation of tlie Soil 

Labor spent in seenrin.g a thorough 
preparation of the soil, including deep 
ph.uighing and Iil)(;ral manuring, will' 
always repay IIk,- sin.nll fruit, planter. 

"If tlie soil \:s liulit In c\!iaractcr, it 
should be hcavilj- dressed witli barn- 
yard manure in the spring, after be- 
ing brouglit into a good stale of tilth 
by growing on it a hoed crop the 
previous season. If of a clayey na- 
ture, it should bo adequately drained, 
and tho texture may bo Improved by 
ploughing under a green crop such as 
clover or peas. 

"Sub-soiling is not always ahso- 
lutely necessary, but is always at- 
tended witli good results, and should 
be practiced when the under soil Is 
hard and. of n retentive char.acter. 
In oilier cases wliero the surfaco soil 
is shallow and tlie underlying soil 
hard, unless it is loosened by nean.s 
of a sub-soil plough, I'ollowing ti1io 
furrow of the ordinary turning plough, 
the roots will ho unable to penetrate 
deep enough to obtain a sullieioncy of 
moisture during pcriodt, of dry wea- 
ther. In all gardening operations on 
a scale largo enough to admit of its 
use, llio sub-soil plough sliould bo 
brought into play. 

"The necessary amount of hand la- 
bor involved in weeding subsequent 
to planting, will bo greatly Icisened by 
allowing no weeds to go to seed the 
previous year. " • 

"In brief, select wlhen possible, deep, 
loamy, well drained soil; If this Is not 
available bring the most desirable 
piece of ground Into good condition by 
draining, sub-solling and manuring. 
Raspberries, like strawbcrrloR, are not 
often, nor arc thoy easily Injured, by 
too heavy manuring, the error Is gen- 
cialb' on the olhor side.

The large entries at some of our 
county and state fairs last season were 
Burpri.-jiri.q. Twenty- two hundred en- 
tries was tho record of one, county 
fair to my knowledge, witli ^more than 
..double that number, at several of the 
principal state fairs. With such exhi- 
bits in number as above mentioned, 
.the classes were al;3o In proportion, and 
necdle.'ss to say It was -a common oc- 
currence for a choice and high-class 
bird to fall In being placed, more good 
specimens being in sight tliaii prize 
ribbons, to go around. The fortunate 
winner of a prize in such classes is en- 
titled to every credit and it means dol- 
lars to him in tlie form of a demand 
for ills stock from those wlio tiro on 
the lookout for te.ilcd Qiiality. 

Our state institutions ;irc becoming 
moi'c active In the line of ixniltry in- 
dustry, recogiii/.iiig its v;i-st and grow- 
ing magnitude, and the ciTects of tlieir 
uork can ho .seen on all sides in con- 
nci'tioji with tlic exhibits at Llio lair 
cxliibitions. 

Wltliin recent years at the <:)luo 
.State l^air grounds, there has been 
built a mainiiiotb poultry pavilinii, ca- 
pable of iiolding several tlioii.~and en- 
tries. Still its aisles are juirrowed to 
tho very limit every year in the elTort 
to include all: even then part of llio 
water fowl exliitut may be semi nn the 
, outsirle. The Indiana slate fair comes 
out tills year wHli uniform and new 
cooiiiiig. i'Vir several seasons past .a 
very large exhibit has boon licpt under 
cover or tento on tho outside. Now a 
largo tiew- poultry building- - is being 
contemplated to care for tho Increasing 
growth of the exhibit. At the Illinois 
■state fair the poultry pa\Mlion Is not 
•much more than one-half sutficient in 
'size, .although what there is of it Is 
vcr.v good. 

Thus it goes, and the poultry exiil- 
bits still nil llie incrca.se. .Jt Is. a'good 
place for tlic breeder to show. 'To win 
In tlio.3e large classes It means some 
preparation of the birds exhibited. 

It is not necessary to liavc a X'^bru- 
ary or March lialcli to win a share of 
the honor, although early iiatehcd birds 
are the best In must instances. 

It is very essential to keep tho young 
stock forging aliead rnnii I he tjnie of 
lialeliing, never allowing a stand still 
or oCt baelc. it may Ijo imnossiblp lo 
show ^■o^I^g stock at the early fall fair 
tilJ lo standard weight. It Is seliloni 
that any arc seen reaolilug standard 
weight ;it tills time. 

1-iut those selected to show slioald 1)0 
conditioned by being given an extra 
pound, or a Utile iiiTiro, in weight, 
wliich fills tlieni out and betters tlieir 
sliaiie. The detail.s of conditioning and 
ntllug a bird for I lie fall lairs do not 
differ ill a nuiti'i-ial way from those 
liraeliced in conucclion witli a. winter 
■exhibit. 1 iiiitlce that the siieeessfnl 
exhibitor ;U this season oi; tlie yiai- at- 
tends as strictly to the matter of tit- 
ting for the fair as he docs for llie 
■winter show. Many a good bird go(\i 
unplaced for lack of being fitted, even 
though .the breeder has sucees.sfully 
brought , tho. bird ;to a good size. 

It would bo well to bear in inlnd that 
winnings made at tho state fairs carry 
as much prestige as tliose made at any 
winter show, except possibly New York 
Boston and Clilcago. It then beliooves 
those who may contemplate showing 
at any one of the prominent fall oi; 
.Mate f.iirs to fix up and show<hls ex- 
liiblt in tho best of condition. ' Other- 
wise tliero is fi i)ossbility of not win- 
ning wh.it your bird.s woro entitled to 
bad they been fitted to meet such corn- 
petit ion as there may be to contend 
Willi. Siioiild any of our readers o.\pect 
to make an exliililt at any of tho com- 
ing large fairs tiie writer advises them 
to di ess up their birds as coinpany will 
be on l^and sure. — Poultry., , "

Cochins, "White or P,l;ick, rarelv ap- 
pear In, the smaller shows aiifl are 
represented at tiie larger ones bv a low 
specimens, often not worth |r)okiiiL' at 
Other breed.-), white or black, ;u-e popu- 
lar, yet none of -these lias the fancy 
points that make a good soecimen of 
White or Black Cochin a thing to bo 
looked at with iileasure. 

The Rlack Ja^■a was a roval fowl 
one of the best of all tliai have orig- 
inated In this co«ntr:-. It had all tiio 
(luallties we look for in market or 
fancy fowls. It was among the most 
popular of our \-arietles oiilv a few 
years ago. Now, if it were" not for 
two or throe Canadian breeders, who 
make a .specialty of odd varieties, \vo 
would not see illack .lavas at New York 
or Boston shows. It seems that tho 
variety is doomed to extinction, jind it 
would puz;;Io ,myone wlio has watched 
the Black Orpington come into popu- 
lar favor to say why tho I?lack Java 
lias so completely dropped out of sight 
and almost out of mind. 

Hlack .Snanlsh fowils were called "tho 
aristocrats of the poullr.v- yard" 
quarter of a century ago and their 
prals(\s were sung even by tlio.se who 
did not breed tliem. Their lieauliful 
Iihiniage, their stately carriage, their 
large wliito eggs and tlieir iirolificacy 
were the pritle of poultrymen. one and 
till. So popular were they that no one 
thought of liitimallns that they were 
not among, tho most desirable of all 
fowls. Tho\- bad been bred to a point 
be.vond any other v;iriet\-, ami were 
regarded as being reiiresentatives of 
the limit beyond which skilful breed- 
ing could not go. Today none so poor 
as to tlo them reverence. Here and 
there ;i iireeder keeps a flock and onco 
In !i while a .specimen or two turns up 
in a I)lg sliow, tli.'se oflen iiiiwortli.\- tho 
name of liigli-class fowls. A fine var- 
icty. they boctiuuAtlie victims of iiopu- 
hir instability and have ilronoed out, 
probably never to reaiiiiear, /iltliongh 
he would bo hardy wlio would predict 
this confidently. 

So one might go on iiiid name v.ar- 
iefv after variety and e\en all tlio 
varieties of some breeds, which are 
seldom seen in these day;;, although 
.\'ears ago they made iiii the lar.gest 
jiart of the liest shows. The breed.') 
we have toda.v are no mon.' beautiful, 
ncj more nndiflc, no more iirofitablo 
tlian the favorites of the old days. Tho 
shows have beconie iiionotoruni.s withi 
their long lines of a few varieties, and i 
tlie poultry industry has suffered 
illstiiu't loss iKM'anse .Niiierican pou 
trymeu have followed the examide of 
a floci; of sheep following a few lea 
ers. increasing the coinprtil ion among 
a few varieties, and li-avlng soin<" 
shrewd Canadians to take hall' tl"'- 
jiri'/.es .It some of our larijest shows, 
or even. It is asserted, getting paid for 
atlendliig some sluiws, because thi-y 
call bring willi Iheni ii long line iif 
neglecti'd varii'lies which will malic the 
show more attracti\'e. 

The piiiiltr.\'inan wlio l,il>;es Ufi tlio 
negleeti'd \'ariejies and hri'i'ds tliem 
witli can' will be rloing the industry 
a gooii turn aiui make money for liini- 
self. •

■AVhile tills Is an extremely pessimis- 
tic view of the situation, it might bo 
wi^ll fur us to pause aiid considor'what 
might liaiijien. 

If winter la.\ing devitalizes the eggs 
produced by our lions, tlien we must 
.seek to hatch ciilck.s from lieus wlilcli 
have not laid tlirougit the wduter. If 
'wo tiro lo contiiiuo to breed from our 
best la.vors, we iiiu.n breed from wln- 
ter-la.vli!g hens, lit cirder to do this 
'and escape low fertility, we must keep 
the ♦ions wliicli lay well in winter until 
tlie.\- liuvo liecome old enough to ilrop 
out as winter layers to a largo extent. 

AVo would tlieii have eggs from hens 
which had. been good winter layers. 
These would be fully mature and 
would furnish eggs strong in vitality. 
At tile ■.same time these hens would 
transmit to their progeny tlieir good 
qualities with' added vigor which comes 
fi'om full and perfect- maturity. 

TIio limit of profitable market Uiy- 
ing'comes. no doubt, at the end of their 
third summer. There arc exceptions 
to this rule and these exceptions 
should -be retained and used experi- 
mentally In the. foundation stock of 
strains of continuous layers. 

Aside from market auallties a hen 
may profitably/ be kept for. several 
years if she should happen to be an 
oxeeptionally good breeder. A hen 
wliicli;rcproduccs her own good points

SHOW HORSES 



Tho old time coolt lii advising her 
friends how, to make hare soup, ntiive- 
ly suggested that they should lirst 
"catch the hare." This advise may _ 
tnd those of the sires of her progeny 'well bo given -in connection witli the ' equals, but I do not advocate its use

In flj:tln'g;;'a" horse for siiow purposes 
considorahle'.' latitude must always bo 
allowed the . fltlor in regard to. the 
kinds apd quantity of food used.'Sdriie 
prefer cooked, food, whlio oth'era ! . of 
equal experience condemn It as not 
only unnecessary but dangerous.. My 
experience and ' observation indicate 
that , tho.best. results are got more 
promptly and rribre economically by 
giving tho .animal cooked or scalded 
food . once^.In;? tworityrfour hours, Init 
not oftene)-.*' ..Thbra is' ' a danger in 
feeding '/-cpol^ed.ifopd, too. . freiiueutly. 
It affeots/i^iUio'iJfidlgestlori,;^^ , causes 
colic..' '"Iv.tiave'j'secAr horses '. s'ho.wn in 
the "pMi ' of , ^c6'ndItiori'V\.wlipse food 
tor soirie' months prevlousl"y. consisted 
principally of oats, , bran "and ./;bblled: 
sugar beets. I hav.e. seen other horses 
In equally ..good condition that have 
received .no. cooked food whatever, but 
simply oats, bran and hay. A few, 
but (uiiy a r.>w, raw carrots fed llbcr- 
all.i- will prevent rather tiiun assist 
til" liorso getting into .show condition. 

Some csliibitors use molasses and 
various condiments freely a-nd succoss- 
full.v. I thinic- these also should he 
used judiciously mid In great moder 
ation. As a fatteiier corn has few

should be selected, and tlic anim.il 
trotted on it imniediately after being 
taken out, for tlie retison tlitit a sligb.t 
lameness u'lay disaiipear if ho be walk-^ 
ed some distance. Some dealers will 
knock a liorso about in a stall before 
taking iiim out, to remove such lame- 
ness. Tills practice., should always be 
looked upon as siisplcibus, , ; If the 
horsQ be frisky, ! he ' should be.. petted 
and cooled down and vary carefully 
led at a slow, easy jog, in order , that 
the examiner may have a fair chance. 
The horse' should b'6 trotted straight 
away from and straight back towards 
tiie observer, and It may bo necessary 
to do tills ■ repeatedly; but In most 
cases, where an animal's gait Is sucli 
that tho ■ examiner Is not quite able 
to decide 'vvhet'her 'or not he is going 
lame. It Is safer to give lameness 'the 
benefit of tho doubt,' and decide that 
lie is not sound. . It Is' ifo'sslble a per- 
fectly sound 'horso' may have a pecul- 
iarity- of gait that leads tho examiner 
to suspect lameness, but such is rare- 
ly met with and animals with such 
peculiarities are undesirable. 'Hoiico, 
where tiny well-grounded suspicion 
exists, it is better 'to take no ciiances. 
However, if tlie examiner cannot de- 
cide in a few trials whetiier or not 
lameness exists and lie wishes to lia->'e 
further tcst.s, it is better lo put Ihv 
Iiorse back in tlio stable and allow 
him to stand at rest for a few hoiir.s^ 
.IS exorcise has a tendency to lessen' 
tuid in some cases entirely remove tho 
lameness. After Having stood al ease 
for some time, ho may again be laivoii 
out, and If the action still be sus- 
picious, he should be condemned. In 
cases of very slight lameness, espcc- 
iiilly in front, it may be necessary to 
put a man on tlie liorse's bticlc, as the 
■weight may cause a manifestation of 
lameness tliat witliuut it may not be 
(pi lie evident. In most cases, how- 
e\'er, tills is not necessary, and If the 
.•ininial be a .-spirited one it often do- 
feats Its own object. 

Ill some eases lameness is m.ini- 
fested only after sharn woric, and it is 
ncccs.-!ar.\' to give llie aiiiiiiiil a few 
miles' sharp trot or gallop, tying liim 
in a stall until he cools off. U'lien 
t.'iken out of the stable and trotted ;if- 
ter such a test, lameness, if prtviont, 
will do detectable. It is onl 
suspicion exists that such a test 
necossar.N', ay in cases of badly formed 
liocks, .splints near the l<nce, or some 
suspicious alttu'ation of structure in 
any part of the lliiilj, fir in cases whci'c 
tliere is "pointing" when at rest. 

'J'lie gait alone is sometimes suffi- 
cient to iletermine the seat of lameness, 
and in some cases is tlio onl.v guide; 
but it is a good rule, and one that 
should never be neglected, to examine 
the wliolo ilmlj wliile the animal is 
at rest. l?y tlie latter method wo dis- 
cern lameness by positive ;ind ncga 
tive signs. ' For .example, if tliere be 
lieat, pain, or .jewelling In any part of 
the limb, discoverable by manipul 
tion, the evidence Is positive that tlie 
cause is in sucli a part; but If, on the 
contrary, there la neither pain,' lieat 
nor swelling in the limb, nothing in 
tlie superficial parts of tlie foot to ac- 
count for the lameness, wo must con- 
clude that It Is deep-seated in tlio foot, 
or In some. part of.,. tho limb thickly 
covered by. " healthy'; tissue, and wo 
must arrive at conclusions by negative 
symptoms, assisted by peculiarities of 
gait. 

Jjaiiieiiess may bo caused by a sjiraiu 
of a ligament, tendon or muscular tis- 
sue; by fracture; diseased bono or 
cartilage; morbid conditions of tiie 
skin; nerve and other tumors; plugg- 
ing of arteries; uccidonts, as jiricks in 
slioeing, treads, ulcers, rheumutism, 
etc.— "Whip." 




tho calf takes to it.' In eating It dry 
or practicali.v so, tlie youngster Is 
bound to digest and assimilate it thor- 
oughly, and no scouring results. 

One' of the simplest and quickest pre- 
ventives that Wo • know of, for calves 
just beginning to scour a little. Is tho 
addition of a small, amount of lime- 
water to the milk, about a teaspoonful 
of lime being used per calf. If used 
at the beginning of the trouble, this 
will usually prevent Us development. 
It pays to keep a careful watch to note 
any tendency to scouring, that It may 
be checked at once. 

For a bad case of this kind the rem- 
edy outlined by Prof. R. S. Shaw of 
the Michigan Experiment station gives 
good rosiiits. He suys: 

"One of the best things tliat wo 
liavo used, and are now using almost 
altogether, witli which to siipiu-ess. out- 
breaks of calf scours, is it mixture of 
tincture of rliub.'irb, camphor and 
opium, o'liuil parts in hot water, .about 
a teaspoonful. One of tlie most in- 
teresting discoveries I Iiavo ever seen 
was about tliree weeks ago, in the case 
of a Ctilf tliat scoured and was so 
nearly gone that his feet were stretch- 
ed out cold and stiff, and there was 
ovcr.\' symiitoni of death. The calf 
was twice treated in the way describ- 
ed, then wa.s fed with raw eggs and 
milk oecasloiially and lie recovered. 
Ho was the sickest calf I ever saw, so 
sick that liis iiair_;ill came off after 
a week or ten days, but lie is one of 
the best feeders wc have in the buncli 
today." — Nor' West Farmer.

SCOURS IN CALVES 

I'niess one is very careful, ctilves 
th:U are being raised by liand are al- 
most sure, at some lime (Inriiig the 
sea.son, to suffer from an attack of 
scours, wliieh, if not chei.'ked, becomes 
chronic. The growth of the young- 
sters h; liound to l.ie hlndereil" for a 
longer or shorter time, according to 
the duration .of the n-\alail\. flveryoiio 
recognizes tliat tlie cause of scmirs 
111 ,\oung cal\-es is not to be attribut- 
ed primarily to tho feeding of .skim- 
millc, but to errors in feeding and in 
managenient. 

Tills trouble may be induced by a 
eliiil c\\\c to exiirisuro in ;l cold i"aiii 



The value of a dip depends first up- 
on its efficiency In destroying para- 
sites; second upon its non-irritating 
effects; third the ease of preparation 
iiiid apiilication, and fourth the cost. 
There tiro only two satisfactory me- 
when j lliods of treating aiiimiils with a dip. 
Tile first is Imiid treating, where tlio 
number of animals are few and easy 
to liiindic. in liand treating tho ani- 
mal the dip is applied with scrubbing- 
brushes, sponges, etc., and all parts of 
the body liable to Infection '^liouid then 
be thoroughly and vigorously mbbed. 
if hand treating Is properly perforrried 
it is an exeeliont method. 

Tlic second metliod consists of im- 
mersing tlio diseased tmlmals in tlio 
dipping solution. Tliere are two forms 
of vats in u,se for this purpose. Tho 
cage vat is designed for comparatively 
few cattle. As its name implies, it 
consists of a cage in whicli tlio animal 
is placed and then lowered into a vat 
containing the dip. 'Wliere a large 
number of animals are to bo dipped, 
the swimming vat is very popular. The 
animals arp forced to. pass tlirougli the 
vat, wlilch contains . 'suaiciciit dip to 
completely immerse .'tbom wliei they 
plunge into tho solution. 

Tlie coal-tar dijis are made from 
some of the products of the distillation 
of coal-tar. Wiien mixed with water 
tiiey form a milky emulsion, having. a 
strong odor of coal-tar. A point in 
favor of tlicse products is ease of pre- 
paration, wliile ail objection is tile cost. 
Some of the coal-tar dips -seem to vai-y 
in strength, juiiging from the irritating 
effect upon tlio cattle. Several, times 
while di])ping cattle with a; 1 to - 35 
coal-tar dip used warm, the fli'dt.cdttle 
dipped 'would bo greatly Irritated, while 
after one. or more hours o£ dipping the 
cattle seemed little aileclod. Another 
objection to coa:i-tar dips Is their odor. 
In dipping cows with calves, the cowa 
have great difficulty In finding tlieir 
calves, as the powerful odor of tho dip 
renders It Impossible for, a cow to. re- 
cognize her calf by. the sense of smell. 
It often becomes nece'ssary In dipping 
lango cows and cal'vesUo dip them In 
small bunches and hold them together 
until tliey can find their calves. This 
same dllficiilty occurs with llfne and 
siiliiliur dip, but to a. much loss extent. 
A iioiiit in I'tivtn- of the coal-tar pre- 
liaratioiis is that they can be used cold, 
but all dips seem to bo greatly in- 
crea.sed in efficiency wiien used warm. 

A number of experiments in the pre- 
paration of lime and sulphur were 
nade, with the result that thorough

LAMENESS IN HORSES 



calves by hand on skim milk it Is ne- 
cessary lo be careful as to cleanliness, 
dr.\ness and temperature. 

A I first the calf uses only tho .fourth 
stomach, whieih Is easily upset, for 
digesting its food. AVe have tho best 
success by feeding tho calf as nearly 
as jiosslbio as it would feed from its 
dam, getting a little nourishment often, 
<ind always at llie .same temperature. 
Have tiie milk sweet and about blood 
warm, not now and then but ail the 
time. l'"eed regularly and In small 
amounts. .\u over-feed is sure to 
liring on trouble. Don't imagine thiit 
sklui milk is poor stuff and you must 
make up by leeding a large quantity, 
ll contains all that a calf needs excciil 
■a. little fat, and tiial can he put In b- 
adding some fiax-seeil jelly. , 

The pail should bo clean. If sour 
milk has filled the seams, bacteria are 
tliere In force, and will do ' their part 
in deranging the calf '.s digestion.' The 
pen, while -the calves are in it, shoul 
bo clean and dry, apd the calves aro 
the. bettor for being able to, got into 
direct .'^unsiiine, though of course shei 
ter- should be provided for the liot days 
of summer. 

In spite of apparently caroCuI pre- 
cautions, liowevcr, calves will some- 
times begin scouring, and the quicker 
tlio trouble Is checked, tho more money 
Is saved.

Tlie coal-tar preparations,, in addi- 
tion lo being used as par.Toiticides, 
hiive become very popular disinfectants 
in liospitals. During the past two 
.\oais large quantities of the following 
coal-tar iiropuralions have boon donat- 
ed the veterinary doiiartmeiit ICnnsas 
Slate /U?ricuitura! College; Zenoleuni, 
( !liloro-NaiihlhoIeiim, Kreso, Crem.dlne 
iiiid Car-Sui. These preparations ha\'« 
liecn used witli good success on ail 
open wounds, where a, dlsInfectHut was 
Indicat^fl. In poll c\ll and fistulous 
withers they have been extereiiielv val- 
uable, owing to the fad that in "addi- 
lion Ifi their jiower as a germicide they 
lia\-(- been rierfectiy sate to place in tho 
hands of persons? not- accustomed to 
handling drugs, becau.se of their non- 
poisonous nature. They liavo been 
found quite efficient when used in 3 
per cent, solution, being much more 
valuable than carliolic acid of former 
years. Tlio coal-tar products will not 
corrode tlie 'surgical inslrumonts, .al- 
thougli some of them mix bettor with' 
water than others.

"T. St. P.," writing in the, Winnipeg 
Freo Press, says: . 

Last spring numerous bodies of pros- 
pectors left Edmonton mysteriously 
for the mountal;> passes loading into 
northern British Columbia. Some of 
them fire still out, whilst others who 
have returned maininia a discreet sil- 
ence after the nianiicr of prospootors 
who have not yet matured tlioir plans. 
This was only tl;e setiuel to the .son- 
sational discoveries raade by the fir.st 
survoyor-s who went out in ISOn and the 
cxcltoniont over since has boi^ii con- 
tinuous thoufc'h Bupprosaed. These re- 
port.^ of rich finds of gold and also of 
coal, along with the afjrlcultural iiossl- 
billtica in the Uritish Columbia jiorlion 
of the Peace river valley Induced the 
government of ciiat province to send 
the provincial mineralogist wltli a party 
o( explorers to that district during tlio 
summer of 1906. The route chosen was 
UP Slceena river from Essintjton on the 
coast to Hazelton, thenco by pack 
trft}a,.tp, BalJlao lake, Stuart lake, Fort 
St/'Jianies,' PortMcLoDd, from which 
Pea6e.rjv6r jai)4 Ita tributaries were ex- 
plored to Peacfi River Crossing. Thence 
the explorers made their way to Ed- 
monton by routes whlph are already 
familiar. The autliontic report of this 
exploration which followed at no great 
distance the route of the G. T. P. aorois 
British Columbia is now first laid be-, 
fore the public. Side trips were mado 
to Jloborly lake and Pino river dis- 
tricts and the i'ouco Coupe 
prairie. . 

On the Babine Range 

Spoalclng of mineral possibilities Mr. 
Robertson leader of the expedition says 
th^t the Babine range of mountains 
which runs from the southern shore 
of Che lake have only begun to be pros- 
pected, but at the same time there 
were a number of claims staked, which 
produced at least samples of copper, 
silver and gold ore that indicated pos- 
sibillcies and lead to the hope of greater 
things in the future. The Peace river 
formed by the confluence of tlio Parsnip 
and Finlay rivers derives from the lat- 
ter tributary wasli from a district in 
which placer gold has already been 
I'ound in considerable (luantitie.s. Con- 
sequently as might 1)0 expected, the 
bed of die I'eaco river shows black 
sand and indications of placer koKj 
throughout its explored leuKlh, soiiio 
of the bars giving "colors" qnlte suf- 
ficient to prospect for dredging or 
steaui-shovol ground. The bars of the 
Peace river are foiind to be free from 



boulders oC any considerablo size, a 
fact which should KroMtlj- tavor dredg- 
ing- oneratlnns. These reniarks apply 
lint only rn (p.e bed of the present 
river, but also lo the banks of the 
• river, u'iiicii were al one liino the bars 
in the greater valley of the ancient 
river. 

Coal and Timber 

In the'fo'ot hlll/as far a's-the 'canyon, 
some:\75ijnWa''tb>.,lhe 'east,fMi% 
son :.b'el}eveSf\cb41^may developed at 
inany, p6lntW:f^'lJp;: to. the present time 
the whole'; district- to" the east of the 
mountains has been a government re- 
serve, ao tliltit no coal or other land 
might be staked or recorded there, 
wliich flu-t has prevented the district 
from being pre-empted or settled. A 
few jjrospectors located and staked 
coal Iiiiids In the vicinity of the can- 
ynii, hut as a record of tb.eso claims 
was refused by the provincial proverii- 
ment, the jin)speclors and those Inter- 
ested nre extremely reticent as to their 
finds hopinff to re-slake as soon as 
the reserve is opened. The coal found 
is bituiniiious' of very fair nuality. 
Some illstnnce east of tlie canyon and 
south of the I'eace river, coal 1ms been 
reported of Rood qualitw As Hoon ;is 
railway trans[)nrtalioii is estiibllsliod 
it is thnuKht that workable deposits 
will be developed. The timlifir ht the 
dl.-itrlct traversed doo3 ■■ not Compare 
with the giant trees of tlio- coast. It is 
spruce, hemlock, pal;sam and Jack pine, 
from 12 to 24 li\ches in, diameter. Fpr-i 
est fires have done groat damage, but 
there is a new growth. There are also 
large cottonwood trees on tlio Parsnip 
river. 

Agricultural Lands 
'I'o the west of the rtockies agricul- 
tural lauds wen.' not feiind in large 
blocks as a rule, although valu;ili!e 
stri|is of CHiisicleriilde area were scfii. 
The imrili shori' oi" Babine kike offers 
a quantity of very good land, wlilch 
extends forty miles along the lake and 
supiiorted a mugniliccnt crop of wild 
hay, whllq the stock of tho Indians 
found good grazing further back. The 
soil Is a clayey lonm; the slope from 
tho lake Is gradual, with a southern 
exposure, and would support grain of 
all sorts as well as vegetables. Uabine 
lake Is on about the same latitude as 
Lesser Slave lake, but much nearer to 
the projjosed I'ailway, as also Stuart 
lal;e, which offers a eonslilerablo area 
of fine land t.i tliu southeast. 

W'lieii oiioe.the mountains are passed 
tho Peace river valley to the eastern 
boundaries lOf : the- province Jvre des- 
scribed as flpo-pralrle bench land, easy 



to clear, with a sufficient supply of 
moisture and water for stock. 

"Of this largo area, of land, which 
will sonic day he utili/;ed for fanning," 
says the not ever oiuiinistic Mr. Ito- 
bertson, "the choicest parts were seen 
around tlie ends of .Moberly lake, tho 
former about -lO miles long by 25 miles 
wide, a solid block of tine rolling prair- 
ie, clear of trees and covered with 
grass suitable for hay, well watered 
and with splendid soil. This Is pro- 
balily tho largest solid block of farm- 
ing land in IBrltish Columbia." Yet 
there; aio no settlenienis e.\-cept tho 
isolated pii.'^ts nf the Hudson's Bay 
conipaii\-, which are priiuarlly fnr- 
trafling post.'i, agrieullure being only a 
matter of Inclination with the factor. 
Mr. Robertson estimates that the oll- 
iiiato compares very favorably with 
that of the province of Quebec and 
that fruit could be easily grown as well 
as cereals. 

Vastness of Country 

But wo have ill this report a gllnipse 
of only a very small portion of the 
practically unexplored parts of r(ritl;;li 
Columbia, which are known mainly to 
the world bv the names of tho mining 
divisions. ■! he bouiularles ot ininiug 
divisions in IJrlti.ih (. ohinil'ia generally 
tollow tho height ol land sei)arating 
watersheds. A glance at the map will 
show that while in ascending from 
Donald tlic C.l^.I^. approaches tho 52nd 
degree o£ north latitude,' It Immediate- 
ly turns southward until It runs along 
tho Fraser river within fewmlles of 
the American boundary..' -.The southern 
districts nro/Rmall; ghowlng;at,once the 
comparative density of 'population and 
tho Industrial activity about >'whloh so 
much has boon written. A: ready . ld't<a 
of the condition of the country may bo 
gatl'.erert from the fact that the far- 
thest north reached by a wagon is 
Harkerville, ini the siiuthern edge of 
the Cariboo district, leaving more than 
half of tho province, a territory of 
300,000 square miles In area, without 
better means of Internal communica- 
tion than the trail ;tnd the canoe. It 
is neeiiless to say that the search in 
this region has been so far mainly for 
the precious metals, ami it is to the 
rep(n't of tlie minister of mines for Bri- 
tish (Columbia, tlio latest of which is 
just to hand, tliat one must turn for 
Information on the present productive 
capacity of this vast territory. 
Gold Production

Canadian Iron and Steel 



A correspondent of the London 
Times writes as follows in tlio En- 
gineering supplement: 

Since Ma.y last three new iron and 
■-itoel plants Iiiive Ikhmi got to v/ork in 
AVeslrn Canada — In Ontario and Mani- 
toba. The most western of the three, 
and the most recent to coiiio into ser- 
vice, is tlie rolling mill at Winnipeg. 
Hitlierto there have been no iron roll- 
ing mills west of Haniilton, Ontario. 
Tile new mill at Winnipeg has a 
soniewhnt Interesting liislory. Tlie mill 
and the puddling furnace there were 
ni)t erected by an Iron manufacturing 
(■■inipany as ia usually the ca.'ie In en- 
tctrprl.-ies of this sort, but by a To- 
ronto capitalist not previously asso- 
ciated with tho Iron trade, who had 
been impressed with the enormous 
amount of scrap iron' that was con- 
stantly accumulating west of the 
Lakes, for which there was no Can- 
adian market nearer than Sault Stet 
Marie, Hamilton, or Montreal. Ho 
realized that mpst of this scrap iron 
was practically worthless owing to the 
rail and water trai^sport charges in- 
cident to shipping it to tlie blast fur- 
naces or puddling iilanis east of tho 
L.-ikes. Tie acconlingl.v secured ti site 
adjacent to tlu; Canadian Pacillc Rail- 
way company's l.icomotivo shops at 
■WInnliieg, and installed a puddling 
lilaut and a iiu>rchaiu mill, k'nr soinii 
months the new plant stood Idle; but 
in tlH" autumn of 190(! ,a group of 
practical men in tlie Iron trade at 
iCrie, Pennsyh'auia. organized them- 
selves as the Manitoba Iron Uollin.g 
Jlills compan.v, secured incorporation 
under (Jnnadiaii law, and in June last 
the puddling furnace and the mill were 
got to work. 

Coal Is high in price in all the 
Manitol.iii cities; wages also are high- 
er tlinii at tho Canadl.'in iron and 
steel plant.3 east of the Great Lakes.

a ton. The third of the' new plants Is 
at Welland, Ontario. There are three 
open hearth furnaces at 'Welland, two 
of 25 tons, capacity and one of , 20 tons, 
wbieh up; to.; the present liaye been 
using pig" Iron imiforted froni Great 
Britain. This plant is owned by the 
Ontario .Steel coin]iany, whicii is man- 
ufacturin.g tlio smaller size.? of stool 
rails sucli as are used in machine 
shops and In wareliouses In which 
heavy goods aro handled, and smaller 
sizes of structural steel. 

Production of the Several Plants. 

Although the Canadian Iron and 
Btcel Industry lia's developed so largely 
since 1807, when the Liberal govern- 
ment renewed the bounty legislation 
which the Conservative government 
had first enacted in 1883, there is, as 
yet, in Canada no iron and steel asso- 
ciation such as that which for so long 
has had its headqyarters in Philadel- 
phia, and has collected 'dtatlstlcs and 
data concerning tho industry In the 
United States. At tho present time 
the Dominion government is paying 
out bounties at tho rate of two-aml-n- 
halC to three million dollars a year on 
tho production of iron and steel; but 
at Ott.awa tliere Is, as yet, no depart- 
ment charged witii tho duty of col- 
leetin.g ."Statistics as to furnace c.'ipa- 
cit,\-, or as to tlie output of the iron 
and steel plant.^, except as regards the 
products that aro on the bnunty list. 
Tlie statistics ot furnace capacity giviui 
below nia.v, however, 1 Ihiiik, bo taken 
as accurate, as I liavo been at much 
trouble in cnllecting and verifying 
tlieni. Tlie.v show the productive cajia- 
clty nf all the Canadian plants at work 
on .luly 1. Note is also taken of the 
additions wliicli^.aro being made to 
furiinco capacit.v. .J No account, how- 
ever. Is taken in thcso ligures of tho 
new puddling plant and tho now roll- 
ing mill at- Winnipeg, or of the two 
.^Ihillar, larger plants In Montreal— one 
of 150 tonB'*fcapacltjr and the other of 
about 130 tons capacity — becauso nt 
tlioso plants Iron or steel In tho shape 
of pl.g and scrap nnd billets Is only be- 
ing carried a stage further in" the 
process of manufacture. Nono ot thcso 
tliree plants adds In the ordinary 
meaning of the term to the primary 
furnace capacity of the Dominion. 

Dominion Iron and Steel Company, 
Sydney, Cape Breton. — Four blast fur- 
naces, with a combined capacity of 
1,100 tons a day; ten opon-hearth fur- 
naces, with- combined capacity or 800 
tons; and tivo Bessemer converters, 
reconlly added, for the Ireatmont of 
iron for 0|ien-hea,rtli firactico. All the 
steel produced here Is iiseil nt tho 
company's rail and wire-rod mills. 

Nova Scotia Steel and Coal Com- 
pany, .Sydney i\Unes. — Ono lilast fur- 
nace ot 2.10 t.ins capacity and four 
opi'n-b(>artli furnaces, with a cninblned 
capacit.v of l.''iO tons, Tlu) products of 
these furnaces aj, Sydney Mines are 
sent on to Now Clasgow'for Inter pro- 
cesses, whore the Nova Scotia Com- 
pany has rolling mills, and also open- 
hearth furnaces of smaller- capacity 
than thoje at Sydney Mines. At Per- 
rona, which la practically a suburb of 
Now Glasgow, the NoVa Scotia Com- 
pany has a blast fiirnace of 125 tons 
capacity; but it has been out of blast 
slnco the early summer of 1905, when 
the new and much larger furnace was

Ontarlo.T— There aro 
now in service two blast furnaces of a 
combined capacity of BOO tons a day, 
and two Bessemer converter.? With a 
combined capacity ot 050 tons. -Ever 
since tlio rail mill began work In Juno, 
1905, tho Algoma Company lias been 
buying pig-Iron to supplement the 
output of thcso two furnaces. A ne-w 
blast furnace of 400 tons capacity Is, 
however, now in construction, anil 
four new open hearth furnaces of a 
combined capacity of 150 tons aro al-' 
most ready for work. This Is tho se- 
cond large.= t iron ;nid steel plant In cho 
Dominion, ;ind wlien tho Third blast 
ftirnacn is in operation the furnace ca- 
pacitj- of this western plant will bo 
v.dthiii 100 tons a day of that of the 
Dominion Iron .and Steel Coni]i,any. 

Htimillon Steel and Iron Company, 
Hamilton, Ontario. — Ono blast furnaco 
ot 150 tons capiacity nt work; ono 
blast furnace nf 250 tons under con • 
striiction; and four 15-ton open hearth 
furnaces. All the furnaco product is 
used at tho company's rnlling mills. 

Canada Iron Company (BImlted), 
Midland, Georgian Bay, Ontario, — One 
lilast furnai^o of a capacity of 125 tons 
per da.v. A second furnaco of 200 to 
2.'iO tons capacit.v is shortly to bo add- 
ed. Most nf the pig-iron mado hero 
Is s.ild to the Sanit Ste, JIarie Com- 
pany for use in the cupolas at tho 
Bessemor plant. There are no open 
hearth furnaces or any equipment ad- 
ditioiml to liio blast furnaces. 

Onttirlo Iron and .Steel Company, 
AA'elland, Ontario. — Two 25-lon open 
hciirth furnaces .and ono 20- ton open 
hearth furnace. A furnace for smelt- 
ing oro by Bicctrlcity fr.im Niagara is 
to bo built at M''elland, but hy a com- 
pany with no clpse association with 
the Ontario Iron and Steel Company, 
De.->eronto Iron Company, Dosnronto, 
Ontario.

Canada Iron Furnaco Comptiny 
(Limited), Radnor Forges, Quebec. — • 
Ono blast furnace using charcoal ns 
fuel; capacity 25 to 30 tons a day. 

Tho total capacity of Canadian blast 
furnaces In the active list at tho time 
.3f writing Is 2,3X5 tons a. day. Tho 
capacity of furnticos no\v planned or 
under construction is 1,100 tons a. day; 
iind the only idio furntico anywhere in 
tho Dominion Is that tit Forrona, 
Nova ScotiiX, which i,-? of 125 tons ca- 
pacity. Tin- re i,-i an idle open hearth 
plant and rolling mill at f loliingwood, 
Ontario; but it was a, second-hand 
erpiipment, iniportetl from Indiana, set 
up !it Colllngwood apparently to s.;- 
ciire a mnnlclpal bonus, nnd It has 
never for Lmg been on tlie effect Ivo 
list of Canadian plants. Kxcoptlng the 
Londonderrj- and Drummoudsvlllo fur- 
naces, all tho plants named in tho 
foregoing list have been Installed slnco 
the ]:,ilberal 'governnient In 1897 adopt- 
ed tho national policy of the Con.torva- 
tlves, and continued and extended tho 
range of bounties payable from tho 
Dominion Treasury on iron and ateel 
products.

The design of this 
simply (.onslsts of a monogram fram- 
ed in s|)rays of graceful May blossoms, 
snrmounied by the Princess's heraldii' 
crown and (he Prince of Wales's fea- 
thers. 'I'lie Duchess of Connaught 
nlso favor.s tho monogram type of 
bookplate, but the design not only In- 
troduces tlie Roy.al ducal crown, but 
also, doubtless out of comiilimcnt to 
the Duke's marlial career, a wreath 
of laurels; -wlulc the whole is gather- 
ed into a Chippendale frame.

The Earl of Radnor lias gone un- 
der canvas iyvlth;^ too; corps -of;- which 



ho is colonel, the 1st AViltshIro volun- 
teers, and Lord Rodney is living in 
ea.mp -willi his eorijs of cadets, which 
he trains, provides nnifornis for, and 
generally .-iuperintends, Lord Riidnor, 
who was last .Tuly, was oni' of the 
lirst Al, P.'s 'to volunteer ten- South 
Africa as captain of the \ViltshireB.

Mis stately 
and lieautiful ^N'iltshire home, J.ong- 
ford Castle, is built on a Iriaii^'le, with 
a tower at each corner symbolizing liie 
Ti'liilty. U was the late earl's invari- 
able custom to bow three times to 
these towers, but when lie died in 
I'.lOO he carried tho secret of this ob- 
servance with him. With tho aid of 
spiritualism the present Lord Hadnor 
solved tne mystery. A trance medium 
gave tlio explanation tliat there was 
an old legend In the family which 
called upon the owner of Longford, 
"where'er ye be, turn and bow with 
Ijend.i full three, and call on tjin name 
of tno Trinitle, .or castle and landj 
will paos f rom- tlieo-" •:■ • ; f -.v^; 

Longford Castle contains,' In addition 

lo some very valuable pictures, a chair 
for wliicli fabulous sums havi' been of- 
fereil anil refused. lOxeculed in i\uK>- 
hurg in L'i74, this chair a marvel 
of inlricate steel w<u'k. It was pre- 
sented to tho l^mperor Rudolph the 
Second, but was carried off by the 
.-Swedes, and brought suhsoqnontly to 
l-higlaiul, where it was purchased by a 
former Lord Xtadnor at the end of the 
eigiiteenth century. It contains a hun- 
dred and thirty groups ilhistratlvo o£ 
the history o£ tho Roman Kmpiro from 
its rise after the destruction of Troy 
do\Vn to the date of the chair's manu- 
facture. '. 

Lord Rodney's Cadets. 

'J'he otlier "peer under canvas," Lord 
Ri)dnp\', is seventh holder of the bar- 
ony confi!rred on the fa:iioiis admiral 
and hero of St. Vincent a century and 
a cpiarlcr ago. The adiniral's feat in 
sinking seven Spani.3h ships and cap- 
turing a Spanish general brought Ills 
descoiidants a perpetual pension of 
.C 2,000 a year, which Lord Rodney noW 
enjoys. For several years his lordship 
held a commission in the 1st Life 
Guards, with whom he served in tho 
l^gypthi.n War, and was present at 
Kassassin and Tel-el-Kehlr. He also 
fought In the last Boer War In com- 
mand of an rmiierlal Yeonianry regi- 
ment. Lord Rodney is now' doing his 
country good .-iervico by training a 
corps of boy cadets, entirely at als 



own expense. Tn a lioiiie in the I'^a.-t- 
end ho feeds, cli,ihes, and educates 
tile boys, • teaching them trades and 
military dutii'S. Me has now gone 
witii tiicm into camp at ISenibridge, 
where ho is living with tliem under 
canva.j, ptirticlpating in the camp rou- 
tine and sharing the boy's simple ra- 
tions. 

Tho Duke of Ne\A'ca:itle, 

The Duke of Newcastle is leaving 
England at the end of tho v present 
month for one of his periodical visits 
to America. Tho Duke takes a keen 
Interest in all tlilngd American, and 
spends a great deal of his time among 
his many friends across the Atlantic. 
As Is well known, he Is a prominent 
High Churchman, and is one of the 
most serious-m ioded men in soiaety; 
but hf still liuds time to cultivate a 
few hobbies — amoiu; them being i)lio- 
tcj;<raphy and tiie study of gil)sy lore. 
He is exee'.Hlliigly \vealtliy, and suc- 
ceeded his fatlier" when a boy at Kton. 
It is not generall\- known that tho 
Duke's title Vias nothing to do witn 
Northumberland, -as it doe.^ not refer 
to the capttal sof . that country, but to 
Ncwcastlo-under-Lyne. The Duchess 
was a Miss Kathleen Candy, and Is 
noted far and wide a.-- a brilliant 
sportswoman. Ili-r husband's heir is 
Lord Henry I'^rancis Pelhain Clinton 
Hope, who was formerly married to 
Miss May Yohe. 

Lord Carrington. 

It will be good ne\.s t.. all who are 
interested in agriculture to learii that 
fjord (.'arrington has ln'come honorary 
l)r(>sli.ii.uit of the agricultural and li.ili- 
erie.^ section of the great I'ranco- 
]3ritish Exhibition Which is to Ik- op- 
ened at: Sheijherd'avBush next year. 
Few men In .England at the present 
time arc better acquainted with such 
matters than he, and his services at 
the exhibition should prove most val- 
uable. ].,ord Carrington is a many, 
■sided man who has seen ;i great deal 
of life, for he has been a. iiiemher of 
P;>rliament, a captain of the Royal 
llodyguanl, CiO\-i'ruor of X(>w Soutn 
"Wales, a member of the' London Coun- 
ty Council, and Lord Cliainlierlain of 
tho Household for the late Queen Vic- 
torl.a.

Dr. Ludwig Lazare Zameriiiolt, the 
inventor of Esperanto, who has been 
having .^uch a marked receiition at tai; 
Congress of Esporaiitists al Cam- 
bridge, is bv birth a Russian, and was 
h-.rn at Ryalistock in IS.'in. When 
iliiite a young man lie became Inter- 
ested in a uiiiversal language, owing to 
the racial hatred v.'liieli existed among 
the mixed jiopulatlon of his nativ.j 
place. Before lie put forwiird Esper. 
;into, however, he had practically com- 
pleted another language, but thh? did 
not appear very successful, and it was 
nut until 1SS7 that t^ie now. popular 
l-;speraiito was presented to the pnl'- 
11c Al first, like most innovations, 11 
met with but .scant attention, but, as 
Its merits began to be recomil/.ed, it 
quickly leaped Into fame, and its cle- 
ver inventor became a celebrity.

London Times; Professor J. W. 
Gregory, in 'his address, before the 
British association, observed that 190'? 
was the centenary year "of the Geolog- 
ical Society of London and indicated 
the great influence exercised by the 
society in establishing the principles 
of geological science and so bringing 
within the range of knowledge the 
main outlines of the geology of tho 
earth's surface. Then, showing tliat 
the centre of Interest was now shift- 
ing deeper Into the eartb, he explained 
that recent -work . strengthened the be- 
lief that the. earth consists' of ; a ball 
of iiick(d-lron surrounded by a stony 
crust, and discussed tho possible rela- 
tloiiK of this ((uestlon to pressing prob- 
lems of economic geolo.gy. 

Ill the coui-se of his address Profes- 
sor Gregory said that tlie fine self-re- 
straint wliieli iiulueed the founders of 
the Geological society to resirii-t its 
Work for awhile to ribsi r\-iii,t,' He- sur- 
face of the earth, had had its r.-w.-iril. 
The methods this societ.\- was f.iiiiided 
to emiiloy had been so wuh-ly used that 
wo now had geological maijs of a wi.ler 
area than was known to geo.graiibers 
of u centur.v ago. The general dlstrl- 
liution of all the rocks on the earth's 
surface had been discovered; most set- 
tled countries had been surveyed in 
some detail; the main outlines of the 
history of life on the earth had- been 
written and i-arried back almost as 
far as palaeoiitoIoKlsts wtu'e likely to 
go. There were doubtless fossilf.-rous 
areas still undiseovered in the "Ijaek 
blocks" of the world; hut, though ne- 
gative predictions v.-erc proverbially 
reelcless, it seeni-Ml probable that pal- 
aeont.dogy w-oiild not carry .geologi- 
cal history iiiaterially further back. But 
it was not surprising to find that the 
centre of geological interest was shift- 
ing to the deeper regions of the earth's 
crust and to the problems of. applied 
geology. 

The theory of the gaseous n,-;luila 
had been probably of more bindranee 
than help to geologists; its suceessiirs, 
the metooritie iiypothesis ef Loek.\-er 
■and the planet isni;il theory of ('ham- 
belin, v,-ere of fa r more pr.-ielii-al use to 
them, and gave a history ei' the ^vorlll 
consistent with the actual i'ei-iu-ils of 
geology. According to Sir Xorniaii 
Lockyer's meteoritlc hypothesis, neb- 
ulae comets and many .so enlled stars 
consisted of swarms of meteorites 
which, thougli normally cold and dark, 
wero heated by repeated coillHions, and 
so became luminous, Tliey might 
even bo volatill5ied, .Into g;lowing me- 
teoric vapor; buti . la .time this heat 
was dissipated, and tho force of grav- 
ity condensed a meteoric swarm into a 
single globo, Somo^ of the' swarms 
were, according to Lockyer, "truly 
members of the .solar system," ;iii(l 
somo of thein traveled around the sun 
in nearly circular orbits, like iilan- 
ots. They might be regarded as in- 
finitesimal planets, and so Chamberiin 
called them plnnotlsmal.s. The planet- 
Ismal theory was a development of 
the meteoric tlieor.v, and presented it 
in an especially attractive guise. It 
regarded meteorites as very sparsely 
distributed through space, and gravity 
ns powerless to collect them Into dense 
groups. So It ii.-ilgiied the parc-nlage 
of the solar. system to ,-i spir.il nebula 
comiJOHod of plaiietism.-i Is. and i-ee.-iril- 
ed the planets as formed from i<ii.iis 
in the nebula, where many plaiietis- 
mals had been coiicentrat.-d iie.ir the 
Intorsectlnns of their orbits. Tliese 
groups of meteorites, already as sidid 
a'l a swarm of bees, were then iiaelted 
closer by the Influence of gravity, .and 
the. contracting mass was heated by 
tho pressure, oven abovo the normal 
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meUlng point of the material, which 
was kept rigid by the weight of tlie 
overlying layers.- 

This planetismal hypothesis , v.fas not 
only consistent with, geological records, 
but also' with the:r:',";knbwn fact.^ 
as to :.the. - internal .^composition of the 
earth i.ana"'. the-; structure o'f- extra-ter- 
restrial bodies' as revealed by meteor- 
ites. Meteorites ' were of two main 
kinds — the meteoric Irons, which con- 
sisted of nickel iron, and stony meteor- 
ites, which were composed of basic 
minerals. Tlie earth appeared to con- 
sist of material similar to that of the 
two types of meteorites; hut whether 
the proportions of two materials in the 
cnrtli rejireseiited their iireporllons In 
other bodies and In meteoric swarms 
was problematical. The available evi- 
dence suggested tliat the stony me- 
teorites fell the more frequently on the 
earth, but the meteoric irons came in 
such large masses that they outbal- 
anced the showers of the smaller 
stones. The best est:il)li.-;hed fact 
.iTiout the interior of the .-.-ii-th \v.-is 
that its materials wi.^re iniieli heavier 
than those of its crust. The s|i(-i-ific 
-gravity of the earth as a whole was 
about ri.(i7; tne specific gi-a\-it,\- of liie 
materials of the crust niiglit be talien 
as about while that of the hea\'ier 
basic riK-ks was onl.\- about ;!-').

same mat.;-rial, and the internal mass 
was only heavier because it was com- 
pressed by the weight of the overlying 
crust. .\ccordiiig to the alternative 
or segre,c;a.lioii tlieor.v, the difference in 
deii.sity was exjilained aa due to a dif- 
ference In composition; the interior 
of Ihe earth was thought to he heavler 
owliig to the concentration of metals 
within it. Tile iirobablllty of this iiie- 
tallie interior had been advanced from 
se\ ere.l lilies ot evidence; and tho as- 
sumed metallic mas^ had received from 
I'osepny tho name. of the "barysphero," 
or h6avyrspher«i...',, ^According to this 
view the 'earth' was -essentially a liuge 
ball of . iron, which, like modern pro- 
jectiles, was hardened with nickel; and 
It was covered by 'a stony crust', the 
materials of which were primarily sep- 
arated from tho metallic mass, like tlit 
slag formed on a ball of solidifying 
iron in a puddling furnace. The phy- 
sical condition of the . rtaterlal was 
now of socondai'y interest, Tho old 
controversy as to whether tlie earth 
had a molten Interior inclosed within 
a solid shell had lost Its Importance, 
because It has become a mere matter 
of definition of terms. Tho facts 
which led geologists to believe that 
the Interior of the earth was fluid 
wero consistent with ihu.se whi, h 
proved that the earth was more rigid 
than a globe of steel, for under the 
Immenso pressure within the earth ihe 
materials could transmit vibrations 
and resist compression like a solid; 
but they could change their shape as 
easily as a fluid. Ail that the actiiiil 
ohscrvntlons proved and that geologl- 
(-,-il theories reiptired was that the m;i- 
terl.-il within the e.-irtli shiinld be in- 
I tensely hot, and that it Khimld Ho tiii- 
lier such overwhelmlmr pressure that it 
would as reailily i-naiige it;i form and 
lis (lUiekly fill up iin aeeessllile cavity

riod out from beginning . to end, and 
bo. responsible to tho consumer for the 
ultimata result obtained as regards ef- 
ficiency and suitability of the method 
adopted for the intended purpose. 
Kvery problem to which "the illuminat- 
ing englnoor directs his attention re- 
quires individual treatment. Its suc- 
cessful solution demands ' ingenuity, 
good Judgment, and artistic sense, no 
lens than a knowledge of engineering 
principles and* familiarity with tho 
various charaotorlstlo features oC tha 
different illumlnahts and accessories, 
l^or tho present the design of fixtures, 
electroliers, shades, and reflectors Is 
left In a largo measure to* manufac- 
turers, most of whom appear to give 
but little thought to securing ctnclency 
oC iUuminatlon. It is also a curious 
Ciiet to record that whereas tho me- 
thods of generation and distribution 
have constantly been studied, and Im- 
provenieiUs have been made, until a 
few yoar.s ago the improveniont In 
ilio citicloncy of lamps (\Vl;ere the 
greatest loss takes place) and the pro- 
per illununatlon of premises and 
streets have been grossly neglected. 
Tlie ])ropor placing of litnips is of the 
greatest importance, as it directly af- 
fects our sight. It is useless to deny 
that. In many places, tho lamps are 
hung In such positions 'as to become 



moat Irritating to tho syes. Going to 
tho other extreme, they may bo so 
densely shaded that the bulk of the 
light paid tor is mostly wasted. 

■\Vlth the advent of tlio new Improve- 
ment In the inanufacture oC incandes- 
cent eleetrio lamps, for which high ef- 
ficiencies nre claimed and which con- 
sumo about two- thirds less energy 
than the ordinary carbon incandescent 
Inmp.=5 giving the same Illumination, a 
new era in extending the use of elec- 
tricity for lighting purposes has been 
started. Tho economies to bo deriv- 
ed, however, from tho use of the 
lamp.s require careful calculation. The 
price of the lamp, tho duration o£ use- 
ful lite, and the prlco charged for; the 
current decide, to a certain extent,' the 
practical application of these new 
larnp.'^. 

Good lllumhiallon involves three es- 
sential point.s — till.' riu'ht quantity of 
light, the riglit niiallly of li.ijht, and, 
)noKt Important, iln^ right use of it. 
l''or a proper understanding of these 
three prime conditions one has to be 
specially trained. As mentioned be- 
fore. In present practice illumination 
is left too much to mere I'hance, It 
being nobody's buslncs,'! to look after 
It. Once tho installation Is finished 
the work and Interest of the contrac- 



tor cease, and tho uso, or rather the 
abuse, of the light Is left to the Inex- 
perienced consumer, without possess- 
ing any knowledge of how to uso It 
In the most economical manner. One 
of ; tho /useful occupations of the lllu- 
mlnatihg : engineer will, therefore, be 
■the" examination of lighting hills and 
•the determination of the rate o^ charge 
at which the current ought to be 
taken, .10 as to obtain tho most satis- 
factory results for his clients. If one 
considers tho onoi-iiious difference 
which, prevails in this country In tho 
methods of charging for the current 
supplied, sonietlnies even by the one 
and tho same company, one is not sur- 
prised to hear tliat tlio average con- 
sumer is more than bewildi.'red In 
choosing the rale at which ho Is to 
bo charged for the energy supplied 
for his individual retiiiircinents. 

Tho important rolo tills new spe- 
cialist the "llluniiiiatliig engineer" 
win liavo to play In llio near future 
ni.-iy perhaps be better understood if 
it is mentioned that the e.xpentllturo 
for lighting in this country is 
estimated to exceed ,C 3G,000,000 
per annum. To make a conservative 
estimate , about 10 per cent conid easily 
he saved by projicrly lool;.iiig Into this 
matter, so that .C ;i, (100,000 could bo 
turned, to better advantage and more 



satisfactory Illumination be obtained. 

Tho writer's experience shows that 
It has bcerj possible to reduce the hills 
of somo clients more than 30 per cent 
without In any way reducing the 
amount of Illumination required for 
their puriioses. Tho question may be 
asl'od, where will the illuminating en- 
gineers bo found? It must be con- 
fessed that for the present their num- 
ber Is somewhat limited and that the 
programme of education at most of the 
technical schools does not seem to In- 
oludo special courses to educate the 
would-be engineer in the iirnctical ap- 
plication of . the science and art of 11- 
Jumlnatlon, but It is understood that 
more attention will be paid In the 
near Cutiiro to this new branch of 
speeiailxatlon. The effect that the 
color of tho wall-papers or the deco- 
rations and furniture will have upon 
the ultimate result of Illumination will 
also have to bo properly studied. 
Everywhere one can see cases of 
faulty llhiniination on accnnnt of ne.t;- 
'■■(■tlng some of the simplest prlnciiile;: 
of the science and art of illumination; 
It Is, tlierofore, very essential that 
each case should bo treated carefully. 
Often one hears that a certain method 
01' Illumination was condemned by be- 
ing responsible for much damage done 
to tho eyes; it may be pointed out 



that tho fault docs; not Ho with the 
system arlopted, but I.1 mostly duo to 
the wrorjg distribution and location oC 
the soureo of light. Tho writer knows 
of cases where, by the removal of tho 
source from the field of vision, all tho 
evil has been not only removed, but 
a comt'ortablo lllinulnatlon produced. 
'It Is very Important for tho comfort 
of our o.ves to reduce tho Intrinsic bril- 
liancy of light sources, and In parti- 
cular of such sources as are necessar- 
ily put in tho ordinary field of vision. 
The experience which has beon gained 
la the United States with tho intro- 
duction of thisn ew .specialist, after a 
personal Inquiry niadu during a recent 
visit there. Indicates to the writer 
that not only is the opposition, , raised ii 
by the architect and the geriorattcpn4(,: 
suiting engineer, banished, but the ser-l '! 
vices of tho illuminating engineer have 
received .great recognition, and are 
dally givwlng with tho extensive ap- 
plication of tho scientific principles of 
the art and science of illuminating en- 
glncering. It may bo of Interest to 
mentlo that early last year a spoclal 
society was founded In Now York un- 
der tho nanio of tho "Illuminating En- 
gineering Society," which, although It 
started with only 89 members, has 
grown to over'1,000, and there are five 
branches established. 




"Ought wo to attempt to prolong 
human life?" This question serves as 
a chapter heading in Professor Met- 
chnlkofrs newly published book. In 
these essays, which ho qulto justly 
describes as "optimistic," ho gathers 
together an Immense number of facts 
regarding tho causes of senility. His 
studies are profoundly interesting, 
since .they show by what means the 
distressing clrcumstaces of old ago 
can be modified and bow to repair the 
ravages of the j-cirs. 

His Initial (pu/si ion— "Ought we to 
attempt to ijiolnn.g liuman life'.'" — 
merits exam inat inn, for tho evidence 
doesn't seem to warrant ;in affirniativo 
reply. Tho problem Involves Import- 
ant social considerations and ■ Others 
bearing directly upon tho \yelfar'6 of 
tho iiullvldual. 

Old jieople who have not succeeded, 
in the course of their active years, in 
provUling lor the day,^=i of their decline 
are a heavy bujrden upon their .'families 
and upon the state. In France 'sta*- 
istics'show that there exist about two 
million persons above the ago of sev- 
enty, and their ni.-iinteanoa repre- 
sents a sum of l.-iO.OUO.OOO francs a 
year. If we .■should succeed In aug- 
ineniing the already aot.able number 
of centenarians tho budgetary diffi- 
culties would be still further incrcirsod. 

. Sotting asiilo. sentiment and taking 
the juirel.N' utilitarian point of view, 
it is certain that we sliould gain noth- 



ing by enlarging the number of the 
social zeros who are In a state of de- 
creptitude and burdened with infirmi- 
ties. 

But tho problem cannot, be stated 
thus. If ever wo succeed in prolong- 
ing human life, it will be by eradicat- 
in;- the evils that make a man old 
before his time. Under those condi- 
tions, he win conserve his Intelligcnco 
and his aptitude for work, and society 
will be tho gainer, since society will 
put .a man upon the retired list much 
later and . will for. a . much longer time 
be able to. ut}lize . talents reenforcod by 
the experiences of a long life. 

In. all ages men !;;ive sou.ijht to .at- 
tain this end. Al. Iteville, anioiif,' 
other.s, tells how in China tho em- 
perors of the Tcheng dynasty gave 
their royal patronage to an immortali- 
ty concoction containing, it would ap- 
pear, mercury, arsenic, potash and 
mother-of-pearl — In short, substancca 
whoso action Is that of a powerful 
tonic. He adds that according to tra- 
dition, "when you had swallowed the 
medicine, you were transformed Into 
cranes and In this form you could rise 
to the very abodes of tho genii and 
share their habitations." 

! During the Middle Age.-s and In mo- 
dern llmoa a large number of drugs 
ha\'o been recommendod. Cagllostro's 
elixir of long life was an Immenno 
succc.-vs. Of. iate years tho question 
has been taken up in a more scienti- 
fic way by a very distinguished phy- 



siologist. Browii-Sequard's experi- 
ments haven't yielded all tho results 
their promoter hoped for, but they 
have served .as a point of departure 
for researches and studios that liave 
contributed to the jirogress of phsl- 
ology by turning Its efforts Into a 
channel where Important practical re- 
sults have been obtained. 

It Is from this method th.at physl- 
eiaiis h.ave derived their ideas regard- 
ing the injection of artificial serums, 
which under certain circumstances 
produce ,wpnder£ul effects; and one 
rhay say ^thtft^';' although It Is by no 
moans a universal panacea, It contl- 
tutes a step of progress in tho art of 
prolonging human life. 

And how do the Injections work? 
By stlmulatUng nutrition, by restoring 
the equilibrium of the nervous system, 
by bringing arterial pressure b.ack to 
tho normal, and by augmenting the 
system's defence against tho calca- 
reous incrustations that assail tho ves- 
sels and organ.s and are .^.tho ^ stigmata 
of premature old O-SO'^^'^i^j^i^^/':/^^,' 

This thickening of the walls of tho 
arteries Is not inevitable; it is not, as 
has been believed, a necessary evil. 
Professor Metchnlkoff tells us that a 
woman who has just died at NeuUly, 
at the age of one hundred and .six, 
sliowcil no trace of thi.s affection, and 
that the arterial pressure had not In- 
cre.'ised. '.['hero are numerous cases 
of centenarians whose arteries never 
became clogged. This fact among 



others was noted in tho case of 
Thomas Parr, who died at the ar-^e of 
a hundred and fifty-nvo. The autopsy 
was jierfornied )^y Ih" celebr.ated phy- 
siologist H;irvey, and it detected no 
organic lesions. At a hundred and 
thirty Parr was capahlo of hard work. 
Ills .son lived to be a hundred and 
twenty-.soven. 

Hygiene certainly plays an import- 
ant part in longevity. But wo en- 
counter exceptional facts th.at show 
that certain Individuals, despite re- 
peated sprees, may attain ndv.anced 
ago. Home centenarians have been 
sots. There Is the case of a man who 
died at a hundred and forty,.and >yho 
had nevdr kept ?Qber a day;:j;A'>,Wo6d- 
cuttor in tho. Hautes-Pyrenees ' had 
similar habits yet lived to a hundred 
and twenty. An Irish landlord, who 
also lived a hundred and twenty years, 
required that this epitaph be Inscrib- 
ed upon his toinbstene: "Ho was al- 
ways drunk, and, wlii.'n in that con- 
dition, his .'ipjiearancr was so terrible 
that even Death was al'rald of hini." 
Thesn observations regarding alcohol 
apply crp.i.ally to other toxics. Thus 
coffee is snnirtlmes cxtraordlnarllly 
tolerated. A i^a v ey.-irdo who lived more 
than a hundred and forty years sub- 
sisted chiefly npcm coffee, taking forty 
small cups a day. 

The majority of centenarians are 
non-smckc-ry. \'ever'.Vlcss a pri'/e was 
awarded In ISOll to a hundred-and- 
two-year-old who was an Inveterate 



smoker. In ISOO there died In Finis- 
leie, at the a^'e of a hundred and four, 
a woman who had smnked a pipe con- 
staiidy since almost her b.abyhood. 

Kucii cases ])rove nothing as to the 
harnilessness of these substances, 
though certain persona of limited In- 
toUlgencj attempt to achieve that de- 
duction. On tho contrary, . they prove 
merely that the quantity of poison 
taken Into the system isn't the meas- 
ure of the mischief done. 

In fact, we have excellent organs of 
didenco; these are they that preside 
over tlio ollmination of toxic sub- 
stances, and the li\-er and tlie kidneys 
hold the front rank among such puri- 
fying devices. They are capable of 
eliminating or neutralizing great 
quantities of poison. As long as they 
nre ei|ii,'il to the tlicir task- no toxic; 
substanc(> remains in the system. But 
lot a hitch occur In tliclr working, and 
soon the poisons .begin .to accumulate 
In the organs, Wl)ere?they produce, ac- 
cording to the resisting power of each, 
the whole gamut of destructive lesions. 

Now we possess no means of find- 
ing out for ourselves the condition of 
those organs; nothing short of a 
drastic clinical examination could In- 
form us. The facts I have just noted 
as pertaining to centenarians prove 
simply that those individuals pos- 
es.sed a renal filter and an ollmlnatory 
equipment quite exceptional. It would 
therefore be anything but logical to 
adopt their vices in order to make 
sure of living long In tho land, 



Another fact, which may seem para- 
doxical. Is that Invigorating air, which 
wo recommend as so healthful, doesn't 
appear to play a favorable part. In- 
deed, Switzerland is remarkable for its 
paucity of centenarians. Meanwhile It 
is certain that some regions offer tho 
conditions requisite for longevity. Ac- 
cordingly, ScrvlB, Bulgaria and Rou- 
manla had 5,545 centenarians in 189G! 
Often whole families were found to 
have reached extreme old age. In 
Moravia a woman died at a hundred 
and eighteen. A South American died 
at a hundred and forty-three; his wife 
had lived to be a hundred and seven- 
teen. 

In France every year witnesses the 
death of about a hundred and fifty 
pi'rsons above a hundred years old. It 
Is indisputable .that..the average dura- 
tion of human'! llfejhas increased con- 
siderably. Statistics are misleading In 
this matter because tl>-y strike an 
average hy Including the mortality of 
small babies; the causes of that mor- 
tality are quite special and have no 
relation to those affecting the longe- 
vity of adults. 

Such, then, are tho conditions under 
which certain individuals die young 
while others reach an advanced age. 
It goes without saying that wo must 
dlstegard in our calculations such 
deaths as are ■due.''..tpVi:;aopldents, 
whether In the form' : of violence, 
wounds, or the results of contagion, as 
In the case ■of acute or chlronic In- 
fectious-maladies., Longevity depends 



upon two factor.s, the first of which 
Is tho quality of the materials that 
constitute tho human mechanism and 
give it i.s power of resistance. Theso 
fiuailtles arc transmitted by heredity 
and m.ilntained by hygiene and the 
care necessar.V to keep organic con- 
ditions favorable. But there is another 
factor, and tliat Is what we may call 
individual energy. 

Energy Is the faculty a human body 
possesses for accomplishing work. Life 
is characterized by tho incessant work 
of the organism that keeps constantly 
in 'play the physico-chemical forces 
contributed by foods. These bring in 
energy, stored up within their sub- 
stance, and the energy, when set free, 
produces living force, just as coal 
drives an engine. But when the" in- 
dividual comes into the world ho 
brings witli him an Initial capital and 
bv adding to It the energy derived 
from nutrition that the Individual may 
utlli/.o it throughout a long lite and 
arrive at extreme old age. We all 
know old peoiile whose physical 
strength and Intellectual vigor amazo 
us. 

So, for tho reasons wo have already 
considered, it behooves us to attempt 
to prolong human life. To do so, we 
must employ all the means at our dis- 
posal — and fortunately they are now 
sufficiently .well understood— in order 
to faolUtate the production and tho 
proper utilization of that Individual 
energy \Vhich Is* only one, of the fonns- 
of .universal energy. 



erman OfficJer's Discoveries 



Jlore than it, 000 men make their 
home in thof Tibetan monastery of 
Kuiiibum. Prom early life till middle 
jige the.y are In a' religious prison, 
walled in from tllie rest of tho world. 
They may he sent far away on mis- 
sions, they ma.\- climb the hills out- 
side when religious fetes arc tied to 
the great cloister. 

Lieut, W. Fllchncr, of the German 
army, went to Kumbum somo time 
ago, equipped with a pass fiom the 
Chl'nese resident minister In Tibet, 
which enabled his wife and himself to 
j;emaln tfhero long ' enough to make a 
careful study of one of the most cele- 
brated of Tibetan lamaseries and its 
intnatdsi The book ' he has ■written 
about Kumbum is said to throw new 
light upon the life of these mysterious 
devotees. 

Jlost of the lam;is do not like for- 
eigners and thoy gave Fllchner a curi- 
ous s])eeiinen of their lo,i;ic. They 
.'■aid lliat the .la panose, afier tdirash- 
iu.;,' 111.' (Chinese had given the I!ns- 
sian.'i a slill worse thrasliiiig. This 
was sul'ieient iiroof, lliey said, that 
forel(,'n d.jvils are no match for the 
Chinese, and undoubtedly tlio Clhin- 
ose vi'ill somo day wipe them out. 

Kumbum Is a compound of two 



Tllietan words, meanin.g "The thous- 
and pictures." Tl-.o name was first 
applied to the liol.v tree, on whoso 
leaves Buddhists of groatciit sanctity 
can sec the likeness of Buddha. Fin- 
all.\-, t!he name w.as transferred to the 
cloister, amid whosi.^ liundreds of 
buildings the famous tree stands. 

AuKuig the nurneroiiH ceremonies 
which oc'-ujiy mu<:li of the time of the 
lamas p.-rliaps the iiio.'^t clilldlslli Is 
th;it occurring on the 2.5th of each 
month antl dedicated to "travelers of 
tho world." Hundreds of tho priests 
go to tho top of a mountain, three 
hours' walk from Kumbum, where 
tlhoy offer prayers and strew to tho 
wind many little packages containing 
the figures of galloping horses cut out 
of paper. The supposition is that 
through tho power of Buddlia theso 
paper horses will be transformed in- 
to living animals that will be sent to 
tho succor of suffering pilgrims wher- 
ever they may be. ■ 

Of the . tjhousands of priests three - 
fourths are ..Tibetan, and nearly al I 
the others' are Mongols, with just a 
sprinkling of Chlne.se. 

Most of tho lamas are between 
and "10 years of age. Tho oldest 
among them often have snow -White 



hair and are held In much respect. 
Nearly all of them sihavo their heads, 
preserving only tho scalp lock, and 
wear no beards. 

Their coarse yellow, under-shirts are 
covered by a red robe coming down 
to their feet, but leaving one arm and 
shoulder bare, so that they have a 
little of the effect of tho Roman toga, 
though they are belted around the 
waist. No (hose are permitted,', furs 
are strictly forbldtle-.n, and' tho, priests 
have to Inure themselves to . the hflgoria 
of winter with clothing, that is,' really 
Inadequate. But they;; are, permitted 
to wear stockings when sent oii winter 
journey.s across the plains of Mon- 
golia. 

Tho lower priests nre always bare- 
Iheailed, lint the lii!,'her lamas have ii 
head coverrng. tTne w.iuld think there 
v.'.as no water In Kmnbum for wash- 
ing purposes, tor all llie priests with- 
out exception nro encrusted with dirt, 
and their dingy visages contrast 
stronply with tlie prevailing white- 
ness of the walls and liouses. 

i\umhuni is really a small city cov- 
ering a l.'irgo area, with m.any tem- 
liles, private clhapels, halls of Instruc- 
tion, depositories of s.acred literature 
and. dwellings. The poorest lamas are 



herded together In living rooms pro- 
vided by tho monastery, but they must 
pay a small feo for their accommoda- 
tions.. . . 

Their more .^fprtunateObrethrcn live 
in a .ituarter;by, 'themselyesj' where: the 
d weUlrigs thdy • erect are : surrpunded 
by a wall that cbmpletely) hides 'them. 
Tihe oue-Btorey ''houses,5;*'-,yery;''rbadly 
lighted and, venUlated, HoW';frbra five 
to, twenty priests, who arp;3olnt own- 
ers. -.Not a few of,.thern>ii;e assisted 
by -the families from Vw'hlch thoy 
sprang .to. pay for the roofs' that shel- 
ter them and to buy conveniences and 
comforts that are moan enough at 
best. 

The lamas in llil.ijher station have 
better fiwelllngs with llitle gardens; 
and lamas of tin- first rank live in 
beautiful liouses with windows and 
many other comforts, decor.ited wall.i 
and not a few of the luxuries of life; 
anil llie highest of .-ill, tlie ruler of the 
monastery, who is one of the many 
iiicarnailons of tiuddlia, lives in a 
small i)al;u e and llias his reception 
room, his secretaries, and is really so 
gri^at a personage that most .of the 
pr;<\-^is .see hliu only at tho . supreme 
functions. : •', V " 

Tho>lpwor priests 'Who compose ';tho 



groat mass of the lamas are called 
lamas only by courtesy. Tho monas- 
tery contributes nothing whatever to 
their inateriiil needs. They must pro- 
vide their own sllielter, food,and cloth- 
ing. 

What the Institution does for them 
is to teach them to read and write so 
that they may read and copy the 
sacreil books. It grounds them i'n the 
princiides and iihllosophy of the 
Buddhist faith, trains them In one or 
another of the four departments of 
education which are maintained wlth- 
l-n the walls, and familiarizes them 
with all the ritual and formulas tli.it 
attend private and public worship, so 
that tlhoy may act well their part in 
the ceremonies of their faith. 

Under 'all' circumstances they must 
give rigid adherence to ' the east Iron 
rules of opnduct, and religious observ- 
ance. .=Whetho'ri'they have sufficient 
food pr. clothing does not concern tho 
powers that be. 

Theoretically all tlic priests are on 
terms of perfect equality, but actually 
tl-.eir material condition marks them 
off Into sliarply delined cla.sses. The 
po.ir priest Is tho servant of his bre- 
thren who were born to better for- 
tune. , , . . ,1, , >. 



He wears their cast-off clothing and 
accepts their gratuities. Ho may beg 
outside the walls if he desire.''. Fllch- 
ncr mentions a numlier of tllaelr menial 
pursuits, amon.g which is the collec- 
tion and drying of horse manure to 
sell as fuel In a nearby town. 

Unless they rise by unusual gifts ot 
intellect or character they are al- 
ways tho underlings. They sit in the 
classes with tho more fortunate ones, 
t'iie shadow of the holy tree or of tin; 
golden rooted temple falls on them 
and they use the prayer wheels and 
the other machinery rif the 13uddlilst 
ceremonial; but their ini;ig<;s of Budd- 
ha and their prayer wheels are fash- 
ioned of wood or bones or mussel 
shells, wllille the rich have these oh- 
jects in gold, silver or coral, and somo 
of them are adorned with pearls and 
other precious stones. 

The chief articles . of food are the 
root of the plant Potentllla anserlna 
L., butter, scalded Sour milk, tea, rice, 
barley and wheat flour - and sugar. 
The eating of flesh Is:, stHotly for- 
bidden, but some of the higher lamas 
eat flesh, drink intoxicating liquors, 
and ma'iryii V' tlhougfh. these practices 
come within the baa."

of religion and conduct that are cn^ 
joined upon all. A priest is not or- 
, dained until he :1s. 15/ 'but he enters 
tho monastery whoh;,i-ra^v^rnere child; 
and the chief rules Imposed upon him 
In tho preparatory stage are that Ihe; 
must not lie or steal, drink anything 
Intoxicating or kill anything that has 
life. There are many mhior rules that 
lurhid him, for example, to eat. after 
midday, to sing or dance, to mak? 
music on aiTy Instrument, to use per-' 
funiery or adorn himself With ribbons 
or flowers. 

If the novlco falls Iri his studies or 
does not live up to the rules he is 
turned back into the kilty, but if he 
stands the test he Is ordained and be-': 
gins to perforin the minor duties of 
the priesthood. Whether ho may wear 
the priestly robe after his twentieth 
year depends upon his conduct and 
achievement, but If his record Is good 
the final 253 rules of conduct and re- 
ligion are Imposed upon him, and he 
remains a monk till ho Is 45, when ha 
Is free to retire from the sacred ser-. 
vice. A great many withdraw, hut 
many others, especially those who 
have developed aptitude for the 'work 
and won distinction in it, remain 
monks to the end o£ their days.

The facts show that Germany's 
position relative to that ot Britain Is 
not 00 strong as somo would have us 



believe. This holds good also ns to 
Ihe time taken In coiislructiiijv ships. 
Of live hattle;;liips of the Deulschland 
class, whose ineer}tieii d.-ites b;ick near- 
ly live years, two liav..- just been put 
in coinnils:don, one will he coinnils- 
sioned in the autumn, ;iiid lv:<i more 
next year. A\l these vessels are of less 
power than even thi> Forniid.-ihle class, 
and do not eoinc uiid'T the same cate- 
gory as the King Kdward VII. In 
other words, since tlie Deulschlnnd 
was ordered Kiiglaiul. has laid down 
and completed live Kln.g I'jdwards, two 
Agamemnoiis, and ;i Dreadnought, and 
the nellerophon and Teineralre will 
not be imieh behind tiie .Selileslen and 
:-;chh;swi,g- Molstem. 'I'hus In b.attb'- 
sliips I^;iigl:in(1 has rer^.-iitly quite not 
the condition Laid down by an In- 
llueiillal Busslan ijaper — that Britain 
ii.-e^d only luilld two .mins fiu' every 
one ordered by (lernian.\- In order to 
ensure the ma i 11 1 eiianc.; of peace. The 
Ion British ships laid down since 
1:10,'!, and all in the lists to be com- 
pleted next year, are e(|ual to fifteen 
of the fJerman ships, nnd yet they 
h;ive (Uily built five. The three "!n- 
\-iucIhle" cruisers are not included. 

As lo the future the conditions are 
erimilly reassuflng. Tlio Oeryian navy 
P',-o,:-ia mine inchules four battlesliips 
of IT.Idlfi tons with reciprocating mn- 
ehiuery lo develop 120,000 Indicaled 
liiii:;e pnwer. Two of these ships, 
named tin; Hrsnlz .Saelien and iisatz 
Bayorn, wore laid down two months 
ago, and tho two others, the Ersatz 
AVurtemberg and ■ Ersatz Baden, are 
provided for In the 1007-8, but have 
not beon commenced. It Is yet too 
soon to speak of 1908-9, but the pre- 
sent Intention Is to begin two others. 
The first four of those Ersatz battle- 
ships— tho Dreadnoughts of the Kais- 
er's navy— will, be completed by -1910 
i if the' hopes of the government are 



reall-/ed. lOngkind will then have ten 
Dreadnoughts if the lu-e.sent intentions 
of the admiralty ar,' realized. 'i"be 
i',':-rinan ships, ;tceerdiiig to olti<;iaI 
dal;i. will li;ivo fourteen or sixteen 
puns of 11 inch calibre, with svceral 
smaller guns for defence against tor- 
pedo-bnat attack, and six submerged 
torpedo tubes,.

rimental stage. In Switzerland. We 
are not aware that tho company open- 
ly confcssos-to ihave "copied the Swiss, 
yet the 'Ided 'at thci basis of 'the two 
systems Is practically -the same.

The Spectator Expcrlrhehlal com- 
pany win be watched with Interest In 
Canada, for It really emliodles prin- 
ciples which our forefathers here 
deemed absolutely essentl;il, if we de- 
sire to safeguard Ihe Indeiiendence of 
Canada. England Is iirotected by her 
stormy waters (the "blue water" prin- 
ciple) while wo hero have nothing to 
fall back upon to nrevent an Invader 
save the men of Canada. Therefore

Canad;i, wliic'i requires a home army, 
for defense alone, not a permanently 
maintained army for aggression be- 
yond the seas. 

The Swiss model Is much commend- 
ed in Ihigland and wo have surmised 
that the Spectator Fxpcrlmental com- 
IKiny has h;ised Its organization on 
the same, but. nevertheless, the Swl.s.'? 
syi-.tem, exactly as carried on In Swlt- 
zerlanil, might not be entirely suitable 
in h;iiglan<l or In Can;ula. Local con- 
ditions govern these things, whether 
climatic or otherwise, but the fact 
still remains tlitit the efforts made In 
Switzerland, and now being made In 
Fngiaud, and carried out successfully 
In ,7a!ian, go far to provo that an In- 
dustrious pcoiile may attend to their 
dally affairs and accumulate wealth;

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London Times: Jlr. Churchill, M.P, 
was eiitortained in Manchester to a 
farewell banquet by the British Cotton 
Growing association before his depar- 
ture for British East Africa and 
Uganda. 

In proposing the toast of "Our 
Guest," the president of the asobia- 
ilon, Sir Alfred Jones, said the Cotton 
Growing association owed a prroat deal 
to the Colonial olflco — in the firdt 
place to ilr. ChainbLn-Iaiii, and al'lor 
wards to the Uuke of Marlborough. 
The latter gave lilni a hand.sonic 
cheque (laughter), and ho wished that 
example could be followed b.v all Lan- 
cashire spinners who were interested 
in cotton growing in the BrltiHli ein- 
piro. Africa could provide almost all 
the cotton that Lancashire needed, and 
l^robably the.v would be able to send 
cotton to America, too. The guo.st of 
that evening was about to go to Ea.sL 
Africa. They all wi.shed liiin a plea- 
sant journey, but they all wished also 
that he could have gone to AVost 
Africa also, lor there ho would see 
what was being done to develop the 
cultivation of cotton within the em- 
pire. Still, Wherever Mr. Churchill 
went, he would do something to im- 
prove tlio value of our British posscs- 
siniiH. ((,'liecr.s.) 

Mr. ("luircliill, in rejdy, .said he had 
att ended a good many J'imction.«. meet- 
ings and iKUiqurts of the Brlti.sh Cot- 
ton Growing association, but ho never 
attended one wliicli he regarded as a 
greater compliment to himself than 
Ihi.s, antl on the wliolc lie t.TCUglit ho 
had never attended one wlien lie had 
such a good conscience in Togard to 
the affair.s of tlie Britisli Cotton 
Growing association and to the inter- 
ests of West Africa generally. They 
had had a very good year as far as

They had succcedcct In abolishing the

sea. They had also done somelhlnf^. to 
further tho work of the Llverp'ool 
School of Tropical Medicine, whooc 
groat achievements hud taken a de- 
finite place In tho history ot^ this 
country. Anything more marvolloii.s 
than the effects which the scientific 
study of tropical diseases had pro- 
duced upon certain districts and areas, 
formerly hot-beds of deadly dlsca.so, 
could scarcely bo imagined. In some 
cases malaria had almost been ex- 
tinguished, and they now kiiew In re- 
gard to tliLs deadly dlsca.so that, with 
proper atteiuion and proper respect 
for sanllary rules. It was possible to 
make places to which the wliite man 
had liitherto gone only to die almost 
as healthj'. If not finite as healthy, us 
the cities and villages of this well- 
(Ir.ained and cultivated country. Even 
those affairs, liowovcr, were perhaps 
not so Important as the event whieh 
he had tho honor to aimouuce, and to 
defend.

They 
all agreed that there should not bo tt 
separate railway in Northern Nigeria 
and that tho railway development of 
Northern Nigeria' should not bo forced 
to wait until the line from Lagos gra- 
dually spread through the upper re- 
gions of Nigeria. They all must feel 
that when they had got a great river 
lllko the Niger, whlcii practically of- 
forded 1,500 miles of navigable water- 
way at most seasons of the year, it 
would be a serious mistake not to 
utllizo tliat in conjunction with any 
railway system in Northern Nigeria. 
Thoy felt that at present their riosUlon 
in Nortlierii Xlgeria was anomalous 
and unsatisfactory; they wore at- 
tempting to ca;-ry on civilized govern- 
ment on uncivilized bases of com- 
munication, and to enact systems of 
land tenure, of trade, of currency, and 
of law, and at the"- same time they 
were trying to join tlieir garrismi to- 
gether only by a jolting, jogging trail 
of human beings carrying loads of iint 
exi'oediug GO lb. on their heads. They 
must have Miiidern eomiiiiiniea tioii if 
the.v were to deal with (lie nigaiiiza- 
tioii of those vast rc^gioiis; tli(\v must 
have fme central lino of rapid com- 
miniicatloii lV)r the conmiereial, tlie 
moral, and the scientlfle development 
of Northern Xigcria. There were thus 
llireo separat(.' arguments in favor of 
the extension, any f)ne of wliich was 
sufricieiit to justify the Innch'n. i'.ut 
tliero was also another jioiiit. Thoy 
would observe that this country had 
to pay every year .C ;iOO.OilU as grant 
in ;iid of tlio Ijnanees ni' .Xorlhcrii Xi- 
gcria. Thoughtless jicople looking at 
tliat would say, "Lei the beastly place 
go," but if they noted the gi-owlli of 
Xortheni Xlgerian reveiuie aiul saw 
how. In .spitt; of tho extraordinary dis- 
advantages under wliicli the country 
labored. Us revenue was increasing at 
the rate of over £20,000 a year, they 



would realize that In a few years that 
which now figured a a drain on tho 
resources of the State was bound, to 
take Its place amongst those great 
possessions of the Empire which were 
not a drain, but which helped to on- 
rich tho Mother Country with their 
ever-Increasing wealth. He would not 
daro to embark on an argument to 
sho\v* that that was pliysica.lly and 
fJnanclall.v orthodox, because, whether 
ho succeeded or failed, there would lie 
some to criticize; but tliero was a 
broad and general distinetion beiweeii 
the policy of putting ilU'reront parts 
of tile world in more lianiioniou.s and 
Intiinato cc;r.nection with one another 
and the policy of iiroserving the bene-; 
fits of one particular district for the 
advantage of tho coiiimunit.v residing 
there, and tlie former of tlieso views 
was tlie one he had always held, .ind 
hold very strongly.

to catch. It wns tliereforc importaiil 
tliat 'the initial (Uitlay should be kept 
within the smallest ]>.issilile limits and 
that the r.iilway shniihl be so eoii- 
slructcd as to eonnert casllj- witli the 
otlicr existing railwa>s. 'I'liere- was no 
need for luxuries; all they had to ilo 
was to i;oiisiruei a railway wlileh 
could carr.v goods at jierhaps \2 miles 
an hour, aiul which <i"iuld afford to 
carr.v cotton at prices wliicli would 
enable it to be placed on the market 
a( a price at wliicli it euuld compet''^ 
with cotton grown in any other part 
of the world. (Cheers.) 1 hiving decided 
on such a railway, to whom of all men 
could they turn but to Sir Percy Glr- 



ouard, whoso work In tho Sudan was 
/6 well known; biit l£ thoy had not had 
tho friendly asslstanco of the Treas- 
urj', as represented by Mr. Asqulth 
and Mr. Runclman, Uhey could not 
have succeeded in making tho arrange- 
ment wiiich had been made. They 
could not plunge Into the money mar- 
ket, becaiiso it was their duty to .'■us- 
taln the credit and borrowing i ower 
of this country, and nothing lowjreil 
tliat staiiiiard sooner (ban such for- 
tuitous appeals )>y stibsiliary pnrtljiis 
of fiur possessions. 'I'lioy tiid not im- 
pose any luirdon on Southern Nigeria 
that she could not bear, because they 
allowed her to deduct from her con- 
trihuticm to Northern Nigeria what- 
ever interest cliarge .yvas .made tor the 
railway; but at the same time ho 
thought they had got their tv.-o mil- 
lions on tho best possible terms, lie 
agreed with Kir Alfred .lones that 
West Africa held out a bright future 
l)i'fiiri_. those who studied it or were 
interested in It. He l)idiev<'d lli.at in 
(hiys which were not far distant they 
would find !tlie two- -Xigerias, tho 
Cold Coast, and .Seirra Lecuie wiuild 
be wov.'ii tiigetlier iu unc \-asl depen- 
dency of the Crown which, while It 
ucnild not be sn large, so pnw.Tful, 
or so waltliy as India, would take the 
next place to ln<lia among om- ('olon- 
ial iiosses.sions. (Chei-rs.) lie agreed 
witli Sir Alfred tlial when that day 
caino to pass the greatest credit I'lid 
and honor would lie reflcet'.Ml upon all 
those who had lalo'U iiarl In buililing 
up tliat wide dnniinioii. lb' thought 
tlial .Sir l''rcderick l^ngard would long 
be held iu honor in this eoiiiilr.\-, and 
it would be gro.ssly iiartisaii to ignore 
tlie fad tliat Init for the great In- 
fluence and energy which :\Ir. Cham- 
lierlaln possesscsl and dlsnlayed in tliis 
matter, many of the advantages lor 
which Sir i''rederick Lugai-d tolled 
might have been permanently lost to 



the British Empire. (Cheers). I-Io 
trusted that In four years' time from 
now trains would be steaming up to 
Kano and that access would bo given 
to the heart of Northern Nigeria, tho 
best cotton-growing region that had 
been discovered in tho wldo recon- 
naissances of the British Cottbn- 
growlng association. It rested upon 
tho gentlemen preacnt to enter the 
promised land and take good advan- 
tages of tho opportunities offered 
them. It rested with Lancashire . to 
develop cotton-growing in Northern 
Nigeria to the fullest extent. Me 
thought the people of Lancashire 
would show themselves a little below 
what people had been led to expect of 
their acute intclUsenco and tlieir keen 
imaginative sympathies if they did not 
support this enteriiriso of cottou- 
growlng with energy. It was true tli.'it 
these last two years liad lieeii good 
years, had been years of great pros- 
perity in the cottcni trade, but, after 
all, it was not so long ago sine-! we 
saw tile indiislr\- of Tjaneashire on 
short lime, wIkmi two or three fam- 
ilies were forced to live in one liouse 
to economize and tlu^ operatives were 
reduced lo a ver.v sirarp ])iMch of ac- 
tual snil'erlng and scandtx'. Now they 
were iu tlioso good dav's it was no 
reascm for neglecting lliese precau- 
tions agiiinst the return of liarrl times 
now pa.ssed away; on the contrary, it 
was an argument for ensuring tli'Mii- 
selves against a .•shortagi^ ol' the cot- 
loin sii!)id.\'. and he earnestly trusted 
ih.-it the- Ib-itlsii I 'ot tou-growiiig asso- 
ciation would not neglect missionary 
and educative work Iu Lancashire as 
well as the missionary and edue.itivc 
work which it: undertook in these new 
countries. Ho thonglit they should la- 
bor to imiiress iinon those concerned 
in Hie cotion trade, masters and men, 
the Importance of pegging out now 
claims In tho new cotton area fio that 



our Lancvashlre trade would -not' -be ' 
dependent upon an aocldont of the. 
American summer or the caiirlco of tho 
American speculative money market, 
A' great responsibility was thrown up- 
on tho leaders of the Lancaslilre cot- 
ton Industry. No ono coidd travel 
about Lancashire without be(ng im- 
pressed by tho fact that great as was 
the prosperity of tho Palatinate; ■ and 
high as v.as the scaffolding from ■ 
which they had such an exiian.5lve 
view. If they got a fall they came 
down with a. crash that might bo fa- 
tiil. -Mr. Churchill, in conclusion, re- 
marked that if in his visit to East 
Africa and Hg.aiiadii. he couhl do iXny- 
thlng to assist the worlc of the Bri- 
tish Cotton-growing association wouid 
not neglect missionary and educative 
work which it undertook In these new 
countries. Me thought they should 
labor to impress upon tlioso concern- 
ed in the cotton trade, masters and 
men, the importance of plugging out 
new claims in the new cotton area so 
that our Lancashire trade would not 
be <le|)endent iii)on an accident of the 
American siiuiuier or the caprico of 
the American sneculative money mar- 
ket. A great responsibility was thrown 
ujion tlie leaders of tho Ijancashire 
cotion industry. No ono could travel 
about Lancashire without being im- 
pressed by the fact that great as was 
the iirosperity nf the Palatinate, and 
higli as w;is tlio se.-i ffolding from 
which lliey had such an expansive 
view, if tlicy got a fall fliey came 
down with a crash that might be fa- 
tal. Mr. Clmrcliill, In couchision, re- 
marked that if In his visit to JCast 
Africa and Mganda he could do any- 
thing to assist the worlc of Ih" Bri- 
tish Cotton-growing assneiatinn ho 
sliould bo glad to co-niierale with it 
in any wa>'. Me v.'islied tlvui from the 
bottom of bis heart profound success 
in their great undertaking. 
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The usual retort to the accusing in- 
quiry "Can lawyers be honest?" is tho 
counter ciuestion "Can lawyers be 
more honest than their clients?" Be- 
hind every devil's advocate there must 
bo a devil, and the supply is regulated 
by the demand; but tlioro Is this to 
be said for the client.i — they do not 
always know the means taken to 
■achieve their ends. Their innocence is 
often, .perhaps, that of tho burglar's 
"fence," .who takes what comes to him 
and. aaks no questions; yet somctlmea 
it happens that a devil is not as- 
black as his legal deputy paints him. 

For 'instance. It cannot he .supposed 
for a nioment that all the directors of 
our railways arc aware that their at- 
torneys often defeat accident clalmsjiy 
deliberately luring the judges into er- 
rors, which upset just verdicts oji ap- 
peal. Nor is it to bo believed that 
the city ollicials personally connive at 
legal ni.anoeiivrcs by which mimlcl. 
pallties virtiiall.v rob honest creditor.^. 
Yet these thing.s, aa will be seen here- 
after, are done am03t every day in 
tho name of tile law by men \Yho are 
officers of the courts. 

Consc'ience is said to bo largely tho 
creaturejof custom, but however that 
may ••'be,' the average lawyer's con- 
science is so ruled by legality that it 
frequently approves the overruling of 
the law. 

Some ycar.^ ago in Boston ,a burglar 
named Record was sus|iected of gain- 
ing access lo the bouses he robbed by 
means of duplicate key.s, but for .a 
.long tiiiie lie successfully evaded the 
police, l-'inally be was apprehended in 
the very act of removing a key care- 
iessly left In a .front .door,,;and, bo'ing 
arrested, was d.iily indicted ."'for larr 



ceny. Benjamin Butler defended him, 
and pleaded that a key was part of a 
door, a door part of a hoirso, and a 
house real estate. Therefore, no con- 
viction was possible for larceny, which 
covered the stealing of personal prop- 
erty — not real estate. This plea actu- 
ally nv.allcd and the prisoner was dis- 
charged. 

In New York Henry L. Clinton, a 
well known criminal lawyer, success, 
fully defended a brutal murderer 
named Sh;i.y, by discovering a clerical 
error in the Indictment. This paper 
Instead of reciting that Shay with a 
certa'm knife stabbed hl.3 victim, read 
"a certain knife did stab," etc., which 
the lawyer Insisted was an indictment 
of the knife rather than of Shay, and 
the culprit went free. ■ 

Theae are a few of the innumerablo 
cases in tlie books, where ■ criminal 
lawyers have insisted upon the letter 
of the law at the expense of Its 'spirit 
But to suppose that the average o'lvll 
practitioner entertains any great 
scruples against enforcing tho law re- 
gardless of justice. Is not Justl'lod by 
the facts. 

For instance, no lawyer of good 
standing would hesitate to Invoke the 
"statute of limitations" against a just 
claim If It was outlawed by as little 
as an. hour. The fact that the debtor 
is taking a scoundroly advantage of 
tho law to avoid the payment of an 
honest due would not sway tho practi- 
cal attorney a hair's breath. Me might 
shrug his shoulders and say he would 
not do it himself, but ho woulil foel 
no moral responsibility about present- 
ing the defence professionally. On tlu! 
contrary, if the iiie.ining of the statute 
had to be stretched a little to cover 
andi-bar ,tlie .claim iin .question most- 
attorneys .would •phieiid" for the neces- 



sary Interpretation with a zeal unaljat- 
ed by any questions of conscience. 

Tho sanu! Is true of the ple.a of In- 
fancy, wliich lias \]i'vn cheerfully and 
successfully interposed on behalf of au 
unscrupulous debtixr, aged 'JO years 11 
months and I'.til day.s. There may be 
some slight prejudice against "playing 
the baby act," as it is called, but re- 
putable law.vers fretiiiently rise .super- 
ior to tho prejudu'o, with disnstrous 
results to creditors whose fault has 
been their failure to examine tlic baj)- 
tismal record of a morally respoiislblo 
young customer. 

Tho statute of frauds, which requires 
certain transactions to be in writing, 
is another stumblln.g block interposed 
to defeat a contract made in entire 
good faith which lais proved iiniirolit. 
able to one or tho <itlier of the p.-irtie.<. 
A lawyer would not only be jiislllled 
b.v tho ethics of his profession iu 
helping the loser to ^vrlg,gle out of his 
obligation by pleading this morally 
doubtful but legally sound defence, 
but ho would b(? con.sidered too parti- 
cular for practical worlc if be be.-i- 
tated to take such a case. Yet the 
Bar would: be. highly indignant were It 
acciiaedj;0£'- promoting wrongdoing by 
its attitude in such matters. 

These are ;ill statutory defences, 
sactioned by the l;tw. and enacted for 
the greatest good of the greatest num- 
ber, and tiie answer ol' tlii^ profession 
is that lawyers must apply the law ;is 
tliey lind it and not .-is tliey might 
liice it to be for partli-iilar persons or 
■special instances. As olliecrs of the 
court, they take Hie position that 
tliey are Ilo more rcsiionsiblc lh4,n the 
judges for the hardships which general 
laws work hi exceptional cases. 

"I3ut how aliout the distoi'llons by 
which ingenuity and cunning defeat 
th9..i)lain..i>nifp(ise of . tho^ law?" f ■vva.'a 



asked of a: lawyer, rwho offered t.ils 
more or less..' plausible excuse for the 
frequent miscarriage of jtistlce: 

"Oh, theres no- use falkmg about 
tbingd wnicn can't no proven, was 
tli(> somewhat naive reply. 

If such things were more talked 
about, howevc'i', they might bo disap- 
proved — a coiisuiiimatioii dcvoiitl.v to 
be lioped for by lawyers wlio have tlic 
best hitoresls of their profcs.-iion at 
hcarl, to sa.v nothing of the honest lit! 
gants who are daily entangled in tlie 
technicalities of the trade. 

Assuming that lawyers are not he- 
-sponslble for the Iiarsli working of 
general logislatlon, there remains an 
almost inllnlte variety of legal defeats 
which are not, to s;iy the le.ast, iiuile 
automatic. l.'or iiistaiu'e, there is a 
pi'ovislon in tlie Xew York city chart;.*-- 
whic'a reriuircs persons having (.ilaiins 
against tlie city to present tliem to 
the controller before bringing suit. 
This law is familiar to most i-onnsel, 
and it is generally complied with. Hut 
it somi'times iKipjieiis that an attorney, 
after his client's/claim lias been duly 
inesentcd to the conlrollor, will omit 
to state thpit. fact -in, h,is .^complaint 
wlien action Is beiruii ft' 'tlie '''courts.'. 

Now, what (Iocs' the , attorney for the 
city do when he ' observes this fat.il 
omission in tho formal papers? Does 
he go to his follow practitioner nnd 
call his attention in the technical error 
on the th(>()ry that the city docs not 
desire to deprive any lionesl man of 
his just dues'.' Xot a.s a rule. He 
c.'irefully draws his ansv.'eriug iiapers 
in the niautier best ealeulatcil to pre- 
vent ills adversary troiu 1 leeomi ii.u; 
aware of the ciriu'. and, if pos.-:ible. he 
delays the trial until the claim i.^ legal- 
ly barred by lapse of lime. 
. Then h(\ lots tho case crawl up to 
tiflaL on..tho calendars, ■aiid..'-after - a 



nirv has been Impanelled he iimnask.s 
bis teelmical objection batteries and 
siioot.s th(. case out of court with cn.its 
against the claimant. If the creditor 
is not alisoluti-'l.v barred ho may be- 
gin his proceedings over again, but 
rather tli.-iii do Ibis lie Is usually will- 
ing to compromise. ! 

-X'ow, the counsel for the city and 
bis assistants are usually lawyers of 
liig'.i standing, but the, facts as above 
leciiod are of not uncommon occur- 
rence. Possibly this Is one of the 
things which It would bo better not to 
speak about. But better for whom? 

Criticism in the case last mentioned 
would probably bo mot with the an- 
swer that the unfortunate clalniiint nad 
a poor lawyer, and that tho counsel 
for the city einild scarcel.v be expected 
J,o..'j,t^t a.-; bis instructor and guides — an 
cxiilahatlon whicli suggests tiuit if 
some lawyers know too little ollicj's 
Icnow too much for tlio sake of de- 
cenc.v. 

One hears much virtuous denuncia. 
tlon of the ambulance chasing shy- 
ster.-, but it Is not those irresponsibles, 
but certain "high-toned" expert do- 
fenders of negligence cases, w/io afford 
the most dangerous examples of moral 
obliquity known to the jirofesslon. 
These gentlemen are spocliilisls in tho 
jiai-tieiilar luaiich of t'.ie profe.s'sion 
which the.v have chosen. They usually 
know more about the details of acci- 
ileiit law than their opponents, and 
tlie.N freiiiieiitly know more than the 
jud.ccs themselves. 

.Xow, let us suppose the case of ,a 
passeii.^er crippled hi a railw.-i.v acci- 
dent and a suit for (laiiia.g''s against 
llii^ corporation. And l.-t lis suppose 
that the crijipli' has .'i .'Strong case and 
the railway is fipproliensive of a. heavy 
verdict against, it... .How docs the ex- 
pert'.rdefonder 'rpro'ceed? "Very simply. 



Ho .goes into the trial with but one 
dciinito iiurposc, that Is to tricic the 
judge into '.-;omc error which will up- 
set the verdict on appeal. Tliis limlj 
(d' tin; law has been trained until he 
knows every decision pertaining to bis 
business, and the judge who, is not 
lured into some technici'l niistiUvc in 
passing hurriedly on the mnllitiidinous 
"objections," "requests" and "motions" 
of the specialist must have hick aa 
well as lavv on his s'ide. Tho chances 
are all In favor of tho expert de- 
fender. He may make a hundred ob- 
jections, but It ninety-nine are futile 
and one is -.iuppprtod by authority his 
purpose will bo achieved. 

Judge Brewer cites a. strikiii.g ex- 
ample of the sort of spoke which the 
triclcster i-an surreptitiously Insert in 
the wheol.s of justice. A witness tes- 
titiod in a certain case that a person 
named Mary v.'as present when a par- 
ticular conver.sation took place, and 
the question was asked, "What did 
i\lary say?" This was objected to, {ind 
after sonio discussion the judge ruled 
out the question. An "exception" to 
this decision was Immediately taken, 
and on appeal the higher court re- 
versed the verdict and ordered a now 
trial on the ground that the question 
should have been answered. At tho 
second trial the s;iiuc inqifiry was 
riropounded, and elicited the Informa- 
tion that Mary said nothing! 

Though some of t'.ie export defenders 
of accident cases arc tho most notor- 
ious legal juggler.s of this striiie, they 
are not by any means the sole offend- 
ers. There are others to lie found in 
every ceuirt room — botii prosecutors 
and defenders— a 11(1 legal tampering 
with the law is not coulined to tiie 
court I'ooms. No sooner is a 'slatuto 
of importance placed . on .thg.,. books 
than an attempt .is': made oiiAthe part 



of some interested party lo declaio It 
unconstitutional, or, if ibis is inipr.ac- 
ticable, to obtain a judicnil interpreta- 
tion which will impair Its plain pur- 
pose. Tho efforts wliich have boon 
made by lawyers lo o\erri(le tho laws 
often seem to the laymen sheer 
brazen effrontery; but they rii'e so 
frequently successful that Benjamin 
33utlcr Is said to have remarked that 
"tho law 'IS anything which Is plausi- 
bly-presented and persistently main- 
tained." 

The legal profession has become so 
accustomed tojactlvltles of this kind 
that It meets criticism on the subject 
with a stare of unfelned; surprise. But 
the answer of tho apologists is glib 
enough when It comes: "No law ought 
to remain on the statute books ,whlch 
is contrary to tlie constitution, and the 
right lo tost tlie validity of every law 
is absolue. It 'is preposterous to cri- 
ticise lawyers for seeking judicial In. 
terprotalloii nf the statutes and infam- 
ous to hint at bad faith." Which storm 
of blustering In.s'mcerlty and sclf-tie- 
ception passes harmlessly over t.io 
head of any one who knows the facts 
and has not parted with his judg- 
ment for a jiricc. 

Tho truth is that lawyers are very 
much In need of seeing tliiMiiselves a^ 
others see them. It .should be .salularv 
to the profession to know that they 
are coming to be looked upon bv fair 
and broad-minder men as defeatbrs of 
the 1,'uv and mockers of Us majesty. If 
this deepening Impression is not Justl- ■ 
lied It is high lime that certain. thlh'gs''?''^' 
not now spoken of should ho oponly 
discussed, and that the powerful innii- 
euce of the licst clement of the pro- 
fession sliould lie i!xertcd upon ii.s 
niembers, to the end that public 
opinion may not anticipate private re 
formation.— New York Tribune. . 



The Canadian Exhibit at London 



London, Aug. !30, — Having ■ had oc- 
casion the other day to visit the Im-' 
perial institute, I strolled -Into the 
Canadian section of th'o Colonial gal- 
leries, and was .glad to -observe that 
slnco my last visit' tills splendid exhi- 
bition of the natural resources .and 
products / of .; the ' Dominion has. been 
somewhat extended by the completion 
. of the upper gallor.v, devoted chiefly 
' to tho wood exhibits. I found work- 
nien busy there preparing idaces to 
be allotted to exhibits from Newfound- 
land . This Imposing gallery, which 
■ Is about, 60 foot wide, with lofty walls 
and . glass roof,' Is an Ideal place for 
,'sucji;exhfblts. Only about 150 feet of 
Its' liSngth Is" occupied by Canada as 
yet, and It Is capable of accommodat- 
ing an enormous addition; .In the 
vacant end, which is partitioned off. 
As the visitor ascends from the ground 
floor to tho gallery the- first conspicu- 
ous exhibit encased In.: tho , wall bO': 
hind glass Is a magnificent collection 
of furs, undoubtedly tho finest. In Lon- 
don. On ono side oC tho: .gallery Is a 
strikingly arranged :-exhlblf of wood In 
the -rough log, enc"{ised and sur- 
mounted by polished 'PanelB., of the 
same wood. On tho other side, of the 
gallery Is grouped a collection of pulp 
wood and pulp, and huge rolls of 
paper, garden seats of polished -wood, 
and a fine exhibit of joiner.s- doors, 
" etc., in a variety of Canadian v.oods, 
polished and unpolished. Indian 
canoes have hung on the walls, the 
wild birds of Canada In great glass 
cases occupy the centre of the floor, 
and here, too. Is what Is presuniahly 
a temporary exhibit, in glass cases, 
of tlie addresses presented to the 
Prince and Princess of Wales during 
their tour In C^inada. 

As an exhibition of Canada's forest 
resources, tho wood exhibit Is a trifle 
disappointing. It is' beautifully ar- 
ranged, but Is thin and meagre. The 
entire Canadian section of tho Imper- 
ial Institute Is, of course, designed to 
show the wealth of natural resources, 
not In any particular province, but In 
the Dominion as a whole. Manufac- 
turers are excluded. In the mlherni 
.section, which is perhaps the most 
wonderful thing of its kind over seen 
in this, country,, it is suggested what 
are the products of tho varjou.s miner- 
als, and' It does seem as If tho various 
woods dl.iplayod might be roproschted 
also by the kind of manufactured wood 
articles v.'hlc!'- It pays to import' from 
Canada. Wood piilp, canoos './.and 
doors and two or three garden bjialrB" 
are all the manufactured products 



with s'peoimens of- furniture and the 
thousand and one ..articles of wooden 
manufacture now . being exported from 
Canada, .sucfi as :-farm; dairy and 
household utensils, etc, ' \These would 
suggest Importing cither the maniifac- 
lured articles or. .the particular wood.^ 
to be used for their . inanufaoturo In 
Europe, ' without "advertising , any par- 
ticular manufactures/ In Canada. 
Canada has a. larger' floor: space In 
those galleries than any. three or four 
of the other colonies- put together. 

Passing through "tho long galler.v, 
which: includes Australia, South Af- 
rica, the '"West Indies; etc., I observed 
a marked improvement in the exhibits 
furnished, by-.. thesO; ' colonies. Thoy 
have of. late been, made brighter and 
more up to : date,: "and- the. air of ne- 
glect and cobwebs," .'.as!>o'f a musouni 
in .-liquidation,, had- .vanished from this 
colonial section of' -tlie Imperial. .InstI 
tute, .In the offices of the agent-gon- 
oral here they will tell you this rein 
vigorated,' buslnossllko.. character of 
the .colonial collection' Is entirely due 
to. the smart example shown by Can 
ada, ;. "Visitors hero make Canada'."! 
-section the centre. They arc aniazed 
as ' they pass along the masslvo and 
richly framed blg."shop window" dls 
play of asbestos,, of .graphite, of mica, 
of nickel, of corundum, of Ironi ores, of 
pigments, of cobalt', -etc.'-;. ^ They arc a 
dozen such windows' in 'their polished 
mahogany frames, encasing enormous 
paintings illustrative of farm scones 
on the Canadian prairie, etc. Those, 
with the minerals of Canada', attract 
inoro attention than all the/ compiir- 
ailvely poor show ^of ithe rest of tho 
colonies , put together. All that :he 
Canadian; gbvernmont could do, as- 
sisted by expert skill and Ingcnul'.y 
and taste, has boon done to bring an 
object lesson In Canada's posslblUtios 
rigin to the centre of tho empire. But 
to do full justice to thin splendid ex- 
liilution it needs to bo advertised. 'I'he 
nrltisli iiress has not been used as It 
might be, and vlidtorH (o London 
rarely know of the value and Interest 
to them of this free exhibition. Tho 
approaches 'o the Imperial insllliiie 
in iCenslngton give no Indication of 
the romarlci'iblo show of Canada, iu 
London, which Cfinndlan' onlerprlso 
has pravlded. Its light ls hidden, uri- 
dcr a bushel and tho general 'piibllc 
do not make tho fullest possible u.w 
of It that they might if It were bet- 
tor advertised. 

.Observing: tho scanty attondahce 
•whori'vl -. was '. there, .1 made enquiry ;(if 
the superintendent of colonial collec- 



' tlons, and learned that there Js no.-re 
gular streams of vlsltora. .' - Parties of 
continental and provincial tourists 
come and go, and on Saturdays very 
large, crowds of young jieoplc 0001.0, 
arid are'personalty conducted by a :oc- 
tuter. . Students come with their 
teachers, - and . those . conipriso. wh ii 
would appear >to. be tho ,in<3st. Impor- 
tant part of - the vlsljors ' to, the colo- 
nial oollootlons.;, Canadians.' have the 
satisfaction of knowings that , their en- 
terprise; which renovated and reorgan- 
ized the Canadian, galleries, ■ has . dur- 
ing the past eighteen months Increased 
tho attendance "by- about ■one-third. 

In the year 1905, before- tho renewal 
of the Canadian .section; thty atten- 
dance was over tOV.OOC; In -1906, when 
tho workmen wore in tho -gallerlos, .11 
foil to ,80,000, ' and," thla year, when 'the 
Canadian exhibit ls,complote,,.tho at- 
tendance may bo reckoned . 'at '120,000. 
The reason oC this- 1 find, is that the 
grouping of tho exhibits of tho .Do- 
mlnlon.'s resources Instead of leaving 
them In scattered lots from separaro 
provinces, has enhanced tho value of 
tho whole exhibition from an educa- 
tional point, of vlow. Professors an -J 
their olass^js regularly -vlsH and study 
hero, from the London university, the 
Royal College of Science, the Rjyal 
School of Mines, the new Imporril 
College of '.L'echnology, tl'.c City and 
tiuitds of London Technical Instltii:e, 
while In the Imperial Institute Itself 
many visitors, are attracted from the 
British Women's Kmlgratlon as.socla- 
tlon, and the Colonial Nursing as.soola- 
tlon. All the Institutions above nam- 
ed, with tho Natural History Museuiii 
and the gigantic "Victoria and Albert 
Museum, the Royal School of Needle- 
work, and the Headquarters of the 
Science and Art department. Internio- 
dlato examinations arc all -grouped 
round the Imperial institute, . v,-li!.?h 
Is now bocomo the centre of tho larg- 
est educatldntil district In London . r 
in the world. It Is roaiionablo to 
suppose that tho permanent and fas- 
cinating exhibition In the Canadian 
section of tho Imperial Institute will 
attract countless tl)ou.sands of tho 
young men and women of tho middle 
cl.'isses who are scjonccs and art stu- 
dents In Ihl.s Kensington region, and 
who are gathered Into London at the 
most Impre.s.slonable Ticrlod of life, 
from all parts of t!io country. It 
Is pointing them' westward all the 
time. 

The agcnls-goncral of tho other 
colonies are grateful. to Canada's noble 
example, which has raised tho charac-

Ask any man who has traveled in' 
all parts of the world tt ho has beon 
in Umbria, and ho, will tell you It is 
an earthly ■ paradise, tho niost beau- 
tiful spot on earth. 

In the fourth century four iiilgrims 
from I'iilcst ine, so runs a legend, went 
lo l^ip(> LibiM'lus imd ai-:ked him to 
din-ct lliem to a l;md where tlluw 
iniglil live perfect ll\-es, n land whose 
inire, iiatnr.'il be.r.ity would bring find 
close lo th..|r siiiil.'!, where their .spir- 
it;: "ould rl.'-e ill ail <'xallatiOii id" de- 
votion in llii- most lieaii t if 111 temiilo of 
woods and .':ldes ill tlie world. 

'I'lie good ,)opc told Uicm to po (o 
Cmlii'ia. 'I'liere, Hi' eeiitiirles ago, 
those four— 111." Ilrsi of iiiair,- saints 
who lliave trodden lis li,vel.>- vales-- 
il\'e(l and died. 'I'lier(' in l.'itor cen- 
lnrle..( iaiiall iiionaslerlcs arose and 
I here jiloiis men, looking upon a per- 
fect world of nature, pondered on the 



perfect spiritual life of tho souh.Thore 
St. Francis of Assisi, in a littlo"ileper 
colony, washed their sores and nursed 
them, and there the humble man, one 
La Vorna, .saw tho Dlvlno vision and 
received tho stigmata. 

•There,, up on tihe Appenlnes,'.In the 
great'^ old - castle lived tho 'rosy, buoy- 
ant.Sa-nta Chi.ir.-, and there down in 
tho.-valley, - In the sixth century, St. 
Benedict built .-i mile cliacpl. 

In Umbria young Raphael first saw 
ills angels. lhi.re iiainters, since then, 
have lelt the I10I.V fliush that evokcs 
iiii iiisiiiratioii. . , 

Umbria! It is out of the way of 
ordinary tourists, .Tiid, fortuiiali.|y, 
has escaped desecration; travelers 
have not written their names on the 
walls of its cloisters, nor defaced the 
little cliaiiels. 

It is unsiioiled. the valley hrpathes 
the fragrance n( :i newly created 
earth; oni; seems tii smell flowers 
blooming in the earl.\- days of creation 
wlien all the air was imre. 

"One leaves Koine," said a (ra\'eler 
recently, "with a fe...liiig of the op- 
pressiveness of the cil.v. it reeks with 
iKigaii sacrlflci^s, of tlio atrocities of 
llie old emperors. It is a city o£ tho 
Iiast, of dead things, of memories ra- 
tlier than a future. 

'"rr.'i veiling iioi'lli ward, one conies to 
Umhria — I'mhri.'i strotchlng lielow the 
splendid .Niiiicniiics, Umbria wUiere 
mllk-wlil!e 0x011, such as those of 
which Virgil and Clltumnus sang, 
plow tho fields; where century-old 
oaks stand dank and sombre along 
the base of the mountains. 

"Here, as perhaps in no other part 
of the world, tho trees, fho lields, the 
flowers rim. a gamut of color bewil- 
dering to Uhe eye. One could hardly 
imagine so many changing shades of 
green. 

"Perched on little hills one sees the 
towns of f'crugiii, Assisi, .Spello, .Spo- 
lilo. .Montef.'ilso. One sees convents 
falli'ii'4 into decay, little shrines, dll- 
aiilihiteil and falling to ruins, where 
tile iiions ))e;isants km. el and say their 
tn'iiyers. 

"As yon drive along, ii prett.x- lass, 
dusky skinned, with jet black, beady 
eyes, fhislu.s her g.'V/.o at yiiu; a chihl 
of nnlure, pure, ignorant happy. 

"In Umbria one learns that ignor- 
ance is Ihapiiiness. There, is iio .sug- 
geslioii of thi! fevor of wealth or a 
(l.'sire for iiower among tin' simpio 
men as Ihey triidgi- behind their oxi'ii, 
or the women, whose cliii-f pride i.'; in 
the gay red bandairna they wear on 



their heads. In Umbrin. not ns.sailod 
by the humming of trollev cars ono 
can rest and dre.'im, 

"Dre.-imV Aiii, iluil soul of Umbria 
—the spirits of the saints who lived 
and died--lills one with feelings oi: a 
higlier imri.ose in llf,. than the monev- 
] getting of great cities. One feels iia 
would be well content lo live as tho 
lu'otheis who pray before the groat 
cross on the iiiomitaiii wlliere tha 
lieavenly vision mipeared to l.'rancis. 

".l''i'om the Hotel .Subasio one can 
see. down in the vallev, the great 
(■hurcli of St. .Marv of th,. Angels, 
n.'iieath it, little and dil.'ipidali d," tho 
chapel of tho J'orln.iicul.i, built by 
the four ])ilgriiiis fnuii I'alestine anil 
rcbuill by HI, Tieiiedi(.t. Passing along 
the popular road mie will conic to the 
site of t'he ftivo Torto— there arc two 
small chapel.'-i, tho holy well and farm- 
hous(>s. 

"Here o-iice was the lepi.r colony, 
wliere St. |.'i'ani-ls won tin. favor of 
the Most High by mluisl eriiig to tho" 
most lowly, most despised of suffer- 
ers. Going up the steep road of Monte 
Subasio one will reach the mountain 
retreat of j^^■l■ancis; one can view the 
carcorl where Ihe prayed and medi- 
tated. 

"It Is a: landi.'pf ■ roma-nce, of folk- 
lore .and ■freriglojisVv^plety. In I'enigia, 
tho queen' cUy -of Umbria. is lha ca- 
thedral of Sa,n Lorenzo— San Lorenzo 
with the remains 'of three popes in 
her lomb.s; San Lorenzo with the be- 
trothal ring of the Virgin Mary on her 
altars. 

"In a silver casket, l",-istened Iiy fif- 
teen locks, this- sacred relic reposes 
on the altar. Tihe keys are in tho " 
possession of fifteen distlngutshed 
Italians. Once a year lliey come to 
the cluirch, the fifleon locks are un- 
fastc'.ied, llic silver <'asket is opened 
and lli,i ring whicli Iradltimi savs 
■loseph gave to Jlar.s- is reve.iled 'lo 
tlu^ reverinit view of liundreds of 
piasniits wlio gafiher tlier<\ 

"Wanderkig through flmliria one i;,. 
Imiu'cssed by Ihe lie.'ivenly sik-ueo 
that prevails— a ^^(1eI•cd liu;:li .'■■..enia 
hover over vale .-md hiU; oven |l),r> 
silver streams crei.p silently through 
dim and niyslerinus foresis, ihe por- 
fr.ines of the flowi-r..; steal insldlniisly 
iiid gently mi the ipiiet liroezes. 

"Oiil.\' at mornlii;;:, at nonnday .'md 
at twilighl a sound l,re;iks t!ie idlenco 
the clear, sweet jangles of bells. At

•the call to prayer!"

That 
ii.r?ny is the most forjnidable fiKhtinpr 
force the world ever saw, and its prac- 
tical efficiency is tested once a y.-ar 
in the month of i^entcinbcr. l-"or the 
Kreat aim, says Gen. A'an Kincrii, the 
Prussian minister of war, is "to lie 
ready before the noecl arises to use 
onr wo.'inons."

At the same time it is erroneous to 
puppo.so that the kaiser himself worlcs 
out the scheme of the manoeuvres fir 
that he retaln.s supremo command.

•'battle thinker" — whicli works out tlic 
details and sunorvi.sos the operations. 

The emperor's functions are those ol 



a suprotne umplro-ln-chlef, who 
passes final verdict on the porformiinco 
of all troop.s and criticizes defects with 
merciless severity. But lonff bei:ore 
Scijteniber, minor sections of the hu>je 
muchine aro being exercised, that they 
maj' know their part when called up- 
on. A'oung lieutenants, barely out of 
their toons, aro ordered to lead siil}- 
sectious of companies out Into the oi)on 
country and tako them against Imag- 
Imiry enemies. 

The Kreat September operations arc 
known a:; the kiiiser manoeuvres, be- 
cause tile emperor always supervises 
them In person as comman<ler-in-i-Iiief 
of till,' army. ISIobllizalion orders aro 
issued ])rcclsely as they would be if 
Krauce or itussia declared war. Kvcry 
reser\-ist who iias abaiidoiied active 
service in the ranlis to pursue tils 
civilian c.alliuK i-ecei\-es a, statenuiu 
telling liliii where Ini must reiiorl, and 
there he must be ;i t a ^■■iven liour to 
rei-eive utiifin-m and \\eapons. 

In their enormous arsenals, the au- 
tliiiidties have stored sets of uni- 
forins, rifles and couiplete active aer- 
\ico etiuipuient for irvery one of the 
millloas wlio obey the national call to 
arms. The result is a celerity and 
aliseiici? of Cdiifusjim that affords as- 
toulshing jiroof of the complete readi- 
ness of the German ;irm}-. 

Jtesei-visis tal;e up their qimrters in 
tho same barraclcs and other l.iuililin,u;s 
in which tliev would ))o acc'om:iiodat- 
ed pcndtn^T their iiiareli to tlin front in 
real warfare. Tliey ;ire next entrained 
and conveyed to tlie various military 
centres. The railroads in Germany aro 
all state proiierty, so tb.at the military 
authorities may retain a cnntrolliii;:; 
Krip on them. Even the frehvht cars 
have all been measured in advance, and 
bear on their sides figures showing 
the number of soldiers and horses they 
will take. 

Tho march to tho railroad station', 
tho actual entraining and the second 
march from the terminus to the ap- 
pointed camp are all done with math-. 



ematlcal precision; for It ia the boast 
of Gcu'inany that she can place a com- 
pletely cciulpped army oC half a mil- 
lion men on any^^ 'frp.ntl,er; within 
twenty-foiu* hour.s.' "" Tents' iire erected 
as though by magic, and tho camps 
laid hyglenlcally, according to |dans 
long laid dmvn. I'lacli man carries 
a'aong liis other impedimenta a piee'e 
of canvas aoout a \anl ami a lialf 
sipiare, two tent peps, a tent stick In

Whori'-'tlio ' right tlmo comes, llieso 
canvas .squares are buttoned togotlior, 
tile peg stuck in tho ground, and the 
sticks joined iij> form the ridge pole. 
Then wlien a couple of dozen pieces 
have l.ieen clodncted for officers and 
non-coms, the men cn^ep into what is 
left and sliM'p packed like sardines.

Tho hour of revolUo varies between 
midnight and 5 In the morning.

Singing l.s 
encouraged, tor the men who sing on 
tho march can go further and fight 
better than thpso who do not.

heating — Is frizzling merrily in Its 
can. 

The general staff .Wlil have dlvl.led 
equal strength, ' .OnQ,;,;sldo roprosents 
Oerinaiiy. and the other the foreljjn 
country- yvlth'.whlch the empire is xup- 
|)osert;.ito,<;be):at war. I^ach la under 
the co'mtnaijd'ot, .ft full general and has 
Its own-^'subsldlary, general stuff. When 
operatl6ri8,.'beglri i;th''o armies may lie 
separated {byi a lijin^red. miles of rouKii 
countrjr,i];ahd -.tho,; first -, object, of tiie 
opposlng:goner£vl's l§;»'to''inake'^a sori(>s 
of strategic marches In such ' a -,vay 
as to obtain the best iiositioji for ac- 
liKLl fighting. 

These marches ma\- occupy two or 
tiiree days, and they are carried out 
on the theory tliat the truinis are tra- 
versing a hostile foreign country. 
Screens of ray.'ilry are sent forw.'ird 
to spy out tlie l.'iud and shitdd the mam 
body from observation and surprise at- 
tacl;s. Very often at night tlie sold- 
iers bivouac in tho ouen, and in b.-ul 
\^ eather they have a pretty severe taste 
of the actual hardships of campaign- 
ing. 

AVhen the opposing armies get Into 
touch with each other, fighting is car- 
ried out precisely as Jn real war, ex- 
cept, of course, that blank cartridges 
aro used both in rifles and artillery. 
The fighting front may be forty miles 
long, and conimuiilcatioii between ihe 
different v.-iegs is maintained by field 
telegraplih-, which are laid as the troops 
advance. Portable telephones, too, en- 
able tho Comtnander-ln-CJlileCjitO talk 
to his subordinates thirty ' miles .away. 
.•\nd military motor cars are' HOW. em- 
ployed on a lai-^'c scale to carry mes- 



sages which cannot lie transmitted by 
telegraph. During the last two (u- three 
years specially light motors have 
lieen constructed for this luirpose, an<l 
oxporinients likewise made with bi- 
cycles for the use of scouts. 

An Interesting feature of late years 
Is the presence ct war dogs, which 
now regularly accc^mnany tho German 
army ns scntrloH, semits. bearers of 
mos.sagos and, al.mve all, seekers of 
tho wounded l.iy <lay and night. Many 
mi'U are ordered to lie on the ground 
in remote svots and sham being 
wounded and even creep Into holc^ as 
though to (.'seape the hoofs , Of charg- 
ing soiiadrons and the wheels of gal- 
loping batteries of heavy guns. 

After the liattlc is over the ambul- 
ance surgeons and tlieir stretcher 
beiirers !;o I'urlh with the dogs. It is 
.-ill inspiring sight, to sei. the dogs 
r;i.cing Ibis way anil tli.at, sniffin.g the 
nil- and ijoking tln.dr noses into buslies 
and thickets v,-ith real enthusiasm 
W'lion tliuj- find a "wounded" soldier 
they first give lilm a drink of water 
from the flnsk they carry on their 
neck and then bark until the atten- 
dants arrive. 

Tho emperor himself watches the 
m.anoeiivi-es of his troops with unre- 
mitting attention. i:)ui-iiig pri>liininary 
stage he rides with the eavalr>' or 
marches with the infantry, disousslng 
military lu-nl ilems with Ihe (ifficers or 
even talking with the coiiinioii soldiers. 
When the troops ai-e encamped tho 
kaiser also lives in .a tent. i'\)rmorIy 
lie used to bivouac on the bare ground 
with his men, but his medical advis- 
ers have strictly prohibited this risk 
since tho operation on his throat in 
11)03. 

The moment the armies .get into 
touch the emperor hustles across tho 
imaginary battlefield in Ills big auto- 
mobile, and no movement In any part 
of 'the wiir area escapes his attention 
and criticism. 

At tlie close or each day's opera- 



tions the kaiser summons his princi- 
pal oftlc-ers around him and delivers 
to them a lecture on th.o- lessons ami 
wtirniiigs to be gained from the day's 
exi)('rience. Mistakes are mercilessly 
exposed by the imi)erial expert, who 
exiiiumds intricate (luestlons of mili- 
tary strategy In a way that re\-eal.H 
a I'onipieto mastery nf the subject. 
."\toi'('o\-er, the I'ni.oi'ror speaks with 
considerabh^ oratorical eliiirm, and his 
military homilies are keenly appre- 
ciated by the staff officers. 

Kaiser Was Defeated 

■ On certain occaulons, however, when 
the kaiser has had' entire command of 
an army of his own, he has siifferoil 
cru.shing defeat, despite his absolute 
mastery of strategy and tactics. This 
is mainly duo to his love of siiectticular 
(d'fc'ct. On one nK'inorabli,' occasion 
in tile Kliln(dand, when the emperor 
\v,is In command of an arm\-, he sud- 
denly found himself entirely surround- 
ed by a groat opjioslng force under 
General Gount ilaesoler, and in real 
warfare should lun-e been entirely aii- 
nlliilated. It is s,aid that Gen. Hae- 
solcr's! position In which he put his 
Imperial master, has led to his being 
in disfavor at court ever since. 

The German emperor k-nows jjor- 
feclly well what the cnndition.s of 
modern warfare are and how vestly 
they differ from those of old. And 
yet the rigid scientlric liiirs of tod.ay 
do not satisfy liis yearnings for the 
magnificent, i-'or tlie war lord loves 
to think of himself as riding tit the 
head of his troops into the tlilck of 
battle and spurring them on to vic- 
tory by his own heroic example.

He obe.vs a comiv.and mo- 
chaniciUly, but is unable to vary it 
an Inch though his lil'o d(>pended on 
It. "The .soldier," declared the German 
emporor, In one of his battlefield pep- 
oratlons last year, "should not have a 
will of his own. iJut all of you should 
havo one will,, and that is my will.

The .Inner History .of the Belfast .Troubles, by the London Times 



A correspondent of the I^ondon 
I'imes writes its follo\\'.s: 

The grave nature of the more recent 
developments of the Belfast, . troubles 
Ilias served to divert .public' attention 
from the events which led .up to theai; 
i)ut now that a sottloinent lia.s been 
reached. It may bo of Interest to ex- 
plain how they actually, originated, utid 
/ to throw moro light on the questions 
primarily concerned therein. 

For the beginning of things Dn3 
must go back to the early part of the 
I present year, when representatives of 
I the National Union of Dock LfiborJirs 
\ of Great Britain and Ireland, the'head- 
quarters of which . aro . In Liverpool, 
began to form ti branch ,In.r Belfast. 
They went about the worlc In ,"siich a 
way as not to attract tho attention 
of tho employers, and it was not until 
the middle of April that the latter le- 
allzcd that the brancli had secured 
a conaiderabic membership. Tho first 
intimation came wlicn n man present- 
ed himself before the foreman ("ship- 
w-orker") of the Belfast Steams'.iip 
company on a cargo boat In York 
dock, .said ho -was a union delegate, 
and asked tho foreman If lie was 
aware that among the men at work 
there wore throe non-unionists. The 
foreman replied tliat so far as he 
knew they wore all non-union men; but 
the delegate Informed him that most 
of .tthe'.raen rbelonged to the Dockers' 



union, and that. unless 'the non-union- 
ists were called .off.1- there';; would be 
tr-juble. The foreman - attached no 
great Importance to the -Incident, and 
did not even Inform his employers: 
but a week afterwards -the delegate 
appeared again, and renewed his threat. 
The foreman then, reported tho mat- 
ter, but the company: took no action. 
On May 6 the delegate intimated that 
if tho non-untohists did not join the 
union all tho others would be called 
off the cargo boat; and this was done 
tho following day, when tho men on 
the company's express boat also struck. 

Tliere was then no question of 
wages. It was solely one of trade 
unionism and freo labor. Other man 
wore imported from England and 
Scotland, but tho efforts made to pro- 
ceed wltii the work were met by the 
"peaceful jicrsuaslon" tactics of tho 
striker.s' idckets, who, on tho very 
first day the free ki borers appearoci, 
evaded the police on nonegnl quay, 
chased tho w-orkers on to tlio depot 
ship, and knocked two of them into 
tho hold. On tho following day tho 
d;.'pot ship was taken to the York 
dock, w-hero the pickets b.urled show- 
ers of stones, lumps of ore, iron bolts, 
and rivet heads on tho Imported men, 
injurin.'-,' several, and Intimidating 
them so seriously that tliey all loft 
Belfast the same night. !Moro free la- 
borers were brought in, but tho strik- 
ers again broke through the police 
ranks, and stoned- t)ie workers, so vigr 



orously that the deck of the depot ship 
was strewn with missiles. 
••The police forces were then streng- 
thened, and, for a time, a certain 
amount 'of work was done in the sheds. 
Three weeks after the beginning of 
tho trouble tho Dockers' union pre- 
sented, on behalf ot both dockers and 
carters, a demand for Increased pay, 
decreased hours of work,; and recogni- 
tion of the DodkeraViunlori;'. thrbush 
which all negotiations .- wt ore to "take 
place— the last-mentioned condition be- 
ing, admittedly, regarded by-the union 
lenders as the most material of all. 
'These terms wcra not acceded to; 
and Jn the mlddlo of June the men 
employed in Belfast by the English 
railway companies on their cross- 
clian lel services (the London and 
North-AVcstcrii and Tiancashire and 
Yorkshiro jointly work tho I-'leetwood 
route, and the Midland Railway eom- 
p.'i'iy the Me.N'sham iind Barrow route) 
also joined the strikers. The .action 
tiius taken against the railway com- 
panies to force tliem to recognize the 
Ilockers' union in Belfast was at least 
In sympathy with the wider movement 
to secure recognition of the Amalg..vm- 
atjd .Society of Kallway Servants In 
England. TIio railway companies re- 
fused to yield, and they, in turn, im- 
ported free laiior. 

Tliere is little room for doubt th.at 
tlie whole trouble would at tai.5 time 
havo .been kept In much narrower 
oircles'.lf adequate steps ha,d been 



taken b.v tlio atitlioritIe.«3 to prevent 
Intimidation and to ensure ijro'ioction 
to the workers. But, from the very 
first, .an aiiioiint of iiubilgonce and 
tolcr.'ition was shown to tho trade 
union pickets whieli seemed to sug- 
gest that they ^vere considered super- 
ior to the rcpr( ;-entatlves of law and 
order. 'X'he cli.irtcr alike of their lib- 
erties and of their licence was the 
Trade Disputes Act, which they al- 
most literally flourished In the face 
of the police, in.slstlng on "their rights 
under the Act" with such vehemence 
that the police tliemselves were In- 
timidated, especially;, as Uie latter., ex- 
perienced. In ' turn,-ia deplorable lack 
of proper siipi>ort from Diiblln castle. 
In the result tho trade ; union -badge 
became a general pajasport'fjfor the 
wearers, and the plckeis'i'ma'deVuse of 
It to get through the rainlts; ^t.;thc po- 
lice tp'-'tho^.;:'Vvorkirs they];'squ^^ to 
threaten or 'ifl-use;rJusi'as'th'ey made

Ill effect, the result of these lirst c-x- 
perlences of llie 'i'rade Disputes Act 
in oiiei-ation has been to disidav .a 
thorough sapping nf cnnstiiullonal 
law, under the jiatronage of ;i go\-erji- 
meiit unduly .anxious to ensure tlie 
continued s'lpport for tlieniseivcs of 
the trade union vote. There have been 
scenes of violence In connection with 



labor disputes In the United Kingdom 
often enough before But rarely' has 
mob law jirevailed to a greater ex- 
tent iin any such occasion than has 
be.n the case at Belfast. In the ex- 
pi'rience, at least, of the labor super- 
intendent of the Sliilipiiig Federation, 
who jia.s tal;en part in ever.v dock dis- 
pute that lias occurred in the United 
Kingdom during the last 17 yo.'irs, an-;l 
Who was on the scene at Belfast from 
tho earliest outbreak of the trouble, 
there has been no occtision on which 
more .violence has been show n, and on 
which more assaults have djeen coni- 
mltteii. Kven thi-- Hnll' dlsord'ei's. of . ■ 
few yetirs ago sink lnto'-.lns.lgnltlbii.ncej 
In. his opinion.

F.ictors such as those constitute the 
inner liistery of tin- Belfast troubles 
aiuch more than those of a political 
and religious type which mainly In- 
spired the recent actual rioting. it 
will be !t grave outlook for the coiii- 
inunity in general if, in future labor 
disputes, the iirotection of the law Is 
to be extended, mainly for political 
reasons, to trade unionists of the moro 
a.ggi-essive t.\pe ratlu.-r than to peace- 
ful workers, and if those who seek |o 
carry on the trade of the country are 
to be left m.-iinU- to their own re- 
sources until conditions aro develop- 
.ed that border closely on civil war.

Fish That Builds a Cocoon. 

Dr. Gill, of the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion, describes a i)i:cullar lish fciiod in 
tropical Africa north of the Congo 
basin ;uid known as the Protopterus 
annc'Ctens. 'i'hla llsh lives mostly In 
shallow, muddy waters or swamps 
which dry up during the rainless sea- 
son. When the water disappears tlie 
fish burrows down into tiie mud and 
builds around itself a sort of cocoon 
by moans of a mucous which !t dis- 
charges. In this cocoon it will live for 
months at a time In a seml-lethargic 
condition. It receives air to breathe 
through a tube which leads from tho 
cocoon to the surface. , When tho dry 
se.-isons ends and the rain returns, the 
llsh emerges from its liiding place. Tho 
naturalists have known for a good 
m.iny years about this fish, but It, was 
not until 1901 that Mr. J. S. Blodgott 
succeeded In obtaining a number of 
the nests, which he brought to ling- 
land. Tho fish are quite large; all the 
males found by Mr. Blodgett exceeded 
IS incheij in length.

America's Influence on Austrnlia 

Americans and Australians, as a 
ride, have little idea of the extent to 
wlilch some American history making 



events have Influenced Australia's 
destiny.. It . was. : th.e.. success of the 
American' revolutionists that caused 
Kngland to turn' to Australia. .She haa 
boon deporting her convicted men and 
women to tho southern American col- 
onies, and when this land of exile was 
deprived her, she shifted her deporting 
to Australia, and' later to Van Die- 
man's Land, now Tasmania. It was 
the California, gold rush that led di- 
rectly to tho opening of Australia's 
greate.Tt soiu-ec of natural wealth. 
Not only were the prairie seliooncrs 
filled with forty-niners aiul drawn by 
liullock teams creeping .across tlio 
great plans and deserts in the early 
.50's. but with even less difficulty and 
with greater .speed were whaling boats 
and other crafc carrying across the 
7,000 miles of water frnni Australia to 
the California gold diggings a largo 
part of tho Island continent's s|i;ire 
freo population. New South AV.iles 
became alarmed as she ;iaw her popu- 
lation heading f'.r California. Tho 
poor convict's stor.v, aiul tho theories 
of several others tliat gold could be 
found in Australia were seized on and 
in order to stem 'the tide the colon.v 
posted a reward for any one who 
would find gold' In -New, Soruth Wales, 
rhe Bathurst field was thus discov- 
ered. 

Tho gold fever that broke out even 
rivalled that of Calltornin. AVhole 
streets in Sydne.v v.'oro deserted by 
jienj)le who sold out for a song in 
order to gel to tho gold diggings, and 
it was oidy when the army th.'it .il- 
■ways comes homo disappointed from a 
gold rush returned to become renters 
at high rates of the property that they 
had tihnosi given away that it was 
reali?;ed here that the most successful 
"gold" miner is not always the one 
tha,t goes to tho gold diggings, l^ut 
the gold discovery not only <lepo)inlat- 
cd Sydney — It drew tho Ilfo out of 
Jlolbourno and its colony of Victoria. 
Rush to the Melbourne Fields 

To stop this Melbourne adopted the 
same policy that Sydney, In ludialf of 
New South Wales, had adoiited to 
stop the wild flow of people ont of 
its borders. jMolbourno offered a .big 
reward to any one who would find 
gold near Melbourne. And it was 
found, and with It canie Ballarat and 
Bendlgo, and a wilder excitement than 
S\-dney had ever knowhj People de- 
serted Melbourne, .and In the liarbor of 
the deserted city rocked great fleets of 
deserted ships — forty, fifty, sixty, a 
hundred traders from all parts of the 
world, that put In at Melbourne In the 
tr.'ide, had been swept by the fever, and 
their crews, from cabin boy to captain, 
had deserted and joined In the pell- 
moll rush. 

Tho world tide was then even turn- 
ed and tho gold hunters came from 
California to Ballarat and Bendlgo. 
The world had never seen such gold. 
Here fortunes were lying .around in 
boulders. In fh'j years there were 
found nround Bendlgo and TJallar.-it 
eleven gold boulders, ranging in value 
from .^L'n.nOO up to the JtO.OOO Wel- 
come nugget. The record of tho next 
decade was topped by the discovery 
of the "Welcome Stranger," at Don- 



oUy, in the Bendlgo district. It tipped 
the beam at 210 pounds troy, ■ and 
brought the two men who found It 
$40,835. ■ ,^ ■ 

The "Welcome StrangerV'jV^'thbugh 
discovered ■ in 1809, still hold's the .re- 
cord as the mo.'Jt valuable single lump 
of metal found by any mari in all re- 
corded e history. The "Welcome" nug- 
get fouhd' hore nine year.-i before, still 
belngk'jtbeT' sebond most valuable.

They had enough and went back to 
Ireland on the next boat,, while tho 
wise miners who had "steered them" 
wore fighting one another slaking out 
claims around their hole. 

Broken Hill Fortune 

Ciiarles Rasp died in May this year. 
Ho was the discoverer of tho great 
Broken Hill vfortune, tho greatest sil- 
ver and load mine in the world, .He 
was n boundary rider in a sheep 
rtuu-ii, working for $20 a month. While 
going ovor land , that others had been 
riding ovor and feeding uheop on for 
years, ho noticed the outcropping of, 
peculiar minerals.. Tho groat property 
that ho opened was brought before 
tho public by .a, company that ho or- 
ganized him.self. It had only £450 
($2,250) capital. In twenty years It 
has produced $2;i5,C00,0O0 of minerals 
and $65,000,000 of profits. 

And there, too, Is tho story of the 
discovery of the Plbarra gold field, 
one of the Australian deposits that 
has attractod world wide attention. 
Due day a boy picked up a stone to 
throw at a crow and found that it 
was gold. 

1 Ic reported Ills find to the warden, 
who liecame so excited tli;it, ir. tele- 
grai)hliig the news of his find lo the 
(loveriioi- of Perth, onl\- informed him 
that "a l)oy had picked up a stone to 
throw at a in-nw." 'J'he governor was 
non|)lus.-^od, and ho telegi.-iplied back: 
"■\'es, but what hn]ii)eneii to the 
crow?" Tho explanation was quickly 
followed by the great Plbarra rnsli. 

And all through these and the many 
other similiir romances of tlio Aus- 
tralian gold fields that might be given 
runs that intere;;t iiig series of records 
of geologists who, having examined 
sections now made famous as gold 
producers, renurted tliat there was no- 
thing to bo had thero. 

Peculiar Water Conditions 

The Western Australia gold fields 
arc the most remarkable In the, .world 
In this respect— they'wjere four hundred 
miles frorn Avat'er;'''-They-are not now, 
for the Western Australian govern- 
ment has built a great pumping plant 
that carries tho water across that 
great desert waste and over an eleva- 
tion of J.fiOO feet and supplies It to the 
miners of the Coolgardlo and the 
K;. Igoorlle fields. 

It has been one of tlio Australian 
sl.-ito cntcrnrlsos that has been a finan- 
cial money loser, bec."u.se of an inter- 
esting and unexpected condition. Tho 
state was to sell water to the popula- 
tion of the to-.viis as well ;is lo the 
mining eomnmiies, ,-nid t;il;lng a cen- 
sus of population .-i.i a basis for milk- 
ing estimate for financing the under- 
taking, It made its calculation on re- 
venue on the basis of tho well ostab- 
lishod figures of water companies 
over the world, whieh showed tliat 
enc'n person would consume twenty- 
two gallons of water in a certain per- 
iod. 

Tho plant was built, but it was dis- 
covered that people who long ago had 



boon using water that was so high In 
cost that It took about $10 to water a 
team of horses and $20 to take a bath, 
had become used to getting along 
with very little of It— they used only 
sl.x gallons hi the normal twenty- two 
gallon consumption period for the ro- 
maindor of the Ciirth, and, of course, 
that meant financial loss for what Is, 
In some roiipect-s, the world's most no- 
table water plant. .. 

Used Wind Instead of Water 

In the absence of water the gold 
miners In the great desert used wind 
for placer mining. They "panned" by 
letting the stiff desert winds, instead 
of water, carr,y away the substances 
lighter than tlie" gold. It was in that 
respect the same principle used In 
sluicing with water, but It was applied 
In the old grain winnowing plan. The 
winds are terrific, and tho clouds o£ 
dust carried off tho diggings when the 
prospoctor.s, and later the wind mlh- 
Ing machinery were at work, wero 
frightful. The -Western Australian 
fields li.-ivo always been dominated by 
American mining engineers, tho samo 
as tho South Australian fields have 
been, and tho country Is alive with 
American gold, miners. ^ 

Western Australia has been tho 
gold mino of the I^ondon shark pro- 
moter. A man could go out and 
scratch around In the dirt, and brinir 
in something that looked as if it 
might prnduce soino gold If tho gold 
were in it, cable tho news to I..ondon 
at night, and w;iko up the next morn- 
ing to find a cablegram announcing 
that a company witli a million pound.t 
sterling had been organized, and somo 
fifty thousand ponndK had already 
bei.-n subscribed, information accom- 
panied w-lth probably ten or fifteen 
thousand pounds sterling of real gold. 
When the people began to Investigate, 
after dumping in millions, they found 
that their "represontatlvc.'; In the 
great mining fields" had probably 
never been out to tho claim staked 
off. 

On A Humbler Basis 

Tlio gold days in Xew Zealand have 
dwindled down to dredging tho rivers, 
but that is very successful, and big 
money is being mado by many com- 
panies whose dirt is running only fivo 
cents a cubic yard. It (loos not com- 
pare in richness with tho gold-bearing 
alluvial deposits of .Brown and Mor- 
,gan counties In Indiana, whole valleys 
of which, according to the State Geo- 
logist, run from thirty-five cents a 
cubic yard up. 

Th6 world production oC gold today 
is running about $400, 000,000 a yaar. 
Tlie bulk of it is coming from tho 
ITnited States, Australasia and Africa, 
eacli producing about one-fourth of 
the annual output. In 1004 the North 
American continent led, with ?118,000,- 
000, followed by Africa, with $113,- 
000,000, and Australasia with $85,000,- 
000, Of the American States, Color- 
ado with $25,000,000 output, was first; 
California, with from ?10, 000,000 to 
$20,000,000. second. Alaska's output 
In 1905 wa« $1-1,000,000, and ho 1906 
vield was estimated at $20,000,000. 
Nevada is next, producing in 1905 ai 
total of $5,000,000 of gold. 







Toronto Globe: ' The first letter of 
Rev. Jonothan Gbforth - on Japanese 
oppression In Corea; dealt largely- with 
outrages 'upon iifttlve Corean'a.

Other Coreans seis-.ed the ,l:ip, 
and took him and llie wounded in;in 
off to tho chief of police. That official 
driivi) them away, saying "'Vou lyin.g 
Core.-insI One cannot believe a word 
you say." Tho iii.iurod man's finger 
dangling by the skin was no ju-oof. 'J'he 
Chief of police in all Corean towns is a 
Japanese. 

At Hamheung, farther up the east 
coast, thero Is another st.-ition of tho 
Canadian Prosb.vtcrian mission. Mr. 
McRao is tho senior missionary in 
charge. He is a splendid .ipeciiiien of 
physical manhood. Ther.' are several 
thousanri .Tapanese lr-i"ps there. ( >nee 
Mr. McRae saw .lapane.se .<f:d;iug oi'f a 
piece of land he liad boiitrhi lo hui'd n 
mission house upon. He dnive theni off 
and pulled up tho iiitike-:-. '!'hereuj)i)n 
sl.v .laiianese .soldiers ,-it l.ielied him, one 
Willi a mii.--ket. .Air. McJtai- wtili 
hi< bai'k to a wall. The solilier v,-llh 
a rmir.ket swung ;is if t,i slrihe with 
the Imit end. .Mr. .McBae siippo.-'ed it 
to be only ,-l feint and did nut guard 
himself, .-lud cnn:-einienl!,\- t;ot ;i, severe 
blow on ll'.e lilj), wliieh l.'uiied him f-u- 
dayji. .\s soon as ,Mr. .Mi-liae saw they 
were In e:iriiest In the ritlaek he ilecer- 
mined only to stainl on .guard, and not 
attempt lo wrest the musket from the 
one who handled It, lost chey might re- 
port him as attempting to seizo the 
musket. Ho parried ever.v blow, and 
flung back every as.-.-iihint until the 
Japs got tired and went a-,v,ay. 

No Redress Offered 

TlUs^caso wa3 reported to tho British 
Consul-Gt2noral at Seoul. The Japan- 
ese authorities replied! "'XjeJ,* your. mis- 
sionary at Hamheung, tried to seize n 
musket belonging to bnp of our sol- 
diers and probably in tho struggle he 
got hurt." ■ Nothing more was done. 
On another occasion a Japanese soldier 
attacked Mr. McRao at tho mission 
hoolc-room. Mr. Mcli.ai! put out his 
lumd to push the fellow back. Tho Jap, 
like a dog, snapiied. at one of Mr. Mc- 
Kao'.s finger.:, and commem-ed chewing 
it. Mr. Mcltae, w-lth the other band, 
jn-oniptly choked the brute off, tlien 
flung him to the gnuind kum liiug nee-l 
of the brealli out i,f him. Tho .I.-ip 
then got up and flun.g his ticcoulre- 
monts and ce,-it on the ground and 
ran to his sufierinr ollicer, and .sa.id 
that tho missionary hnd tried to strip 
him and kill him. 

. Seized Mission Building 

On nnotber occasion .Mr. McHae got 
word that some ,lapaiie.'-|. were taking 
possession of t.ie niisslun .-.(-luiol dow-n- 
towii. 'J'riie enough. on re.'u-hing 
there, ho fcMiuil the school .-iliout emp- 
tied of furniture, etc., by llie Jaiian- 
Gso. Mr. McRao emptied them out. 
In a short time an officer came along. 



leading. a squad yOf, ' soldiers, leaving 
that.', be ' had 6rders ',;to seize- the build- 
ing. ■ ' . 

"Seize away,'' ■ said' Mr. McRae. 
"This school belbiigs . to:., th'^ Canadian 
mission, and you dori't get it without 
seizing me." . i. - ■ ,, 
' The soldiers went away, hut they 
seized the poor old widow who had 
rented the room' to the mission and 
flung her into prison, and kept her 
there until the mlssiomiry, otit of pity 
for her, g.ave up the buildln.g. 

The Cowardly English 

>.tr. JIcRae oiit-e Iieard the Japanese 
advisor to tlie Corean governor h;ir- 
.anguing a crowd of Coreans abiaiL tis 
follo-vvs: — "Be-^vare of tho l-higii.sli and 
.■\mericans. They are too cowardly to 
fight your battles. They eotuc lo you 
with fair promises, that they may got 
possession of your prperty and turn 
.vou out of everything. 'They did not 
drive 'Bussla but of your country, but 
wo did," etc., etc. 

The land for tho railway from the 
jiort of Haniheung, as well as tho land 
for stations, freight sheds, etc., etc., 
has lieen taken from the owners 
-A-iiboul ,iin- (-omprtisatlon. During 
th,' w;\v V. hen the Iroojis arrived they 
fj u.'irtered tlicmselves on the peoiiTe. 
All ;l matii-r of "military necessity," 
th;it niighl pas.-;, but since the w.ir has 
been ended for more than two years 
"niililar.v necessity" cannot be .-id- 
\'anced as plea for the- f-ontimi.ition 
of that imposition ujion tin; proido. 
\\'e were i;il;i:u to nne Christl.-in liomi' 
to see what a gre.-it liardship it is for 
the Coreans to have the soldiers 
<iiiartered upon them. This family 



seemed J, 'al.4y.;w.Jvellf-b.-.ao. ' There 
were seven members In {j thd - family. 
They alt. had to live; in the. kitchen, 
while .Japanese soldiers,^ occupied the 
rest. The mother had to be . confined 
in that, kitchen.. The-;Child had died. 
The mother, looked as .If she , would 
soon follow. I heard of a,notb'ar case 
even worse. Two families were" forced 
to live in one kitchen, while soldiers 
occupied the rest. 

Oppression Everywhere 
All over th'd city it is ttie same way. 
A Jap stole a Corean's cow. The 
owner traced the cow , to the Jap's 
liome. The Jap tobk a club and beat 
the Corean almost; to death.- No re- 
dress. A .Japanese - bought 600 , yen 
wrifth of lumber from a Corean dealer 
fer cash. The Corean delivered the 
lumber and asked for his pay. He 
was told to return next day and get 
It. When he came . for 'it next day the 
Jap refused to pay. The Corean mer- 
chant wont and laid his case before 
the Japanese authoritlca. They s.-iid: 
"Yes, lie must pa.v yon." .V month 
passeil and lie went again. They 
said; "If lie don't pay take your luin- 
bi-r away from him." Dare lie'.' He 
would leave his lifoles.i bod.v there, 
ton. The .Tapanese told the governor 
lb;it they had need nt lumber .and 
were going to cut down the iiine in 
the gr.'i\ey,i.rd of one of the emperors. 
The governor dare- not allow tliat, so 
he let the .lapa nes-e cut down all the 
pine trees thev needed out of the city 
p;u-k and Sfunlt it. .\ Christian owned 
a grove of pine tree.':. I'iiie is be- 
coming increasingly valuable, so tho 
man vyas holding on .to his. One day 



a squad of Japanese soldiers came 
with a,: gang, of cboiles and quartered 
themselves lii^the home of • thifJ' Chris- 
tian. They cut down and carried off 
fifteen hundred of his pine-trees and 
never paid him a cent. -'■ 

False Deeds and; Records 

Near Hamheung,, thero , Is -a. large 
district lying along tlie , sea':- shore, 
whore pepple have made salt, for cen- 
turies. Some • Japanese got their eyes 
on this district They- armed them- 
selves, with a false deed,, stamped at 
the Japanese ofilce, and proceeded to 
evict the,. Corean owners. • The Cor- 
eans came to Mr. -McRaer .^who told 
them to, write their case 'but . clearly 
and send a man -with It to Seoul. :\lr. 
McRae, at the same time' having busi- 
ness at Seoul, took tho Corean along 
and directed him how to go to Mar- 
quis Ito's oflice and present his case. 
Mr. McRae took the precaution to 
have in his possession a cojiy of the 
case. The Corean w.-is seized as soon 
as ho entered .'Mariiuis Ito's ollice by 
i th.> imderl'ug .I;ii<ane.'--e there. 'When 
■four (la,\-s i)as.-;ed and the Core;in did 
I not reappe.ir .Mr. McRae biiiiselt got 
I the case before the '.Martinis. It was 
j loo glaring an Injustice for Ito not to 
]nnllro. Therefore he ordered the ,lap- 
.-inese ollieial on the ea.-^t coa.st lo re- 
I stfin^ the s.-ilt land.-- lo the!]- urigin,-il 
I owners. Home months p.-issed; then 
the tax for malcing s.ill on those flats 
I went up from el.ght cents a b;ig to 
I sixty C(, nts a ba^;-. Perhaps the Jap- 
ane:;o are innocent, but tiiis sudden 
' increase of the sail tax looks sus- 
picious. Tho saltmakers said thoy 
could, not afford to make ..salt with 






such an increase, and refused to pay 
more than the' ordinary tax. 

Active Hostilities 

The Japanese chief of police led out 
a band of police to enforce tho in- 
creased tax. The police with their 
swords, cat -off,- an. ear from this man, 
a hand from that: triahr- and; slashed 
around -'generally. 'Thereupon the salt 
men seized, the^pollce -and^ boat -them, 
bill did hot: kill any .ofvthem. , Next 
day the Japanese; cavalry, and artillery 
went out and bombarded the salt vil- 
liiges. This -outrage happened toward 
the end of ; June-^^the .day hefpre^ we 
left Hamheung— so that wo . had : no 
opportunity to' verify" any thing, but we 
wore told that . between 'twenty and 
forty prisoners were brought In, and 
that 'many others , in the Villages had 
boon killed and wounded. ' We heard 
that everywhere among,. the 'Coreans 
there is a deep undercurrent of unrest 
under present conditions, and a deep 
hatred of the Japanese. Many said, 
""What is the use of life under such 
conditions? Our proper! .v is wrested 
from us. Even our v-,'ives and moth- 
ers, sister.s and daughler.'vnro not ex- 
empt froin outrage. Better," say they, 
"rise up and hurl ourselves npnn our 
J.-ipanese oppressors and perish." 

Tho Bogus Abdication 

How well .lapan succei-tls In throw- 
ing <Iust in the eyes of the nations! 
;lliiw kimli-llke she makes herself ap- 
p.-;ir in this rceeut crisis! Tin? .Em- 
peror was such an intriguer that he 
had to he suppressed; and yet, as 
pointed out above, the poor man has 
all alonig been so- much . suppressed 



that he is not free to get a tooth at- 
tended to. Ho is asKed to abdicate by 
his ministers! The tools of Japan- 
political nobodies..

During tho 
first day we got well acauatutcd with 
several Chinese gontlenien, who wore 
also going to Mukden. Next morning 
wo - wero all on the same carriage 
about an hour beforO starting time. 
An ol^ gentleman was sitting Just in- 
side .the door. There was an empty 
place under his seat, iflnd I had plac- 
ed t,T3r. MacKay's trunk there. Pre- 
sently, a Japanese . camo. Judging 
from his dress, I would say ho was 
an inn waiter. "He roughly said to tho 
old gentleman sitting near tho door:i 
"Get out of hero." The old man, with- 
out a.- word, took his things off to an- 
other "part .of the car. Pointing to Dr. 
MaoKay's trunk, he said: "Got It out 
of bore." The old man said: "It Isn't 
mine." So the follow hauled It out 
and flung -It down at our feet, block- 
ing;.tho' ,^assage..,way. ; .-. -; ': 

r theii'.'spbkey-but.; i e.'IDo! . you know 
whose trunk that W?" -"No," he said. 
"Well, I want to toll yoti it' belongs to 
us." Ho Insolently replied: - "Get It 
out of the way then." I said: "It 
was out of the way whllo under tho 
seat tlierc and you had no right to 
touch ii; neither had you any right 
lo drive tliat old gentleman from his 
scat," lie sciuarod up with clenched 
li:?t and ,spi)ke In Japanese, but wo 
didn't uiiilerstand. His look, however, 
AV.-is: "I would delight to smash you." 

Willi .some warmth I said: "Wliy, 
v.-hat is getting into yoti .Tapanoso 
that you iiitist m-on insult your 
friends':' if if luidii't boon for our 
country you .Tapanese would not liavo 
dared to cross the .Sit:tits of Tushlo- 
ma. iS'ow, since with our fleet wo 
protected your rear to allow you to 
coiiK^ over and beat a disorganl'.!od 
enein.\-, yon must gel filled with prido 
and abuse everybody. If you peoplo 
don't (-liangc your manners a conilsl- 
natinn shall rise up against you and 
and drive you bade to your islanda 
and Iccep you there." 

Wltli this tho Chinese picked up 
courage and heaped ridicule upon 
him. Thoy said to us: "If you two 
Britlsliers had not been hero probably 
we all would have boon driven out of 
this carrliige. It has happened that 
we Chinese have been all seated in a 
carriage on a wet morning waiting for 
the train to start. Then Japaneso 
passengers have come from tho Inn to 
board the train. Thoy havo driven 
us all out to the open trucks In the 
rain, while they helped themselves to 
our seats. Wo paid the fare, and It Is 
our country, and yet wo arc treated 
so." 

The Japaneso have brought their 
vile women and g,-tmblhig lo the 'Man- 
cluirlan cities. As T passed down the 
public street in Ijlaoyang I saw Jap- 
anese men and women sitting togothor 
with nioBt of their bodies exposed. 
How till.') must shock ovory Idea of 
Chinese propriety! Tho foregoing Is 
suflicienl reason for mo to turn anti- 
Japanese, and to bo ashamed that my 
country Is allied with such a nation.

Tho Secretary of State for tho Valt-[ 
ed States, Hon. EUhu Root, whoso vfsit 
to Canada a few months aKo Is .still 
reniemberod with great ploii.sui-c in this 
country, has just published a small 
volunio on a political subject whlcli will 
furtlxDr oxalt lilm in the estimation ot 
him many nclinlrors. 'Die present worl 
Is called "Tho Citizens' Part in Oovorn- 
ment" (New. - York:. ..•Charles Scrlbner's 
Sons) ' and: Is 'idade'-'Up^'Of four lectures 
delivered- at -.Yale In tho Responsibili- 
ties of Citizenship . scries. The con- 
tents of these pages reveal Mr. Hoot as 
an intense student o£ popular govern- 
ment, with an appreciation of its de- 
fects, but ulthal an optimist whose 
views are a tonic ennipared with tlie 
works of Upton Sinclair and many other 
sociologiciit, writers of the present day. 

In brief the chapters of this book 
arc an appeal to tho best citizens to 
bestir thumsolvea politically or tho gov- 
ernment will fall into th*; hands of tho 
ignorant and tho corrupt and remain 
thero. Thn same warning has been ut- 
tered by Bryce and nearly every other 
wiitor on the American constitution. 
Everyone admits it ■l8'true.-;but the pur- 
suit of wealth is . all-onfrrossfn.'j until 
a real crl.sls in government faces the 
people of the republic, and then, bo it 
said to their credit, their punitive ac- 
tions are not performed in any ha"f 
measure. 

In hi.'! <'arlier p;iges Mr. Kent eom- 
plains th.at a larpfe part of iniinkind 
still regard tho government as sonie- 
thlner apart, from, .the -main '.business of 
life. As^'a-' fact-icomes^ to'-all; it it is 
good, success ■ comes according to cap- 
acity .and courage. "The fairest and 
most fertile parts of the earth have 
been for centuries ^\'llderness and des- 
ert, because of bad govcrrnment. while 
undor good government industry and 
comfort n.Turish on the most sterile soil 
and under the moRt rigorous climati'." 

A century .ago nearly nil the people 
in the United .States lived on farms 
and- supplied their own needs. Now 
one third of tl\e people live in cities. 
Many people think the American experi- 
ment In governmeuc ''has bC'en suece.'^s- 
ful. .So it has under simple conditions. 
Mr. Root, admlls, hut it remains to be 
seen, whether. It' will stand the strain of 



the vast complication of life upon which 
they are now entering. 

Tho views of Mr, Goldwln Smith on 
partylsm llnd no support %ln Mr. Root 
•'Political parties,"- he ^says, ■. ."aro' * not 
merely tho best and most prnctlca.1 w.iy 
in which the operation of poptilar gov- 
ernment can be carried on, but they 
furnish the only way to carry on these 
operations so far as we can .ludge from 
the experience of tho world up to this 
time."

turn. A third man was dospatclied 
with thciit and succeeded, lii intiking 
the trip IhrouBh to the Crossing, from 
which point tlio mall Is sent on to 
Athabasca Landing. 

Tho two steunicrs which ply the 
Peace iiro known as tho Peace River 
tind the St. Charles, Tho former, 
owned and operated .by tho Hudson's 
naj-- company. Is a stern wheolor, oho 
hundred and twenly-five foot long and 
well finished throiipliout. The .St. 
Charles, a propeller sixty Ccct long, is 
controlled by tho missimi of the P.o- 
muii Catholic Chtirch. Both run from 
Vermilion Falls to the Rookies, a dis- 
tance of five 'liuiulred inlles, tho Peace 
being navigable for that (lislancc. TIic 
Ktoamors iiro of a superior class, and 
the acomniodallon Is much bolter than 
might lie expected In so remote a por- 
luni of the country. 

.-Vlthough tho country has become in 
recent years more accessible. It Is stal- 
led that Iho Indian hunters In certain 



districts secure nearly as many furs 
as were obtained when tho territory 
was almost entiroly unvlsltod-by white 
men. Thero Is no gamo law to re- 
atrain tho native I'ace, but natural 
conditions have served 'to protect the 
hur-boarlng anlinals from extermina- 
tion, anti very large quantities of val- 
uable furs aro annually sent fv<^n tho 
stiitlon. 

The country In all dlroftlons from 
tho Fort, except in Its Immedlutc vicin- 
ity and along the river, has never been 
traversed .by white men, and the na- 
ture of It Is to some extent a matter 
of surprise. 

During the last S(>ssloii of tho Do- 
minion House It was determined to be- 
gin' an oxiiorimcntal station in the vi- 
cinity. Supplies for this purpose liavo 
alrcad,\- been forwarded ani.1 t'nc wm-k 
is undor w;iy. JIaii.\' seloiitU'ic tests 
w\A be made during the current year. 
It Is alretidy known that tiio soil in 
much of the country Is excellent, that 



there is an abundance ol timber, some 
of , It Hultablo for manufacture, and 
that thero Is much territory adapted 
naturally for ranching purposes. 

At the time of tho last general elec- 
tion an overland trip to tho Fort -wits 
madd in record-breaking time. ' The 
retiirnlii.r,' ofllcer ot tho. district drove 
with horses from Edmontori to the 
Peace HIvor Crossing, four hundred 
miles. In seven days and four liours, 
;uul from the Crossing to Eort Vnr- 
mlllon, with dogs, In !ivi\ day,';, throe 
hundred niilos. On tho return trip thn 
jouriK'y from the l'\irt to tiio Crossln.g 
occupied one additional day. It is 
(Uuibtrul if the joiiriK-y in winter has 
over been made In shru'ler lime. 

It Is bclievi'd (hat the entire area as 
far north as b'nrt Vi'rniilloii will 
cvclituall.v ho peopled. Cattle can he 
raised in ;iil iinrlloiis ol' Lli.: country, 
and it is axlnm:itic thiit wlierever cat- 
tle can bo raised white men will 
eventually li\'c. — llojio F, M, Ross.

Close upon the ainounccmont that 
tho two biggest steamships in the 
world, the Mauritania and Lusitanla, 
would 'go Into commlslon soon lietween 
'America- and -Europe, came the an- 
nouncemfent that tho biggest locoinO'^ 
tlvo in the. world had been completed 
and would be used to drag tho pon- 
derous elghteen-hour trains of the 
Pennsylvania railroad across the Alle- 
gheny mountains on the whirling trip 
between New Yorl: and Chicago. E*roni 
' the 200-foot trans-atlantlo liners of 
40 years ago, the Jlaurltanla and Liisl- 
tanla, each of them nearly 800 feet In 
length, mark the gradual increase In 
sizo of the steamship; while from tho 
eight-ton locomotive that Steph'enson 
evolved In 1S25, the mogul engine of 
the Pennsylv.anla of l!t07, with a total 
weight of 204 ton.H, marks the evolu- 
tion In locomotive construction. 

Just where the limit will be reached 
In the slzo of ocean liners and locomo- 
tive engines is a matter that Is great- 
Interesting tho thinking people of the 
twentieth century, ifand-in-haud with 
the Incroaso in tlie l)ulk of steamships, 
the fifty year.s that have passed since 
tho British steamslilp Persia crossed 
tho Atlantic from Qucenstown to New 
York In nine days and set tho world 
wondering, the harbors of the world 
have had to be deepened, tho channels 
widened, tht; wharves lengthened, and 
the ocean cleared of obstruction to 
navigation which half a century ago 
would have passed unnoticed. 

Tiie steamships of today would not 
have been able to come into many 
harbors liad tliey been in connni.ision 
twenty years tigo. \\'hlio some oi" tho 
world's deepest and most perfect h;ir- 
bors have never been dredged out, for 
the simple reastjn lliat they have al- 
ways been deep enough, the majority 
of the.co ileep and natural liarbors are 
in parts of the world where they arc 
of little use for the world's comnierce, 
as exemplified by the monster ocean 
liners necessary to transport Die tiiovi- 
aands oC iiassongcrs wlio travel from 
continent to continent today. In the 
same manner would the Mauritania 
and Lusltania bo .unable to enter'many 



of the harbors of tho world, and very 
few Indeed that would in any vvay bo 
advantageous to transatlantic com- 
merce. Rio Janlero, lor ,cxampl«, has 
a harbor deep enough for .any steam- 
ship, even if itcdreW/ Mlt- again as 
much water as tlie^noV/yHii^fgV.Biit this 
port would have-.Vilttle riadvohtage to 
offer vessels oi; their sizei'-JAcapulco 
in Mexico, is another riatUVWiySdcep 
harbor; but the- big- liner -iAVjOuld" get 
no benefit In calUngf" - ■.at-; that 'port 
Against theso doe^rcl}at,:unlrnpQrtan(. 
harbors are ' the m<ji:e ';imp'QrtaD!ir; biit 
less convenient ohes'^i'r6fv.'.'',Cherbourg, 
Plymouth, Liverpool, 'Qiiechstowh, and 
New York. 

UntJl-,--the'.new Ambrose channel In 
NowJ-york -harbor has been complet- 
ed the''fic\V ships, with their Immense 
draft, nntst exercise the greatest car 
in entoring and leaving that, jiort. The, 
cucli draw about tliirty-fl\'e feet of 
water loaded, and thero is scarcely 
thirty-four feet of water at Sandy 
Hook acro.ss the bar at low tide. 

The limit In trans-Atlanlle .steam- 
ship construction depends entirely up- 
on the ^opth of the terminal harbors 
between which the great vessels pl.v. 
Ships of greater draft than the ;\Iaur- 
Itanla and Lusitanla ni.ay be built; 
but tho I'.arljors where tliese vessels 
may toucli nmst bo deepened and ilio 
channels widened to .(ccoinniodato 
them. One reason for one of the hig 
steamship lines Inaugurating a Soutli- 
amptoii service is that tho coinp;tny 
intend': to build larger ships than it 
has hitherto, and cannot send 11k'.--;o 
monsters to Livorjiool with aii.v degree 
of safety, owing to tho comiiN.r,c.!lv'.^!y 
poor facilities for docking sticli largo 
cr.'ift. The Sotithampton docks; on the 
contrary, afford every f;ie||itj- for 
doi'king tlie greatest of ocean steam- 
.ship.s* Cheriiourg, an important liar- 
bor of b'rance, is inaccessible to sliips 
of the draft of most of the nmrlerii 
transatlantic lliii-rs, and tliese have to 
tran.sfer their passengers .-iHliorc; hy 
means of tenders. The sniiH- is tlio 
case witli iii.'ui.v of the harliors nt the 
Mediterranean, where tenders aro em- 
ployed.^ between the liners and tho 
wharves. ' " 



In a remote portion of Athabasca, 
Where tho "Unjljah" or Peace -Blvcr 
flows between tho distant Caribou 
Mountains tf) the north, ami the er|n,il- 
ly distant Buffalo Mountains to the 
south, arc located the most northerly 
wheat fields of tho American contin- 
ent. 'J'hcro are in certain years very 
small jiatclies nf wheat in regions I'ar- 
thor north, but these are so small ;i.'; 
to be iiu'oiisiil..-ra hie. The wheat liehls 
on tho hanl-;s wf the I'eaee .at l'"ort 
"Vermilion, on llie coiilrar.\-, wrre suf- 
ficiently e.Meiisivo iii.'iiiy years ;i.i'o to 
warrant tho erection of a flour mill, 
and at the present time a plant, ef|uip- 
ped with tho most modern machinery 
for the prod-uction of flour, Is operated 
by tho Hudson's Bay company there. 
- The first trading post at the present 
Fort VefmHlon was established al- 
most a hundred years ago. The repre- 
ser.tatU'es of tho Hudson's Bay com- 
pany entered the country from the 
easl, and, having : established a post, 
tho. .company fhave continued to do 
business there -ever since with the In- 
dians of the district. The depot was 
located about one hundred miles in a 
straight line from tho present city of 
Edmonton in those days, and th« mo- 
dern traveller who should anticipate 
that he ■would be ' able, to reach Fort 
Vermilion by travelling , four hundred 
miles from EdmontonJwoiild-.flnd . that 
he had to go almost atf far agiiln be- 
fore reaching l\ls desired destination. 

For niany years after the trading 
company had established Itself at Fort 
Vermilion, the point served as a cen- 
tre for the Indians, but there were few 
whito people in any portion of the ter- 
ritory. During recent years occasion- 
al colonists have arrived and there has 
been established a' settlement of about 
five hundred people, many of whom 
are, interested directly lii the raising 
of wheat, , 
, It is needless to say that none of 
this grain is «xporteti. The local de- 
mand Ib^ proportionately large, exceed- 
ing the supply) and the product Is 
readily sold for one dollar and a half 
a buahcl. Last season, owinsr to local 



ciuulillons, a coniblnation oC the grow- 
ers of wlii-'at w;i.s .dfected andthein^iee 
was raisf;d to .?1.7ri per bushel, in :i<\- 
dition Ici whe,-il gr.iwlng, all of the .ig- 
rieultiirists are '■ng.-igcd in raising cat- 
tle, and some of them Ir.ide with the 
Indians for furs, the most remuncr;i- 
tlve occupation in the country, despite 
the fact that wheat Is Isold at'-so 'higli 

;i price. 

.Such supplies .as aro reiiulred aro 
Iforwarrleil from Kdmont'Ui. i''rom tlnit 
<llstribntiiig point, caravans dejiart at 
various times during the ye;ir for 
;\th.abasea Ij.'indlng, dislaul one hun- 
dred miles, Kroni the J.,andliig steam- 
boat accommodation t'aii be had on 
the .-\thabasca river, the Slave river 
ami liOssor Sl.ivo l;ike. b'rom the lat- 
ter slilnment must be made overlanrl 
to till-' Peace rl\ T, on which excellent 
.ste.'imboat acconiniodatlon is iirovldcd 
to Fort Vermillirm. .Such a s.vstem of 
transport.ation, \\-hile a great Iniprovo- 
ment on tho conflitlcju which exi.sted in 
previous years. Involves high freight 
rates, with resulting high jiri'jes at the 
Fort. So much la this the case that 
the agriculturists state that, although 
thero Is a firm demand for whe;it at 
from $1.50 to $1.75 per bushel, tho po- 
sition of the farmer Is' not too envi- 
able. The high price of supplies de- 
prives him of the returns which wouhi 
accrue to him. On the advent of rail- 
ways the price ot grain will he re- 
duced, and the farmers claim that lhe.\^ 
win be better off. 

Mall is forwarded regularly from 
the south by steamer or canon In tho 
summer and by dog sleigh In tho win- 
ter. The amount which can bo rcllv- 
ered during tho winter is limited to 
eight hundred pounds, Fot^r trlps are 
made during this season, and two hun- 
dred pounds per trip Is the limit. Two 
men are sent out with tho consign- 
ment, one ahead to break tho way, tho 
other following to drive the dogs and 
occasionally to aid them by pushing 
on the sleigh from tho rear. During 
one. of the trips a' few years ago tho 
two mep sent south from the Fort be- 
came exhausted owing to tho doi)th 
of the snow and were compelled to' re-

Next moment the keeper, wlio had 
been knocked senseless, regained con- 
sclousncsi^, and, hearing his slionts, 
his daughter rushed out, screaming, 
"Treason! treason! the crown is 
stolen." The. thieves were specslily 
rim down and, notwithstanding r^s- 
tance, were captured with the jewels 
In their possession. 

"With tiie insolence all his own, 
niooil boasted that it was "a boM bid 
for a crown." and refused to make any 
confession except to the king In per- 
son. Tho eCfemin.-ite curiosity of 
Charles II, secured nut only admission 
to tlie royal presoiice, but a pardon 
and a rcwiird, for his daring, in Irish 
estate.'!, worth .C 500 a ycaf, which 
wore granted to the daring ruffian.

Much disappointeil, the Unn- 
g.'irlans tliereui)oii made Otto of Ba- 
varia their iiKuiiircli on condition that 
he made it his business to steal bade 
the missing crown..-' ■ 

To effect this purpose, Otto made 
his wa.\ into Bohemia disguised as a 
inerciiant, discovered the precious 
crown, and started b?.ck, to hh-! king- 
dom with it concealed in a cask slung 
at the rear of a wagon.

Tho half-bll- 
llon dollars spent for vodka and other 
drinks moans fh'c billion half-bottles 
of vodka or Its equivalent; that is five 
billion drunken days a year, for the 
peasant drinks only to get drunk. No 
laws, no schools, no teaching of bet- 
ter tillage, no tools or machines, no 
liberties, no gifts of land can lift the 
peasants out of the mire as long as 
the prosperity of tho state is depend- 
ent on the. debasement of the people. 
Every dollar .spent for drink costs the 
consumer ten.

I ha^vo on more th.m one occasion seen 
one of these beautiful falcons cut 
tlown a woiindod grouse right in front 
of the guns. But alas! this prince ot 
falcim.s n.s a genenil rule hn.s but llttlo 
shrift upon our moorlands. When one 
has workerl hard through half the year 
to eupuro a big head of grouse It" Is, 
no doubt, exasiau'atlng to Iind this j^.ay 
freebooter cutting down the birds. And 
yet if some of those who visit tho 
moors only to .shoot woiihl lay asldn 
tho gun now and again, and go out 
with tho llcld-glass simpl.v to watch 
the peregrine falcon lying ..ni the 
wing, or stooping nl the wild fowl or 
the grouse, even If they know she took 
a bird for every day In the year, I 
think the>' would admit that the sight 
was worth it, , . 



.Many a \ <niiig .gun as In:' staiuls behind 
lis luitl takes it as a. matter of course 
;liat the birds should come over him. 
and gives little tliought to all the skill 
Involved in attaining this desired end. 
And yet, just as t-wo-thlrds of the siu'- 
cess of shooting ovqr dogs depends on 
the dogs themselves, so at least as 
■great a proportion of success in ' driv- 
ing depends upon the drivers, or upon 
their head, and Is ■due to the care and 
knowledge with which the work lias 
be.m conceived and ctirrlod out. Tho 
plan which worked admirably yester- 
day by a slight shift Of tho weather 
bo a disastrously bad one today. 

Where grouse are wont to pacic but 
llttlo can bo done with dogs late in the 
season. On rough grdund, however, 

and especially on the Islands, grou.so 
remain in family ])artlos and will Ho 
"like 'Stones" all through . the winter. 
Thero are dogs and dogs, those tlnit 
will work carefully and close, accom- 
inodatlng their own movements to that 
of the wind and always endeavoring to 
make the shooting easy for tho guns, 
and those, on tho other hand, who 
apparently iilay n game to suit tliem- 
solves. ranging wiidly In any and ev- 
ery direction and .entailing on tlielr 
masters great and unnecessary exer- 
tion to keep down wind of theni.

.scores of times until I am quite weary 
of It. Surely It ^Is . not necessary to 
go away from Victoria to get good 
pictures; as I remarked In.st week 
there aro few plaeo.s In this world 
where there aro greater po.sBibilitie.s 
for all l{jnds of artistic worlc than ex- 
ist almost at our very doors in this 
city. One has only to take a car to 
the Gorge and ample .scope will be 
found for composing landscape pic- 

; tures of the most- es^qulsitely bcautl- 

t'ful scenery that can be imagined, and 
yot I have been out there scores of 
times and never seen an amateur 
making any serious attempt with his 
camera. True, one meet.s tourists 
and other.s with sonic .lort of hand 
c.tmoi'a but there is .scope for more 
serious work than this, and it seems 
a great pity to me Mial more use is 
not made of tlio unrivalled beauties 
of tho .^cenory to be found all rounil 
this highly favored city. If ynu want 
to get some of the most cfrcctlve jile- 
tures that can be made you have only 
to go into any of the woods round, 
e.g., at Beacon ]Iill or the Gorgi\ ;ind 
you will llnd unlimited scope for mag- 
nilicent elfeots of light and shade 
when the sun is shining through tho 
trees. Indeed photographs taken 
against tho light aro all the rage now 

,at the American and British galleries 
and salons, and I note that nearly all 
tho prize winners in the recent kodak 
competition were secured in this way; 
Theso pictures are not over difficult 
to secure and anyone with a good gen- 
eral knowledge of photographic tech- 
nics should have no great trouble in 
obtaining satisfactory results, pro- 
vided a reasonable ii mount of care is 
exorcised. What will tell more than 
anything else in this class of work is 
tlie inherent artistic tasle of tlu; op- 
orator as the chief difliculty lies in 
tlie selection of the best point of view. 
In surveying the situation do not be' 
in a hurry to make your exposure, hut 
go quietly to work and regard the 
Kci'iuM'v you are going to photngrai)h 
from several different standpoints, in 
this way you will make tlio best sel- 
ection. .and ■>yill- be .able to compose 
your/pidture ■•' tq ' i. the-vl>est advantage. 
Roniember that what 'may appear to 
the naked eye as a distinctly charm- 
ing bit may not come out nearly so 
nice -In a photograph, and you will 
find it a good ,;plah to shut one eye, 
and by holding .;yqur,,vli¥nds slightly in 
front of your face,'" space off as much 
of the landscape ■ as 'your lens will 
cover. Do not worry yourself if 
aomething you do not want will iicr- 
slst in making its aril>earance, as the 
chances are that you can easily elimi- 
nate it by carofui trimming; it is not 
often that one is able to jirlnt from 
the entire surface of the jilatc in this 
kind of work, but this, after all, is 
no serious liieonvenlonco, provided wo 
.'li-e able to get the etfi'ct we are after. 
As a. rule the most effecti\o pictures 
are made from the simplest subject 
and nothing can be more delightful 
than to spend a day In the woods with 
a camera and carefully stud>- the 



bcauMful effects prodticed by the sun 
shining through the trees and under- 
growth, and endeavor to reproduce 
them by photographic means. With 
regard to the process to bo employed 
for printing this class of work, I do 
not think that the sopla-platinotype 
process can be excelled, although, of 
course, a gi'eater range of colors can 
bo obtained in carbon. However, both 
these processes nuiy be boyoiul the 
abilities of the average amateur, and 
I suggest for his use a matt I'.O.F. 
toned to a nice warm color, lirown 
paper mounts are also very effective, 
but white borders round tho i)rints 
are to be eschewed as they do not suit 
heavy landscape subjects and aro best 
employed for portraits only. 'Inhere is 
no harm in using a composite mount 
of some suitable neutral color, but 
take care that this' does not clash 
with either the predominant tone of 
the print or with the foundation color 
of the mount itself. If paper mounts 
aro to be employed the dry mounting 
process Is the easiest to handle and 
entirely ' eliminates the evils . of 
cockling, but by using a minimum of 
mountant and placing tho -prints un- 
der a heavy weight tills evil can also 
be overconio. One great charm abcnit 
woodland jiliotography is that there 
are no special difllcultles about the 
work, and another great advantage is 
that we can take jilenty of time over 
the operations, as there are not many 
peoiiie about as a rule to bother us. 
In the selection of the point of view 
choose a i)l:u'e where there is .some 
suggestion of a le:uling line, by which 
[ mean somelliing which will delin- 
itely focus the .-ilteiition of the person 
looking at Die pictuie. A pathway or 
a strong line of light will be found 
very serviceable for this purpose and 
if you canv get a: log ••cabin In as well 
so much tho • better., One "thing, though 
tliat is certain is that there must be 
some aim and object In the picture, 
so that -tho tout ensemble will suggest 
its own title. Again, be careful that 
your lines of c(uni)osition lead up to 
this principle object, so as to produce 
tho sense of coilectiveness and con- 
centration; it does not in the least 
matter what this principle object is, 
(it may he an effect of light through 
an avenue In tho woods or .'i lake in 
tlie distance), always arrange your 
composing linos so that they lead the 
eye instincliveb- thereto. Remember, 
th.at in photographing tigainst the 
light the c<intrasts are great and 
judge your exposure aecordingly, that 
is, not for tho strongest lighting, but 
for tho nii<ld!o tones, and do not rush- 
the process of development, but aim 
to produce a negative • in which .the 
scale of gradation will be an extended 
one, for It you underexpose and get 
a harsh negative the result will be a 
chalky print and you will totally fall 
to represent In your. picture- the charm 
of mellowness which Is one of the in- 
herent beauties of woodland landscape. 
I stated a liltlh whil-e back that theso 
woodland pictures are not over dlfll- 
cult to feet; that is true to a certain 
extent, but you will not find it an easy 
task to correctly render the true val- 
ues , in these subjects, but your ])i'rse- 
veranco will be amply rewarded, as 
in hardly aiiy other typo of work witli 
the i-amei-a can such beautiful and 
original schemes of natural lighting 
otfeets be obtained than when working 
in the wood.--!. It need hardly he saUl 
that orthoehroinatic plates shoidd be 
oniplo\-ed and, when working against 
the light, a backed plate will be found 
to posscs.s considerable advantage in 
preventing the evils of halation. 

Lumiere's One-Plate Color Photo- 
graphy. ;. . 

Shicc alluding to this Bubjecl -last 
week, I have had Quite a number of 



people asfe- ine all sorts of (lucstiohs 
regarding this .process. Some very 
strange ide^s soenri to bo entertained 
about iti and 'the .real nature of its 
scope docs^^otif'seem to bo properly 
understood.''' ' tt ' may an well bo said 
straight off that this process docs not 
solve tho tiuestlon oC obtaining photo- 
grai)hs in colors, as it Is pnj)ularly 
understood, though it undoubtedly 
marks an advance In liu; investiga- 
tions of the problem. In the first 
place the results arc In the form of 
transparencies, and, at incseut, there 
does not seem to be any way of dupli- 
cating them. This is indeed a great 
disadvantage, but I do not see wliy 
this difllcult;,' should not e\-entually 
bo overcome, but for the time being 
we liave to put up witli this limitation. 
'Die mere fact tluu the i)lctiires are 
transparencies make them somewhat 
awkward, as not .only,.are they„ fragile, 
being oh glass, buti.tho sbope.- ofiithelr 
influence and commerclalVpOssibtlitles 
la a mere ^fraction of What tthey would 
be w.ere they able to. borihade;On pa- 
per. It must not be" forgotten also 
that the process is a very mechanical 
one and I fail to sec !iov.- any cotitrol 
can be exercised over the colors, as 
they are settled ouc.e ami for ail by 
the manufacturers wliea th(>y mix tlie 
starch grains. To some people this 
nuiy periiajis pro'.e an advantage, and 
It will undoubtedly save u.s from many 
an artistic iieartache when the time 
comes for these .■Vutochroine plates to 
be a nuitter of dail.v use among ama- 
teurs. One requires a luiowledgc of 
colors before the.v can properly mi-x 
tlieui and a success can never be made 
therein unless the operator has a na- 
t,ura.l sympathy for the beauties of 
color . effects, and therefore artists will 
110 -doubt' -t^o ; relieved ., to Itnow that a 
person" who is -c(3lor_ blind ..would pro- 
duce just as good -a,- color 'effect, with 
this process as an:' artist; who .is fully 
trained. However, 'there are un- 
doubtedly many great advantages 
which these plates of Jlessrs. Lumiere 
possess over i)r(.'Vious atlcmpts In tlie 
same direction, and it wiudd lie most 
unfair to belittle them. The cliii-f claim 
the.v seem to have is that h.v their use 
it Is onl.v necessary to make one ex- 
riosure instead of thi-ce, as hereto- 
fore, and, moreover, the positive is 
made by i)liysical nieau.s and not by 
any actual additional idate exposure, 
■as is the case when making lantern 
slides from ordinary negatives. 'J'ho 
whole |u-ocedm-c front the making of 
the exposure to the actual linislied 
positive In colors occupies a very 
short space of ..time, in fact Ave min- 
utes after ;t!io exposii're -has been made 
the helich'romb;..: In :vall (: Its • tliits and 
colors Is jvlslble;-- buf Ho -.comploto. it 
so that, it7 shall bCv brilliant and clear 
about' lialf an hour's work !s 'retiulred. 
This is a marvellous advance on the 
lengthy period of the uianipulatioiis 
required to turn out an rn-dinary piece 
of three color work, and, as the whole 
series of operations have to be dono 
strictly in aeciu-dancc with a given 
time sehedide, Dicre Is not anytlilug 
like the chance of going wrong that 
there is with the moi-e indirect me- 
thod.s of Iri-coliir ))holngrapli.v. It is 
a great pity that ilinse autoclp-omo 
plates c.-mnot be at luescat obtained 
at the photogi-a)ililc stores, but, fnuii 
aciounis that have reached me, I do 
not think it will be long before they 
are placed on the marUct. l.'p to tho 
present, howevi-r, <nily a few have 
been issued, but It is gratifying to 
know that they have i)assed Into the 
hands of some of the greatest recog- 
nized photographic expertg-'-and their 
published opinions have .all been un- 
animous in their praise 'and, therefore, 
'there- Is tovery rea&'on''^lo?thinJc' that'-wo- 
have, now a practical method of ob-; 



talnlng photographs in colors suitable 
to the requirements of the amateur.

A Dealer pii Amateurs. 

The following £r0m.Hh6,,pen of A. 
W. Bromley„'.whlch It have-'taken- from 
the pages of the'; Amateur" Photogra- 
pher, England, for August 27, ma.v, not 
be without Interest to some of my 
readers. There Is a store of good 
advice given in it and it' some of tho 
amateui-s I liave nu^t in the course of 
my v.-aiiderings would only assimilate 
it the unfortunate photographic dealer 
would be saved a lot of harrasment. 

Almost every pliotogrnphlc dealer is 
a. more or less ehthuslastlc amateur. 
Xatur.-illy, therefore, he becomes an 
unijald exjiert adviser to his custo- 
mers. Very few dealers object to this, 
Iirovided the iiih)]i1o who ask for ad- 
vice are actual cusioniers, .aiul they 
do not encroach too much upon his 
time. ^ A ; 

A chvr ' vrorda abput'-{.tlid ...'different 
amateurs one mc'ota' In- the';; course, of 
business; niay be.'. Interesting, arid (perr 
haps Instructive. ' The man who Is 

•-■stidious because he is a bad worker 
is a curious psychological stud.v, liut 
a very common typo. Vie is slovonl.v or 
careless, and most of his results are 
failures. Of course ho will not admit, 
even to liimself, that the fault lies 
with hi.-; method of worUlng. If he 
buys his solutions, he blames them; 
if iio prepares them himself, ho blames 
tl'.e idates, and tries another brand. 
Clraduall.v he develops an attitude of 
extreme fussiness towards all photo- 
grajjhlc requisites. I'or him there Is 
only one plale good enough — the make 
with whieli he hai)i)ened to get a few 
decent results. lie N al.Sn \ery parti- 
cular about everything being "fjuite 
fresh." 

An incident contrasting tlie fussi- 
ness of the raw amateur with an ex- 
pert's absence of fu.sjiiness occurred a, 
few months ago. A sireill seaside' deal- 
er hull in stock a packet of plates of 
an inmsual size, which he knew to be 
at least three years old. About half 
a dozeti anialeurs declined to accept 
the jilales when tcild how Icuig the.\- 
liad bc'cii in stoeli. 'I'licn a man. 
whose name Is well known in photo- 
graphh! circles, happened to call at 
thiit shop and ask for that particular 
size of plate. "I've only one packet, 
and th(\v're over three years old,'* he 
was told. After examining the much- 
rejected.. packet, of plates, carefully,- '-^e 
said : "These>!pla'tes are at least -five 
years old.* I' can' 'tell by- the' printing 
of the label.";, Herbbught them; and a 
few days .later doVelopeff- them In tho 
.same shop. ' "I iShall make at least 
£5 out of that - packet of plates your 
customers wouldn't buy," he announc- 
ed as ho showed a dozen good nega- 
tives.' 

A certain, riumtit* oTjjeople lack a 
seiiso ■'.ofi the fitness of things, and. a 



few of them are amateur photogra- 
phers. Among* these aro tho people 
who 'go for advice to a shop where 
they do not deal. The man who buys 
li camera in the city and then asks a 
dealer near his home to explain its 
u.se Is a bad example of this class. But 
there are others worse than he. A 
man once went Into a suburban sliop 
and said: "I see you sell photographic 
materials, so I suppose you know 
soinetlilng about pliote.graphy. Can 
you tell me what is the maltm- with 
tlicso prints?" The prints were ex- 
iunlncd and discussed, and the detiler 
was profusely thanked for his cour- 
tesy. "I buy everytiiing 1 want in 
tlie cltv," said tho grateful one. "I 
like t,) have things fi-esh. I know you 
wouldn't mind answering a little ques- 
tion like that." Fortunately there arc 
not many of his stamp, or shopkeepers 
would lui\-e to put o\'er their doors, 
"This establishment is open for tlie 
purpose of doing buslnes.i." 

Very atnusing is the amatettr "who 
puts on side." lie may or may iu)t be an 
experlnienl in any case he tttlks much 
bigger than be Is. lie delivers lectures 
on photograiihy In the shop, and ad- 
vises the dealer how to conduct his 
bu.Hlness. "Vou should stock Ho-and- 
so's plates," a brand never asked I'm-. 
Tills gentleman always has prints from 
his best negative in his iiocket; but, 
of course, they are not his best. Oh, 
no, tile best are at home. Years ago, 
when I wa.; younger and more; easily 
impressed than 1 am now, .1 gentleman 
called and asked t,) look at a camera. 
He was shown the one referred to. "Is 
it a J3ock lens'.'" lie asked. .. ."Iiet nio 
see." He opened and lottlted ithrough 
it. "No. I see It isn't," ho said. Ic was 
not, and I felt that I was privileged 
in meeting an expert in lenses. A very 
little reflection, however, convinced mo 
that neither he nor anyone else could 
Vec'oghlzec a lens In that way. In a 
subsequerit conversation he gave him- 
self away completely; he was not nn 
expert In lenses, neither Was he in 
anything else connected with photo- 
graphy. 

It Is inevitable that a hobby which 
develops enthusiasts also develop., 
bores. Of course. It is a pleasure to 
listen to an entluisiast wlio is an ex- 
pert, and can show work possessing 
merles beyond those of correct expos- 
ure !uid development. But there are 
enthusitists who are not p|rpduqers of 
artistic photographs, and.; Who ';have a 
great deal to say.-tbat',^,ls;;Lnjit::';7worth 
saying. There are thrcc' klhds'of en- 
thusiasts— ^the.expert, the man who re- 
aliselVthati'lila'.ehthuslasm may bo n 
nuisance to other people, and the bore. 
We cannot all be of the first kind, but 
we can all tivoid being of the la.-;t. 

Just a word for faddists. l-Jvery 
dealer could make a list of tho leadin.g 
jdates and papers in the order .if 
their i)opulnrlt.v. If you ask a dealer 
for a brand he does not keep, be sure 
you are in a minority in your prefer- 
ence. You iiia.v liave good reasons, 
but, al any r.ite, the majority are not 
with you. My experience v-)f amateurs 
is that the more expert a worker is. 
the loss violent are hi.-! prejudices. ' An 
expert has preferences, but .he does 
not waste more time and shoe-leather 
upon them than they are worth. Also, 
doii't; exaggerate . tho ' Importance o* 
freshness. I. have known an anmteur 
decline plates because ^they, were a 
mimth old! All the' best makes are 
good for four or flvo. years, and I have 
aeon excellent negatives from plates 
nine" years 'old. Remember, unless you 
are a stranger living miles away, a 
dealer would much rather sell you i 
nothing than something that is not 1 
aatlsfactory.

And yel In .spile of the fact that the 
tendency has for a long time hei>ii in 
the direction of simiiliclty of dress — 
al .-tin- r.-tle in regard to men — there 
is il stcJidy deniaiid for diamonds.

Most- of 
the opening day was taken up with' 
prolliulnary work.

Uniformity in u.-.icn labels was also 
insisted on. In tho evening addresses 
of welcome were iireseiitod. 

■Vftcr being on .strike for nineteen 
days, the meat wagon drlver.s of New 
York, employed by tho wholesale 
butchers employers' association hit\'e 
returned to work. The terms 
wliich they go back are a sixty -ri\-e 
hour working week, the wagi's" tin 
received before the strike, and no d] 
crimination for or against union 
non-union men, no competent lu.'in to 
be discharged to make room for stril 
ors. A number of .special policemen 
who were detailed to the strii<e hav 
left tho city for New Orelans, wliei 
they will bo detailed on a strilce of 
freight handlers.

A resolution wa.s introduced at the 
convention of the National Labor con- 
gress at Glace Ba.v, to the effect tliat 
;iU organizations in Canada be written 
to with a pnjposltloii of .affiliation, ;,nd 
to get their oiiinions as to wlietlier 
tlicy would bo willing to Pay fi\-(^ treats 
a month for organization purpos.^s. 
Another resolution was liitroiluced 
recommending that all labor organiza- 
tions and tlieir friends purchase ordv 
shoos made in Canada luub-r unioii 
conditions, and, that the government 
be asked to buy shoes for gov.-rnm.-nt 
employees from the s.ame sourc(?s. A 
committee of fivo was appointed to 
take up the Lomieux act and report 
on its good and bad points.

W. J. Camp, in Electrical Engineer, C.P.R. Telegmphs 
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As a result of sixty or more lead- 
ing manufacturers of fur.s in Now York 
deciding to lock out their oniployee.s, a 
general strike has been declared by 
al.)out seven thousand men. Withlii 
the last year operatives b.ave I)r'(.n or- 
ganized. R(-'cently tlioy denianded that 
a delegate in eacli slioii bo empov.'ered 
to control tho worknuui, even to the 
extent of preventing their discharge. 
The demand was refuscti, and several 
strikes were declared. The employers 
at once organized, with the backing of 
the Importers of furs, and decided to 
hasten tho crisis.

Tho post-office omploycea of Victoria 
and Vancouver have addres.sed ji i)e- 
tltlon to Hon. Rudolphn Li'mloux 
postmaster-general, .-iskiug for a re- 
vision of tho .system of pron>ollons and 
an increase in the salaries paid r-ni- 
ployoes in the AVe.st.

Some Sensible Remarks 

Tho National Conduit and Cable 
company, New York, expresses itself 
very sensibly in Its circular on the 
situation; it says: 

"All recent developments in the Cop- 
per market have been in tho consum- 
er's favor and no important sales are 
being made. Tl>o irregularity in quo- 
tations Is a most unfortunate thing for 
producer and consumer aitike, and mar- 
ked stability is ImpossUde so long as 
sellers continue this irregularity in a 
dull situation. Such a proceeding can 
only v.-ork confusion in tlie trade and is 
cxcoedingly de.trimenlul to nianufactur- 
er.s conducting a legithnato business. 
There is an unfortunate condition 
which would seem to be created more 
or less by speculators and those who 
are known as manipulators, which 
lends credence to the theory that quo- 
tations are often made with a view to 
their Influenco on Wall street and the 
hope 'of securing financial gains by 
cbhsplrlng to create an unhealthy con- 
dition either by overinllatlon or undue 
depreciation of values, as the case may 
be, but the general result upon busi- 
ness interests bad. 

"When the demand was unusually 
good copper v.'as rusliod U|) to 20',-j 
cents ])er pound, when tlie ^viser 
policy would have been never to have 
allowed it to go above 20 et.-nts. Tho 
precipitate haste in advancing prices 
mot with some efforts to counteract 
this action, but more shortsighted In- 
terests were unable to resist tho 
temptation to exact the big premiums 
obtainable from the needy consumer, 
and even at top prices it was hard to 
obtain a full supply except for distant 
futures. After the tension of last year 
has beccune a thing of the past the 
trade conditions are coming' down to a 
normal and more health.v h.isis. The 
whole situation is perplexed by the ac- 
tion of an erratic copper inarkiU, ;ind 
consumers for their own su^fety are 
eoniiielleil to aclopt a waiting imliey." 
From the Producers' Slai'.dpoint 
.lohn Gillie, general manager .'it 
Butte, Mont., of tin; Amalgamated Coji- 
lier company's properties, in reviewing 
tho situation cites some facts that 
cannot bo overlooked, and which are 
In support of good prices for copper; 
lie says, in part: 

"I ri'gard the present drop in price 
as temp.n-ary. \Ve have rece'ived no 
quotations lately, thnugh up to the 
time of the telegraphers' strike we 
received copper selling (niotathms ri.gu-

A vital necessity In the safe and 
efUcient uiuidllng nf trains is that all 
clocks and watches must liuUcate 
uniform time, iMuny serious uceideuts 
have resultod frcnn a dll'fcron,-.e between 
the timepieces of two em'ployoes, and 
during the past few years most of tlio 
rallw.iy companies on this continent 
have -spent a great deal Of iiioncy to- 
ward securing uiilfoi-mity throughout 
their systems. 

Tho (.".P.P. nuiii.ngenient, rccognl/.ing 
tho groat importance of a uniform time 
system, has .established (i. time service 
departthohf . Under .the supervision of 
Mr. J. J." P. Houghton, to whom I am 
indobtod for a large part of the, mat- 
ter contained hr thlg'papor, The dally 
transmission of. tltpp' signals Is looked 
after by the telegrapli department, and 
the following description of the method 
may be of interoat. On account of 
the very long circuits Worked, It has 
been fouiid best to transmit the sig-" 
mils by liaiul. A"t 11.53.50 the prelim- 
inary caution "i!K tline" l.s given by 
Miintre;il mi all duplexi^s and lialf 
ipiads ii\-i-r which It Is desired tn semi 
the signals, .is a warning to tlie vari- 
ous repeater ofllces to cut in their 
combinations. The single wires are 
tiien cut in at Montreal and ether 
points are switched on, and a .'■ecuml 
warning ot' "time" Is givi'ii, lh<'n .'.iii^'le 
l)e:ils are made (•urrespondiug to the 
swlngof the main iloclt pendulum, by 
alternately cln..,ing and opening tho 
circuit each second; tho beats are 
therofoie om: second in length.

A 
similar arrangement is used at ail re- 
peater ofllces whore storage or dynamo 
current is employed, the pony circuit 
being worked by tho relay on one of 
the Incoming circuits. At pdints whore 
a repeater office is equipped with 
gravity b.i.ttcry, there is seldom more 
than orie or two side lines to connect 
up for time and in these cases an or- 
dinary relay is employed for each of 
such lines. Tlie combinations ;it the 
various repeater oflic-s are made \i\> 
at 11.30 or even isirlh-r, but llie ponj- 
circuits held cl.jsed l)y a button swlteli 
until the warning signal Is received 
from ^Montreal, when it is oidy a mo- 
ment's worlt to turn liio switch and 
throw into the "time" circuit all wires 
on wliieli It Is desired that the. signals 
1)0 sent. 

C.P.H. time is regularly forwarded 
to P.imiing and otlier islands in tho. 
Pacltii; ocean, anil to Bermuda, Jamai- 
ca, and the A:'.ures Islands In .the At- 
lantic. Officers en vesscls'pf the Brit- 
ish navy frequently chock their chro- 
nometers with this time at Vancouver, 
B.C., and Halifax. N.S., and of the 
German navy at the AEores. 

A few words as to the accuracy of 
the time may.be mentioned here. Sonic 
years ago a long series of observations 
were carried on by astronomers of 
Canada ;ind Great Britain, and signals 
exchanged over the C.P.R. Wire and 
Commercial <'ablc. Co. caliles. An a.?- 
ironomcr was lociited at Montreal, one 
at Canso, mie .it Walervllle, Ireland, 
and one at Greeinvlc-h, 1-hig. ]':acli as- | 
trononier was stationed ,-it each of the 
points named in turn, in order to eli- 
minate the iier.-en;il error. Signals 
were excliang'^il In eaeli direction, giv- 
ing the transit of various sttirs over 
the meridi.iu. l-"iiially the laud lines 
and cables were connected through re- 
iu-aters and sigii.-ils exeluinged hcdh 
ways direct ln-tv.een McGlU observa- 
torv, .Montreal and Greenwich, as a 
cheek of the preceding results. From 
iliese observations was obtained the 
true longitude of Montreal. I believe 
that aftci-wiirds Washington, D.C., and 
various otlier points on this continent 
checked up Ih'dr huK^itude with Mon- 
treal. 

A master clock a'l JlcGill (djserva- 
uir\- sends out signals over a circuit 
eminecied with an ordinary sounder 
In our iiiain oflice. This clock Is close- 
ly regulated by a. sidereal clock at the 
observatory, which in turn Is fretiueni- 
ly chocked up by observations of the 
stars. Wo havo- on several occasions 
noticed that the "time" given over 
the United States railway lines has 
neen as much as three seconds In er- 
ror. We arc sati-lbil tlint our own 
standard was right from tho fact that 
the reports froiu the various compari- 
son clucks on the system showed a 
uiiirorm v.irlotinn while the signals 
eiiiiiiiig In over till- .\'ew Yorlc Central 
road wire Jiiinp.-il two or thrco .sec- 
onds in one ii.i\- eeming practically in- 
to unison with McGlil. 

Comparison clocks (Xos. 17 nr IS 
regulator) are locnted at all divisional 
|)olnls. At ;ill eompiirisou stations a 
dally reeO!-(l is heid nf the (.-loeic varl- 
.ilions and a port sent to the chief 
Inspector at tiie end of each month. 
This repiirt slmv.-s llw seconds fast or 
slow and wiien ihi' cluck is weimd, set 
or regulated. lOach month thes(! re- 
ports, are checked up and tho average 
weekly^.ratlng ascertained, from which 
a staterjient is compiled and a covy 
sent loVoach master, mechanic, suiier- 
Intend^ntj general sunerintondont, tlie 
vico-prosldcnt and general manager. 
Tho time Inspector vlslt.s -every station 
from 0110 to three times per year and 
checks up the handling- records. All 
wi\y stations are supidied with a 
standiiid lolegrapli clock; v-arlation.s 
are reciuded daily in same manner as 
comparison clocks. 

AV'atch inspectors lire U'catcd al all 
divisional poliui^. 'They are, jiractlcal 
watclimalcer.H' doing a regular bu.siness 
with tho general public. It is their 
duty to see that all trainmasters, road 
foremen of locmnol Ives, locomotive 
foremen, roadniastcrs. bridge and 
building masters, engineers, tli-enicn, 
yardmasters and yard f<.>remcn carry 
watches up to the required standard^ 
and Ihiit tho watches are regularly 
cleaned. For this purpose the Inspoct- 
ors are advised by the proper odiclal 
of the railway of all cliauges in t.he 
staff of the euiployees mentioned. )

Labor Unions In, the Home 

At h. recent 'rneetlngr; of domestic 
servants in Christchurch; writes a 
New Zvala-nd correspondent of the 
Queen, it was unanimously resolved 
to register as a union and -to . demand 
from employers a scalo bf;,'wag!ds and 
certain specified hours of 'cmployrnent. 
The question of how the mistresses 
should be made awaro of tho demands 
of the union was discussed and 
it wan agreed that a circular should be 
printed and distributed to every em- 
ployer of a domestic servant, asking 
her whether she was prepared to 
grant the wages fixed for tho various 
classes of work, and also to sign tho 
printed demand, which was filed at 
the oflice of the unloti. 

It was resolved that a wei-k's work 
be sixt.v-eight hoiii-s. Provl.-iion was 
made for starting at 0.;;o, but in the 
ev..-nt id' the day Iie.ginniiig half an 
hour later llie half liour to lie added 
at the .•:id of the day. The si-ale of 
pay to llie various e-lasses id" domestic 
workers was agreed iijion, being from 
12s. (id.' for nurseniald.s to iTis. for 
IiousckeeiiiTs, generals recei\'ing 15s. 
a week. 

Tell elassi.'s of workers were recog- 
niz-.'d — housekeepers, lady heljis, gen- 
erals, housemaids, nursemaids, cooks, 
waitresses and nurses in (diarge.

The conforencb having 
failed, it seems now as If tho next 
meeting between tho two parties will 
take place either before the concilia- 
tion or the arbltratlo'n board.
